To the Honorable the Common Council : 


GuntLemeN—For the first time in the history of the 
Government of the City, the Common Council consists of 
but one Board of Representatives of the People. Since 
the year 1857 there have existed in the administration 
of our local affairs various legislative bodies, the most 
prominent of which were a Board of Supervisors, a Board 
of Aldermen, and a Board of Councilmen—subsequently 
known as Assistant Aldermen. In addition to these 
Boards several Commissions were, from time to time, cre- 
ated by law, in each of which were vested combined legis- 
’ Jative and executive powers. The results of this divided 
authority were not satisfactory, and the legislative powers 
and duties of the Supervisors, Aldermen, and Assistant 
Aldermen have been concentrated in the Board of Alder- 
men, which now alone constitutes the Common Council. 

During the period the legislative power of the Gov- 
ernment was so divided, the Common Council pos- 
sessed but little influence in civic affairs. It was 
vested with no authority whatever over some of the 
Executive Commissions or Departments—the officers, of 
which had absolute control in all matters relating to 
the particular purposes of the Government with which 




































































they were ‘severally identified, and each Department was 
allowed to exercise powers having a more material influ- 
ence upon the well-being of the City than had those left 
to the Common Council itself. 


This system, as might have been expected, proved most 
pernicious. The source of the power and influence of 
the Departments being the State Legislature, the City was 


governed at Albany and not in New York. While the 


Common Council of the City was ignored, the Legislature 
was led to pass upon scheme after scheme presented 
by one or another of the Departments, designed to in- 
crease its own powers and patronage. On the statute 
book there is evidence conclusive that the officers of the 
Departments thought far more of the influence they 
could secure and the patronage they could command, 
than they did of their official duties. They rivaled each 
other in jealous contentions; and their zeal was most 
prominent in promoting their own interests, while they 
overlooked those of the City. 


The last remnants of this system should be eradi- 
cated. Recent legislation, while implying the necessity” 
for such a change, is deficient in the provisions neces- 
sary to secure it. In my judgment, the entire 
legislative powers of the Government should be vested 
in the Representatives of the people in the Common 
Council assembled, to be exercised subject to the 


approval of the Mayor. This is a necessary step 
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toward improving the government of the City. We 
require “ Home Rule” in all our local affairs. We can 
govern ourselves, and ought to be at liberty to do so. 
Errors or wrongs committed can be more easily de- 
tected and remedied here than at Albany. All mat- 
ters relating to the Government should be fully and 
freely disclosed, in order that the influence of the public 
judgment upon them may be directly felt. Without 
this no efficient control in the Government can exist. To 
secure this control your powers should be so enlarged 
as to make the Common Council the real source of all 
legislation with regard to our local affairs. 


Although, under existing laws, the powers of the Com- 
mon Council are far from being such as are necessary to 
attain fully the objects stated, they are, I am advised, 
sufficient to enable you to adopt such measures as will 
lead to great improvement in our affairs. 


The Charter, section 90, provides that “whatever pro- 
“visions and regulations * ™* may become requisite 
“for the fuller organization, perfecting and carrying 
“out of the powers and duties prescribed to any de- 
“ partment by this Act, shall be provided for by ordinance 
“ of the Common Council, who are hereby authorized to 
“ enact such necessary ordinances.” Your action in the 
exercise of the authority thus already conferred may be 
made a test of the policy of conferring still further powers 
upon the Common Council in the government of the City ; 
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and the administration by you of the trust now confided 
cannot fail to have either a beneficial or injurious influence 
upon the future management of our affairs. A strict ac- 
count is certain to be demanded of you. It shall be my 
duty to point out to you from time to time the particular 
measures which, in my opinion, if adopted by you, will 
remove some of the causes of the present general dis- 
satisfaction with the management of the Departments in the 
past ; but the responsibility will be with you to enact these 
and such other provisions as may be necessary to enable the 
Mayor to require, and, if need be, compel, from: the several 
heads of Departments, such an administration of the affairs 
of the City committed to their charge, as will lead to 
greater efticiency in the future, and a reduction of ex- 


pense in securing It. 


FINANCES. 


What the liabilities of the City really are, I am not, 
at present, in a position to inform you. Public atten- 
tion has hitherto been directed principally, if not, in- 
deed, exclusively, to that portion of the indebtedness which 
has assumed the form of one or other of the various 
descriptions of bonds and stocks issued by the City. 
The information furnished to me by the Comptroller is 
to the effect that this class of indebtedness was, on the 
31st day of December, 1874, as follows: .

But, in addition to these amounts, there is a floating 
debt which has been variously estimated at from ten to 
twenty millions of dollars. Many of the claims consti- 
tuting this indebtedness are in litigation. Some—it may 
be many of them—are fraudulent, and all such must be 
resisted. Those, however, which are not fraudulent, 
ought to be paid. If the proper officers of the Govern- 
ment are now without authority to adjust and settle such 
claims, it ought to be conferred. All information which 
can be obtained in reference to this floating indebtedness, 
T shall direct to be communicated to you. 


The time has arrived when, in my judgment, the actual 
financial condition of the City should be definitely ascer- 
tained and published in detail. The tax payers should 
be in possession of the fullest information on this subject, 
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and without such information it will be impossible to de- 
vise or carry out any practical measures of effectual relief. 


Our revenues for the ordinary purposes of the govern- - 
ment of the City are from two sources: First, Taxation ; 
and Second, what is known as the General Fund—the 
latter being a fund made up of all other moneys received 
by the City not set apart by law to increase the Sinking 
Fund. The largest amount received from the General 
Fund in any one year has been $3,000,000. 


Our expenditures are determined by the appropriations 
made by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
acting in concert with the Common Council. Appro- 
priations are made annually ‘‘of the amounts required 
“to pay the expenses of conducting the public business 
“ of the City and County in each Department and branch 
“ thereof, and also of the Board of Education.” 


The amounts so appropriated, after deducting the 
General Fund, are declared by law to be the sums to be 
raised annually by taxation; and in imposing this tax 
the Supervisors are authorized and required “ to levy, in 
“ addition to the aggregate amount thereof, such sums, 
“not exceeding three per cent. of the said aggregate 
“ amount, to provide for deficiencies in the actual pro- 
“ duct of the amount imposed and levied.” 


While the entire amount of the sums appropriated is 
expended for the purposes or requirements of the year 
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(or, by transfer of any surplus to meet other expendi- 
tures, it may be, in succeeding years), there are de- 
ficiencies of revenue every year to meet these expenditures. 
For instance, for 1874 the entire appropriations amounted 
- to $84,822,391.79, to provide for which there were: 
First, the revenues of the General Fund, amounting 
to $8,000,000; and, Second, taxation, amounting to 
$31,822,391.79. The sum added by the Supervisors to 
meet deficiencies was $490,425.18, making a total of 
$32,312,816.92 to ve raised by taxation. 


For the year 1874 we spent, or will spend, the entire 
appropriation of $34,822,391.79. The General Fund may 
contribute its proportion of the expenditure—$3,000,000 
—but the revenue from taxation will, as it has for some 
years past, fall short. The taxes are not payable, and are 
never collected until the fall of the year. For the first 
nine mouths the government is carried on upon borrowed 
money——borrowed upon Revenue Bonds in anticipation 
of the taxes of the year. As the taxes are collected, 
the Revenue Bonds are paid; the entire issue of these 
bonds, in any one year, is paid up either before the 
close of the year in which. they are issued, or in the first 
months of the ensuing year. 


I have ascertained that, for several years past the un- 
collected taxes from personal property have amounted, 
annually to about $1,000,000. This is irrecoverably lost 
to the City, and no provision has been made, so far as I 
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know, to provide otherwise than as I have explained for 
that loss. The taxes levied and which are collected are never 
received within the year for which they are imposed ; 
and frequently a term of years is allowed to pass before 
particular taxes are paid; the delay allowed by law is 
extensively taken advantage of—-the only penalty being 
an increase of interest upon the taxes in arrears. 


With our expenditures annually exceeding our income 
set apart by law to meet them, confusion in our 
finances is inevitable; and no skill in management can 
extricate such a system from that confusion. The system 
itself must be changed to secure improvement in re- 


sults. 


In no official report which I have seen has any in- 
formation been laid before the public showing | the 
extent to which the taxes are paid within the year in 
which they are imposed, or the average period within 
which the arrears are paid. The periodical reports of 
the financial officers of the city should give the par- 
ticulars, as nearly as can be ascertained, of all unpaid 
taxes and assessments at the date of such reports, 
with all other information which would go to present, 
as clearly as possible, a statement of the real financial 
position of the city—its debts on the one hand and 
the outstanding claims due to it on the other—that 
the public may be able to judge, as each successive 
statement appears, whether any improvement has 
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been made in our finances since the date of the state- 
ment preceding. A first step toward furnishing 
such periodical information is the preparation, at 
as early a date as possible, of a balance sheet showing 
the financial position of the city at the close of the past 
year; and I shall heartily co-operate with you in what- 
ever measures may be necessary to procure such a bal- 


ance sheet. 


MUNICIPAL EXPENDITURES. 


The appropriations for the year 1875, as finally de- 
termined by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, 
amount to $36,956,472.23. 


This amount, together with the sum to be here- 
after fixed by the Board of Supervisors to provide 
for deficiencies, less a credit of $3,000,000 carried - 
from the General Fund, will be imposed by tax during 
the year, upon the real and personal estate of the 
City and County subject to taxation. The tax for - 
the year will be about three per cent. upon the assessed 
value of all taxable property.

$15,764,650.40. 


Over this sum of $21,191,821.83 the City authorities 
have really nocontrol. The acts of the Legislature, under 
which the appropriations covered by the amount are re- 
quired to be made, are mandatory, and the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment was a mere ministerial agent 


in carrying those laws into effect. 


The balance of $15,764,650.40 includes appropria- 
tions, for salaries alone, in the aggregate amount of 
$9,564,931.00. These salaries are divisible into two 
classes—those fixed by acts of the Legislature, which the 
City authorities cannot regulate—and those fixed by the 
Heads of Departments within the limit of the amounts 
appropriated to them respectively for that purpose by 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment.”

How far all or any of the appropriations made for the 
government of the City, not fixed by act of the Legisla- 


ture or by contract, are susceptible of reduction without 


impairing the efficiency of the services required, 1 can- 
not at present state. But the whole subject of appro- 
priations for the government of the City is one which 


shall receive my early and most earnest attention. 
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CLAIMS AND LITIGATIONS. 


The appropriations made for the year being designed to’ 
meet and cover every object and purpose of the Govern- 
ment, a provision was very properly inserted in the Char- 
ter “that no expense shall be incurred by any of the 
“Departments, Boards, or ofticers thereof, unless an appro- 
“priation shall have been previously made covering such 
“ expense.” 


As, therefore, there can be no legal liability incurred 
for the City beyond the appropriations lawfully made for 
the purposes of the Government, there ought to be no 
great difficulty experienced in meeting our liabilities 
after ascertaining that they are proper obligations, 
Past mismanagement has, no doubt, involved us in 
a vast amount of litigation; but this legacy of the 
past can form no proper excuse or pretext for forcing 
current claims against the City to be put into litigation 
before the creditor can secure the amount to which he is 
justly entitled. . In resisting improper claims, and pro- 
tecting the City against liabilities for which it is not 
by law responsible, I shall aid the executive officers 
of the Government with all the power I can com- 
mand, but this power I shall as unhesitatingly so exer- 
cise as to secure to every just and honest creditor 
a speedy settlement of his claim. It shall be my endeavor 
to see that no unnecessary delay takes place, on the 
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part of the proper officers of the Government, in passing 
upon claims presented to them for adjustment and settle- 


-ment. There must be discrimination ; the unjust must 


be separated from the just; and as to the latter, vexa- 
tious and costly litigation will not be permitted. 


STATE TAX. 


The laws under which this City is required to contribute 
so largely to the State tax are so manifestly unjust that 
a revision of them should be persistently insisted upon by 
the City authorities. Of the entire State tax, amounting to 
$15,727,482.08 for 1874, this City has to pay $8,012,386.00, 
er more than one-half of the whole amount, and the law 
requires that this sum be paid five mouths before the 
City can collect or impose a cent of it. We have to 
pay the entire tax, whether it is ever received by the City 
or not. That it never is all received by us is shown, 
for instance, by the annual loss which the City sustains 
in the $1,000,000 of personal taxes which cannot be col- 
lected. The City is required to raise by tax this 
year for the support of the Common Schools of the 
State $1,381,445.86, and for Asylums and Reformato- 
ries, $414,443.76. We support our own normal and public 
schools, at an annual cost of $3,583,000, and although 
we never send our children or pupils to other 
parts of the State we have in addition to pay for the 
public and normal schools of. the State, about one-third 
the entire State tax levied for their support. We main- 
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tain our own Asylums and Reformatories at our own cost, 
and at the same time are compelled to contribute one-half 
of the expenses of all the Asylums and Reformatories 
supported by the State. How far relief in this matter of 
State taxation is to be obtained through the proceedings 
of the Committee appointed at the last session of the 
Legislature to investigate and report upon the subject, 
may be determined, when the report of that Committee 
is presented. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


The present condition of the Public Works of the 
City has attracted of late universal attention. The sub- 
ject is one which is not free from difficulty. Al 
our public works are carried on with borrowed money 
—partly on the security of the credit of the City, and 
partly on the special security of assessments to be im- 
posed upon the property more immediately benefited. 
That the works which have been completed on the 
northern part of the island are or will become of vast 
public benefit, is admitted by all. The only question is 
how far some of those works, and others which are 
projected, may not be beyond our present require- 
ments. According to the information furnished to me 
by the Comptroller, the City is in advance on account 
of the Public Works payable in whole or in part from 
assessments, to the amount of $20,851,000. Pursuant to 
the provisions of a law enacted in 1872, the City has 
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to pay the interest on all money it borrows on ‘ac- 
‘count of its Public Works, without any claim of 
relief against the property benefited. This interest forms 
a burden in our annual tax levy. And as the interest 
charged continues until the amount advanced is returned to 
the City by the assessments imposed upon the property bene- 
fited, it is manifest that the ability of the City to prosecute 
its public works successfully depends, in a great measure, 
upon the proper application of the machinery required to 
secure as speedy a return as possible of the advances 
made. Proper attention has not been given in the past 
to this important feature connected with our public 
improvements. Works commenced several years since 
have made little or no return for the large advances 
which the City has made for them; and this delay, 
which operates to the benefit of the property-owners 
who are in arrears with their assessments, goes far to 
cripple the energies of the City in carrying on other and 
equally important works, which are anxiously desired, not 
only by the parties more immediately interested, but by 


the citizens generally. 


T am in favor of proceeding with our public works at a 


pace as rapid as is required to keep up with the growth 
of the City; and I consider that this may be accomplished 
without increasing the debt beyond its presentsum. With 
‘ eare and attention, there ought to be no difficulty in 
securing, out of the large amount of assessments imposed 
and to be imposed, a return sufficient to carry on, as exten- 
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sively as the requirements of the City demand, all the 
most pressing of the works in progress or contemplated. 
As I view the matter, the property-owners have the solution 
of the question much in theirown hands. The assess- 
ment debt is exclusively theirs, and if they desire 
that further work be prosecuted, it is but due to the City 
that this debt owing by them should be paid, and the City 
be thus placed in a position in which it can obtain further 
sums to be applied to new works. 


The construction of the roadway or drive adjoin- 
ing the Riverside Park, should be at once proceeded 
with. The property-owners in that district, under 
the compulsion of law, had to pay a large assess- 
ment upon their property for the lands taken to form 
this roadway and the proposed Park adjoining.. How 
or when the Park itself should be improved, I am 
not at present prepared to say; but the drive or ave- 
nue forming its eastern boundary is imperatively re- 
quired, and the construction of this roadway is but 
an act of justice to those who have paid so heavily upon 
the understanding that that work should be at once 
prosecuted to completion. It will secure access to an 
extensive tract of ground, the value of which will be 
thereby considerably enhanced, and this increased value 
will inure to the benefit of the City as an accession to 
its taxable fund. I recommend ‘this subject to your early 
consideration, and trust that you will concur with me in 
the propriety of having the necessary measures enacted 
for the prosecution of the work mentioned. 
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There is a difference of opinion as to the merits of the 
projects known as the Morningside and Riverside parks. 
Were it an open question, it may be doubted whether at 
the present day the idea would be entertained of subject- 
ing the City to the expense of laying out a park on the 
site chosen for the Morningside Park. But work upon the 
road or avenue running from One Hundred and Tenth 
to One Hundred and Twenty-second street, known as’ 
Morningside Avenue and forming the proposed boundary 
of this Park on the west, has been proceeded with to a 
considerable extent. The money already expended in 
the construction of this road will be entirely lost to 
the City if the work is permitted to remain as at present 5 
and, even if further prosecution of that work is only 
temporarily delayed, the expense of completing it will 
be much increased, because, in its present unfinished 
condition, it is subject to great damage by the ele- 
ments. That this Avenue will be a public benefit when 
completed, there can be no question. The work upon it 
should, therefore, be prosecuted without any unnecessary 
delay. I submit the subject to your favorable considera: 
tion and prompt action. 


In this connection it may not be improper to suggest 
that the immediate prosecution of the work upon the 
Riverside roadway and Morningside avenue will give labor 
to many who are at present suffering through enforced 
idleness. It is, to be sure, no part of the business of 
Government, as such, to furnish work for any of its 
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citizens. But in all large cities the public works provide 
for a portion of the community, who are dependent prin- 
cipally upon them for employment. The suspension of 
these works is a serious misfortune to those so dependent. 
Such persons-desire not charity, but honest employment ; 
and as their labor, when properly directed, contributes 
to the wealth of the City, it ought to be secured, when 
it is practicable to do so. 


The manner in which our public works should be car- 
ried on, whether by day’s labor or by contract, is a sub- 
ject which must necessarily come before you, and as 
to which you will be called upon to act. Apart 
from those special laws passed by the Legislature 
authorizing the construction of particular works, the 
Charter provides that any work to be constructed by or 
on behalf of the City, at an expense exceeding $1,000, 
shall be by contract, on sealed bids and proposals, unless 
otherwise ordered by a vote of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers elected to the Common Council. 


Of course, it is not for me now to anticipate when or 
under what circumstances you may consider it for the 
public interest to exercise the power thus vested in you, 
but the circumstances, in my judgment, should be of 
an extraordinary character, and the benefit to the city 
should be clear and unmistakable, to warrant you 
in permitting a departure from the rule requiring 
the public works of the City to be executed 
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under contract. But, when let by contract, the 
work must, pursuant to the provisions of the Charter, 
be given to the lowest bidder. It is worthy of 
your consideration whether this provision ought not 
to be modified. The lowest bidder is not, in every 
instance, a proper person to be entrusted with the per- 
formance of the work, and it may be found that the in- 
terests of the City require that some discrimination in the 
matter ought to be vested in its officers. I must not, how- 
ever, be understood as favoring what is known as special 
contracts. To all such I am uncompromisingly opposed. 


There has been a well-grounded dissatisfaction with 
the manner in which some of the public works have 
been constructed—the pavements for instance; and the 
question recurs, how can we secure an improvement in 
this respect? Some improvement would undoubtedly be 
' obtained if every contract is made to contain specifications 
requiring that the work, when completed under it, shall 
be as substantial as work of that character can be made; 
and, to secure this, a different system of inspection from 
that now in operation is necessary. No person should 
be placed, as inspector, superintendent or otherwise, in 
charge of any public work of the City, no matter of 
what description it may be, whose character and practical 
knowledge of the particular kind of work to be done 
are not of themselves a guarantee that thoroughness on 
the part of the contractors will be exacted before the 
work is allowed to be accepted by the City. 
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As this entire matter of inspection of public works 
is regulated by ordinances passed by the Common 
Council, the subject is one which it is peculiarly in 
your power to remedy. 


Many of the pavements south of Forty-second street, 
and those of some of the avenues, are to-day impediments 
to travel. Our experience has developed the fact that 
wooden pavements, as heretofore constructed, cannot be 
maintained in such a condition as to make them useful 
or safe. All the streets and avenues in which this 
pavement has been laid, and those in which other pave- 
ments are in a condition to impede travel, ought to be 
repaved with trap or granite blocks—the only classes 
of pavements which have met the requirements of 
our commerce and traffic, and the best from a sanitary 
point of view. The City authorities, however, are not in a 
position to remedy the evils from which we are suffering 
in these respects. The Charter, section 115, provides that 
“No street, avenue, or public place in the City of New 
“York,, which has been once paved, and the expense 
“thereof paid for by the owners of the adjoining property 
“)by assessment, shall hereafter be paved at their expense, 
“nor shall any assessment therefor be imposed unless the 
“same shall be petitioned for by a majority of the owners 
“of the property (who shall also be the owners of a ma- 
“jority of the front feet) on the line of the proposed im- 
“provement.” As the City has no authority to issue its 
bonds for paving streets except on the security of assess- 
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ments to be imposed, in all eases where assessments 
are prohibited, the City is prohibited from issuing bonds 
or borrowing money upon bonds for improving or renew- 
ing the pavement of any street or avenue in the City 
which has already been once paved. 


Under the law, the property-owners alone can apply the 
remedy, and it will be well for them to consider whether, if 
they delay taking action in the matter, the business in the 
streets upon which their property lies may not be driven 
away to other localities more favorable because provided 
with streets better paved. 


The law has made a distinction—the reason for 
which it is difficult to perceive—between the public 
works of the City which lie to the north and those to 
the south of the Harlem river. The care of all the 
streets, roads, avenues and sewers of the City to the 
south of the Harlem river, except those in public parks 
and places, is under the supervision of the Department 
of Public Works; while the care, maintenance, and super- 
vision of the streets, roads, avenues, and sewers, to the 
north of the Harlem river, are under the control of the 
Department of Public Parks. This distinction ought 
to be abolished. That part of the City lying to the 
north of the Harlem river should be accurately surveyed, 
and the line of streets, roads, and avenues should be deli- 
neated on a plan by which all building operations in that 


part of the City can be regulated. An appropriation has 
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been made by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
for this work, and I shall see that it is proceeded with 
and completed as early as circumstances will permit. 


The accommodation provided for crossing the Harlem 
river is insufficient. The present bridges at Third avenue 
and at McComb’s Dam de not adequately provide for the 
increasing travel and traffic there. Legislative authority 
has been obtained for tunnelling the river; but that work 
cannot be done immediately, and the demand for increased 
accommodation must, in the meantime, be met in some 
other way. An additional bridge, of a temporary charac- 
ter, is urgently required and ought to be erected. If 
there is authority for the work, and the means can be pro- 
vided, no delay should occur in proceeding with it. 


No other extensive works in this part of the City are at 
present called for. The one work required, in addition 
to those already in progress, and the new bridge recom- 
mended, is the construction of sub-drains through the low 
lying lands, and this is demanded for sanitary purposes. 
The district should have the full benefit of our water 
system. 


The importance of the Croton Water system cannot 
be overestimated. Our growing population and the mul- 
tiplied requirements of the arts and of business demand 
an increased supply of water. To provide for the consump- 
tion we must look in advance, and prepare in time the 

‘ reservoirs required for husbanding the supply. Authority 
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has been obtained from the Legislature for the construc- 
tion of new works in Putnam County in connection with 
our water system. The works authorized have been let 
by contract, and will be constructed under the supervision 
of competent civil engineers. 


CENTRAL PARK. 


Our Central Park is a property of which we are justly 
proud. The expense incurred in constructing and orna- 
menting it has been returned to the City, in the enhanced 
value of the property surrounding it and the consequent 
increase of the taxable fund of the City. This prop- 
erty has been well administered, and the trust we have 
received requires from us the greatest care in its manage- 
ment. It isa question how far, considering the present 
amount of the liabilities of the City, it is desirable to pro- 
ceed with new works of construction in the Park. My own 
opinion is, that so much has been done, and done so well, in 
this respect, that, for some time to come, it will be 
desirable to follow a conservative course. If the roads 
and grounds are well cared for during the next few 
years, nature will in that time do far more to add to the 
beauty and attractions of the Park than any new works 
now entered upon can accomplish. An essential in the 
proper preservation of the Park is the maintenance there 
of an eflicient police force; and this must be secured if 
the Park is to continue to be the svene of enjoyment and 
recreation for all classes of our citizens. 
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DOCKS. 


The natural advantages of the City, with its extensive 
water frontage, have secured to it that commerce which 
has made New York the metropolis of the country. To 
develop these advantages to their utmost, the construc- 
tion of better wharves and piers, and of increased 
terminal facilities for our commerce, is necessary 
Too little attention has been given to this important 
subject in the past, and ‘now, as a consequence 
of this neglect, we find ourselves exposed to the 
just complaint that the commerce of the City is sub- 
jected to inconvenience and expense, as compared with 
that at other ports, which cannot but operate detri- 
ment to our interests. Work upon the new docks, as 
projected, should be pushed forward as speedily as 
they can be properly built. I will aid in carrying 
on these works, as far as my power and influence 
extend. There is not a dollar we invest in this under- 
taking which will not, if properly applied, become a 
paying investment from the day it is made. The demand 
for increased accommodation is so urgent, that the wharves, 
. when completed, can be readily let at a rent which will 
make a large return upon the entire cost ; and those 
rents, set apart as they are by law, to the Sinking Fund 
for the redemption of the debt of the City, will become a 
fund from which the entire cost of construction will in due 
time be met. The present revenue from our docks is

scarcely in excess of $500,000 per annum. Our income 
from this valuable property, even in its present condition, 
ought to be much larger. Many of our docks and piers, 
because of improvident action in the past, are maintained 
not for the benefit of the City but for individuals. 
Leases were obtained from the City at almost nominal 
rents, and the property leased has, in many instances, 
been sub-let, securing an income to the lessee largely 
in excess of the amount paid for the property to the 
City. The whole subject of leasing dock or wharf prop- 
erty should receive your early attention. 


PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


The building known as the New Court-house should be 
completed. I am opposed to all Commissions made in- 
dependent of the regular officers of the Government, for 
any special purpose whatever. There are at present three 
such Commissions in existence—one for the completion 
of this Court-house, another for the completion of the 
Third District Court-house, and the third is what is known 
asthe Armory Commission. All three should be abolished. 
The two Court-houses can be conipleted more economically, 
and the work upon them can be better done, under the 


supervision of one or more of the regular responsible 
officers of the government than in any other manner. 
There is a fund available for the completion of the New 
Court-house which is ample for this purpose, and the 
work should therefore be proceeded with, after proper 
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plans shall have been prepared and approved of, and 
contracts made with responsible parties, under suitable 
penalties for having the work finished within the limita- 


tions of the contract. 


How to deal with our armories is a question, the 
answer to which can not much longer be postponed. 
The National Guard is a valuable auxiliary in main- 
taining peace and order in the City, and in view of 
this the efficiency of the Guard must be provided for. 
To secure this efficiency, the various regiments should 
be furnished proper quarters. or some time, the 
City has withheld payment of the rents of all the 
armories leased from third parties, and all the reg- 
iments quartered in such premises are liable, at any 
moment, to be turned into the street. This state of 
affairs ought not to continue. The subject of furnishing 
armories in buildings erected and owned by the City is 
one worthy of your early consideration; but until pro- 
vision is made, in this or in some other manner, for provid- 
ing the regiments with permanent quarters, temporary 
accommodations must be secured for them. The Seventh 
Regiment, which is one of the best, is virtually without 
any armory. The premises occupied by it at Tompkins’ 
Market were, some months ago, injured by fire and 
rendered unfit for use, and the damage has not yet been 
repaired. The building is owned by the City, and should 
long ago have been repaired. No private property of 
such value would have been allowed to remain so many 
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months in a damaged condition. A lease has been exe- 
cuted by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund of 
the block of ground belonging to the City bounded by 
and situated between Sixty-sixth and Sixty-seventh streets 
and Fourth and Lexington avenues, for the erection 
of an armory for this regiment. It seems but just 
to the regiment that a proper building should be there 
erected for them without further delay. 


I consider it my duty to institute an inquiry into all 
the facts and circumstances connected with leases of 
armories, and will communicate to you the measures 
which, in my opinion, ought to be adopted to put an end 
to the present unsatisfactory condition of affairs. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


There is no branch of the City Government upon which 
the public welfare depends so much as upon the Police 
Department. Charged as it is with the duty of preserving 
the public peace, it should be so administered as to be and 
to show that it is beyond the reach ot political or par- 
tisan influence. I am in favor of a non-partisan Police 
Board, in the fullest sense of the idea conveyed by that 
expression. Our police system must not be managed 
under party influence or for party purposes. Promotion 
and advancement in the force should not be the result 
of political influence, nor should this influence be allowed 
to interfere with discipline. Appointments on the force 
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ought never to be conferred unless the Commissioners 
are fully satisfied of the personal fitness and capacity of 
the applicant, and merit should be the only. standard 
of promotion from the ranks. There are many radical 
and wholesome changes in the Department which 
can yet be made before the force will exhibit the dis- 
cipline and general efficiency which the public is entitled 
to exact from it. This Department, in addition to the 
duty imposed upon it for protecting the public peace, is 
charged with the supervision of elections. The import- 
ance of a faithful performance of this latter duty cannot 
be overestimated. Past experience has informed us as 
to the wrong which may be done by a negligent and 
illegal administration of this trust; and there should be 
no cause for complaint upon that subject again. So far as 
any power or discretion is vested in me, my endeavors 
shall be, in reference to this Department, to carry into 
practical operation the views above expressed. 


STREET CLEANING. 


The work of cleaning the streets and avenues of, the 
City is at present under the care and management of 
the Police Department. This is an important matter, 
closely related as it is to the health of the City. The 
Police Department was established for a very different 
purpose; and, in my opinion, it is not consistent with a 
system of good government to impose duties upon any 
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Department which must necessarily, to a large extent, 
divert the attention of the chief officers from the per- 
formance of the duties with which they are specially and 
more appropriately charged. 


By the Charter, the power is vested in you to “ regulate 
“the cleaning of the streets, avenues, sidewalks, and gut- 
“ters, and removing ice and snow from them.” This is an 
extensive grant of legislative power, and vests in you full 
control over the entire subject. It appears to me advis- 
able to relieve the Police Department of the duty 
of cleaning the streets, leaving it charged, however, 
with the duty of enforcing such ordinances and 
regulations in reference to those matters as you may 
adopt for removing the nuisances of filth, garbage, ice, 
and snow, as well as obstructions of all kinds, from the 
streets and avenues. I would suggest that, with proper 
specifications as to the work necessary to be done to 
secure clean streets and avenues, a contract should be 
authorized to be entered into by responsible parties, 
either in separate districts or for the entire City; and 
that the Department of Police be .required to see that 
the work demanded by the contract is faithfully per- 
formed. As any contract which may be made cannot 
extend beyond the year—the appropriation only being for 
the year—no delay which can be avoided ought to take 
place before the subject is considered by you. 
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FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


The Fire Department should be maintained in a con- 
dition of thorough efficiency. We are frequently re- 
minded, by the unfortunate experience of other cities, of 
the disasters to which we may be subjected by fire which. 
cannot be controlled. Our principal security against 
such a calamity rests in the training and discipline 
of our firemen, the completeness of the machinery 
at their disposal, with an abundant supply of water, 
and proper facilities for applying it when required. 
Too much care cannot be devoted to perfecting these 
various details. Their importance demands unceasing 
watchfulness, that we may be found prepared for any 
emergency which may arise. 


HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The Department of Health is vested with exclusive 
powers in matters relating to the public health, but these 
powers, under the present management of the Depart- 
ment, are not likely to be exercised except for the public 
good. 


TAXES AND ASSESSMENTS. 


In the administration of the Department of Taxes and 
Assessments a revision is required of the rolls of personal 
property subject to taxation. The fact that the tax on 
personal property falls short, to the extent of one million 
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dollars annually, shows the necessity which exists for im- 
mediate action. I will at once communicate with the 
Commissioners on the subject; and whatever measures can 
be taken to obviate this loss, shall receive my co-opera- 
tion. 


THE CITY PRISON. 


Some alterations must be made to provide increased 
accommodation in what is known as the City Prison. 
The subject has been frequently referred to in the pre. 
‘sentments of Grand Juries. Action ought to be no longer 
delayed. Ido not recommend the project of erecting a 
new prison, as 1 am satisfied that, with a moderate outlay, 
accommodation can be secured within the limits of the 
present building to meet the present requirements. 
The outlay for this purpose should be a part of the 
ordinary expenditures of the government. If the moneys 
required can be provided under existing authority, I 
shall at an early date communicate to you a more 
detailed statement of my views in reference to the matter, 
so that, if you approve, the work, which is urgent, may be 
at once commenced. 


MARKETS. 


The best plan for dealing with the City market prop- 
erty is a subject, the consideration of which I earnestly 
recommend to you. The revenues of the City received 
from this source form no adequate return on the value of 
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the investments. Such undertakings as public markets 
ean, I think, be better conducted in the public interest in 
the hands of private individuals than under City manage- 
ment. The subject should be thoroughly investigated, 
and, if it is considered advisable, the Commissioners of 
the Sinking Fund should be requested, by you, to dispose 
of all the market property, under the powers conferred, 
and subject to the conditions imposed by the Charter. 
In disposing of this property, if such a course is resolved 
upon, due regard should be had to the interests of those 
who have invested in market privileges. 


CITY ORDINANCES. 


The present condition of the ordinances of the City has 
been a frequent subject of complaint. Laws have been 
passed by the Legislature, year after year, which have 
had the effect of modifying or annulling provisions of 
City ordinances theretofore existing, and still not formally 
repealed. The result is that, with regard to many of our 
‘ordinances, it is difficult to determine how far they are 
of binding effect. This confusion should be termi- 
nated. In many matters to which. the ordinances 
of the City relate, such as its hack system, places of 
public amusements, weights and measures, street railroads 
and obstructions in streets, they are systematically 
disregarded. So manifest have been the evils resulting 
from this disregard of authority that the subject, some 
time since, attracted the attention of the Bar Associa- 
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tion of the City, and after some communication between 
that association and your predecessors, an understanding 
was arrived at by which it was left to the Bar Asso- 
ciation, through a committee of its members, to suggest 
a revision and codification of existing ordinances, and to 
prepare drafts of such additional ordinances as are 
needed to meet the requirements of the situation. So 
far as I am informed, no progress has been reported by 
that committee. Further delay in the matter cannot but 
be prejudicial to the interests of the City. Until that 
work is completed, efficiency in many Bureaus of the 
City Government cannot be expected. It should be pro- 
ceeded with under the direct authority of the City itself, 
and I therefore recommend that you authorize the Mayor 
to appoint one or more qualified persons to have the 
work prosecuted to completion as speedily as it can be 
properly accomplished. When that’ is-done and the 
revision has received your approval, it will be my duty 
to see that the police and all executive officers of the 
City charged with the enforcement of the regulations 
enacted shall discharge their duty fearlessly and impar- 
tially. 


CITY RECORD. 


The City Record was established by the Charter of 
1873 as the official journal of the Corporation. The de- 
sign was to do away with the abuses which had grown up 
in the matter of Corporation advertising, while giving pub- 
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licity to the transactions of the various Departments of 
the City Government. All advertisments for the City, and 
the publication of notices required by law or ordinances 
to be published in Corporation papers, are required to be 
inserted, at the public expense, only in this journal. 
Brief advertisements, however, calling attention to any 
contracts intended tv be awarded, or bonds to be sold, 
and referring for full information to the City Record, 
may be inserted in two morning, two evening and 
two: weekly papers, published in the English language, 
and in one paper published in the German language, to be 
designated annually by certain officers of the City Govern- 
ment. 


"The system of Corporation advertising in the past was 
not only too expensive, but led to great losses to the City 
in the matter of assessments vacated because they had not 
been advertised in all of the Corporation papers. This has 
been remedied by establishing the City Record, and 
the paper should be continued. But it is a question 
whether the present system is not too limited, and whether 
sufficient publicity of the particulars of contracts to be 
awarded, of bonds:to be sold, and of notices to tax-payers 
and property-holders, is given to the public. The brief 
advertisements authorized to be published in the papers 
mentioned do not meet the purpose. I therefore recom- 
mend that authority be conferred upon the officers having 
this matter in charge to adopt such measures as will give 
more particular and extended publicity to such subjects 
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relating to the Corporation as may be deemed best for the 
public interest. 


RAPID TRANSIT. 


The question of speedy communication between the 
extremes of the City is forcing itself upon public 
attention. The schemes are many which have been 
suggested to accomplish this purpose, but the results 
have not been satisfactory. Charters have been granted 
by the Legislature, conferring valuable franchises, but from 
these no advantage to the citizens generally has resulted. 
So earnest is the desire manifested for securing rapid 
transit in the City, that a board of civil engineers, 
self-constituted, but including gentlemen most eminent 
in their profession, has now undertaken. to prepare 
plans to overcome, if possible, the obstacles hitherto 
encountered. All that I can do, acting within the 
powers conferred upon me by law, shall be willingly 
done towards accomplishing this much-needed improve- 


ment. 


To some extent, a remedy has been provided by tunneling 
Fourth avenue above Forty-second street. This work, when 
completed according to the required plans, with four tracks 
from Harlem river to Forty-second street, will give an 
unobstructed course to passenger trains for or from the 
north, east and west, into and out of the City. As pro- 
vided by the law authorizing the improvement, two of 
the tracks are to be devoted exclusively to rapid transit 
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within the City, and as it is probable that the Harlem 
River Railroad Company will soon extend the four tracks 
from’ Harlem river northerly to the new City limits, we may 
soon have rapid transit from the northern boundary of the 
City to Forty-second street—a distance of ten miles—and 
over a route which is nearly the axial line of the City. 
If this work could be extended southerly to the City 
Hall, three and one-half miles, the problem of rapid 
transit would be partly solved. The City’s proportion of 
the expense of the improvement on Fourth avenue is 
$38,200,000. I approve of the action taken by my im- 
mediate predecessor in discontinuing the litigation con- 
nected with this improvement. The work should be com- 
pleted as speedily as possible, and the obligation of 
the City should be promptly met. Upon the west side of 
the City we have the Elevated Railroad, which, run- 
ning in connection with trains on the Hudson River Rail- 
road, brings the western portion of the northern part of 
the island into easy communication with the southern part 
of the City. I shall watch with interest all developments 
in reference to this important subject, and shall aid, 
as far as I can, all practical measures which may be 
presented to secure to the City the full benefits of rapid 
transit. c 


BROOKLYN BRIDGE. 


I am of opinion that the work upon the bridge across the 
East river to Brooklyn should be continued. This I do 
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not consider an open question. If it were so, the erection 
of a bridge upon the present site would not receive my 
approval. The project, however, has now sv far ad- 
vanced that it should, without any unnecessary delay, be 
prosecuted to completion. The tower on the Brooklyn 
side is substantially finished. On the New York side the 
tower has been carried a few feet above the springing 
of the arches and can be completed during the coming 
working season. The Brooklyn anchorage is within 
twenty feet of completion and will require about three 
months work to finish it. The castings required to sup- 
port the cables of both towers are made. A consolida- 
tion of the Cities of New York and Brooklyn into one 
municipality is but a question of time. When this bridge 
is completed, that union may become a fact. 


ALBANY LEGISLATION. 


The practice to which I have referred, of officers of 
Departments applying for and obtaining special legislation 
at Albany as to matters affecting particular interests of 
the City, must entirely cease. It should be your endeavor, 
as it will be mine, to protect the City against special leg- 
islation of any and every kind and form. How injurious 
it has been in the past cannot be estimated. I find that 
within the last ten years, by mandatory laws passed at 
Albany, this City has been compelled to raise upon its 
bonds the enormous amount of eighty millions of dol- 
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lars; and as to the benefit secured to the City by this 
expenditure, I am satisfied that, in every sense, the in- 
terest of the City would have been more advanced at 
less than half the outlay, if those obligations had been 
determined by its local government, and the moneys raised 
applied under its own direction to promote, not special, 
but the general interest of the City. 


This is an evil which operates to the disadvantage 
of the City in many respects. The facilities it af- 
fords for raising money have made it one of the 
most fruitful causes of the subjection of local self- 
government. It has become a matter of common remark, 
with those who have their interests to serve through this. 
class of legislation, that Albany is the place for them to 
carry on their operations... But this must cease. With 
your aid I shall, by every means at my command, resist 
every description of legislation, which affects the local 
government of this City, and which is not promoted by 
you for the general good. On this matter we must not 
permit any compromise—no influence, whatever it may 
be, to a contrary course, should receive countenance at 
our hands. 


With the view of determining what legislation it may 
be advisable to promote to secure improvements in the 
government of the City, I recommend that you avail 
yourselves of the experience of the Heads of the Depart- 
ments who are familiar with the operations of the Gov 
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ernment, and are therefore the better able to suggest 
where improvement can and ought to be effected. The 


Heads of all Departments are allowed by the Charter the 
privilege of attending your meetings and taking part in 
your deliberations as to all matters relating to their 
Departments respectively. This privilege ought par- 
ticularly to be taken advantage of as to all measures 
upon which it is considered desirable to have legisla- 
tive action, and, by following the course indicated, you 
are not only most likely to promote the interests 
of the City, in securing the legislation best suited 
to obtain improvement in the administration of: its 
affairs, but your action will also have a tendency to 
produce harmonious action among the Heads of Depart- 
ments themselves—which is greatly to be desired. 


The Government of this City is a complicated matter, 
and, in attending to its various interests, unceasing 
watchfulness is necessary. When to act and how to act 
in discharge of the duties we are required to perform, 
are questions to be kept continually before us; and, 
relying upon that aid promised to all who, in singleness 
of purpose and purity of motive, desire to overcome evil 
with good, I will at all times endeavor so to perform my 
duty that, under my administration as Chief Magistrate, 
improvement in the affairs of the City may be secured.

The Committee on the Law Department, to whom 
were referred the preamble and resolutions offered by 
Alderman Reilly in relation to the official conduct of 
Andrew H. Green, Comptroller, with instructions to 


ie 


investigate the matters contained therein and to report 
thereon to this Board, respectfully beg leave to 


REPORT: 


Fully recognizing the importance of the impartial 
result of the investigation committed to our charge, we 
determined to hold public sessions of the Committee at 
which all who were able to throw light upon the questions 
under consideration would be afforded an opportunity of 
being heard. At first we had supposed that the ancient 
and important power of summoning witnesses and pro-. 
ducing documents still resided with us, but on examina- 
tion it was ascertained that recent legislation had stripped: 
the Common Council of this privilege, and that now it is 
necessary, in the first instance, to apply to the Supreme 
Court for the issuing of a subpceena in the case of each 
witness required. Moreover, where the witness did not 
expressly waive it, the usual fees had to be paid, and yet 
there was no fund made available to your Committee 
from which this expense might be met. Should the wit- 
ness decide to contemptuously disregard the subpena, we, 
had no power to enforce his attendance, or punish his 
contempt, but were again required to apply to the Court 
for an attachment against him, which necessarily involved 
additional delay and expense. Availing themselves of 
this want of power in your Committee, many of our most 
important witnesses fearlessly disobeyed the subpoenas 
served upon them, and refused to appear. The 
above, together with the difficulty of obtain- 
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ing the services of stenographers upon the mere 
trust of future payment by the Comptroller, were a few 
_of the obstacles encountered by your Committee on enter- 
ing upon their duties. They were not, however, all. In 
two cases, at least, it is our firm opinion that the all pow- 
erful influence of the public treasury was unscrupulously 
used to keep from your Committee the ascertainment of 
the truth by endeavoring to affect the attendance of neces- 
sary witnesses. The first of these cases was that of James 
Kedian. Mr. Kedian had done work and furnished ma- 
terials for the College of the City of New York. His 
. claim therefor had been duly audited by the Executive 
Committee of the College, but was refused payment by the 
Comptroller, upon the report of one McKonkey, an em- 
ployee of his office. Suit was instituted by Kedian, and 
the Comptroller was defeated at Special and General 
Terms; but still he refused to pay. Mr. Kedian was sum- 
moned as a witness before your Committee, and that fact 
was, contrary to our wish, made known through the public 
press. The day before that on which Kedian was to ap- 
pear, the Comptroller drew his warrant on the city treasury 
in full payment of the claim which he had theretofore 
‘strenuously resisted, and delivered the same to Kedian (see 
testimony of Kedian, page 189). The other case was that 
of Mr. Charles Devlin. This gentleman had a claim 
against the city on which a balance was due. The Comp- 
troller, in a communication made to this Board in Febru- 
ary last, before this present investigation was begun, was 
pleased to select this claim from among others and cite it 
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as a striking example of the many fraudulent and unjust 
demands made on the city treasury. Mr. Devlin had in- 
formed the Chairman of this Committee that he was in: 
possession of important testimony, tending to impeach the: 
official conduct of the Comptroller. He was thereupon 
summoned as a witness, and, as in the case of Kedian, that 
fact appeared in the next day’s papers. He failed to at- 
tend, and upon the Chairman calling upon him in relation: 
te the matter, he was shown by Mr. Devlin a warrant 
drawn by the Comptroller a few days previously, which he 
was informed was in full payment of the balance of the 
very claim which the Comptroller, in his previous com- - 
munication to this Board, had cited as an example of 
fraudulent and unjust claims. Thereafter, in spite of re- 
peated summonses, Mr. Devlin failed to appear, and your 
Committee were thus deprived of his testimony. 


Your Committee are of opinion that, even if there were: 
no other testimony before them, the above acts: upon the 
part of the Comptroller are in) themselves sufficient to. 
stamp him as an unscrupulous public official, more intent 
on concealing from the public the dubious transactions of 
his office and on accomplishing his own selfish purposes 
than in serving’the interests of the city, and as therefore 
deserving of instant removal ‘at the hands of his Honor 
the Mayor. 


Before proceeding to state the conclusions. arrived at 
from the testimony taken before us, your Committee deem. 
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it proper to say that they considered this investigation,, 
though public, as necessarily of much the same character 
and nature as a proceeding before a grand jury—that is to 
say, its object was merely to ascertain and report whether 
there was any foundation in fact for the many and various. 
charges which for months have been openly made against 
the official conduct of Comptroller Green. They had no. 
power to try the case pro and con, since by the Charter 
that power is expressly confided to a higher authority—the- 
Mayor—and for this reason they did not feel justified in: 
entering upon whatever defense the Comptroller may have- 
to the testimony before them. 


It is, perhaps, worthy of note, that several of the public: 
officials whom we were obliged to summon before us- 
evinced a strange timidity (which we are at loss to under-- 
stand) in testifying in regard to the Comptroller. Sub-- 
pena after subposna had to be’served in order to secure: 
even their attendance ; and when they did appear their 
nerves and memories failed them on nearly all important 
points, and whatever valuable information was elicited 
had literally to be extorted from them. One of these of-- 
ficials, Mr. Geo. M. Van Nort, was asked if Mr. Green 
had obstructed his Department. His answer was—“ As to- 
that—I can say that—appearing here as I do, Mr. Chair- 
man, under an order of the Court—I would like to state 
—with your permission—if you have no objection—that 
this matter is somewhat distasteful to me.” This gentle- 
man needed time to refresh his memory as to several ques-- 
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tions. The opportunity was given him, but no means at 
our command could induce him to again appear. In con- 
sequence of this timidity and evasiveness some of the tes- 
timony taken by your Committee is irrelevant and worth- 
less; the greater part of it, however, we believe to be 
most important in its character and well-calculated to 
throw needed light upon the dark places in the official 
management of the Finance Department during the last 
few years. 


Annexed hereto as part of this report is the testimony 
taken before us, and, in the opinion of your Committee, 
it satisfactorily establishes the following findings: 


First.—Unjust, unreasonable, and factious resistance by : 
the Comptroller of just claims against the city, thereby ne- 
cessitating a vast amount of needless litigation in which the 
city has suffered defeat and been mulcted to an enormous 
extent in costs, disbursements, and interest. 


From the testimony of Henry A. Gumbleton (page 2), 
then Deputy County Clerk, it appears that the amount of 
judgments against the city, docketed in the County Clerk’s 
office from the instalation of A. H. Green, as Comptroller, 
to the 15th of February, 1875, was $2,739,407.94, on 
which the city lost more than $150,000 in interest and 
costs. Of course this amount does not, by any means, 
represent the sum total of judgments against the city dur- 
ing this period. There are many cases in the Superior, 
Common Pleas, and Marine Courts in which no transcripts 
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were filed in the County Clerk’s office. There are many 
others in which the judgments recovered were settled be- 
fore the same were docketed. The gross sum of all these 
cases would have to be ascertained in order to discover 
the full cost to the city of the administration of the pres- 
ent Comptroller. We did not possess the means for mak- 
ing this discovery, and we would, therefore, simply remind 
your Honorable Body that the amount set forth in the 
testimony of Mr. Gumbleton is, of necessity, only a state- 
ment-in part. Your Committee desire, also, to call your 
attention under this finding to the testimony of Messrs. 
Herbert B. Turner, Jas. W. Gerard, A. O. Hall, Lindsey 
J. Howe, Gilbert H. Badeau, R. 8. Rosenthal, and James 
Kedian. In most, if not all, of the cases mentioned by 
these witnesses resistance, at the expense of the city, was 
made by the Comptroller against the advice of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel. 


In his communication of February 18, 1875, the Comp- 
troller gives a very large sum as the amount which he has 
saved to the city by his litigiousness. Your Committee 
had no means of ascertaining the correctness of this item, 
but they cannot approve of or at all appreciate the reason- 
ing that a public official should be allowed to waste the 
public funds in one way because he saves them in another. 
Besides, we believe that the following finding shows the 
necessity of receiving no statement of the Comptroller as 
correct until the same has been fully corroborated. An 
honest adininistration should promptly pay the just debts 
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of the city; and when an official becomes so blind as to 
be unable, again and again, to distinguish between unjust 
and just claims without the expensive intervention and 
aid of the courts, it is high time that he should surrender 
to more competent hands the trust which he so signally 
fails to fulfill. 


Second.—Falsely stating in his communication to the 
Board of Aldermen, of February 18, 1875, the amount of 
judgments recovered against the city during his term of 
office, with intent to deceive the Board of Aldermen and 
the public. 


This finding is founded on a comparison of the state- 
ment of the Comptroller of February 18, 1875, with the: 
testimony of Henry A. Gumbleton, the Deputy County 
Clerk, corroborated by an official search of the records of 
the County Clerk’s office, hereto annexed. With the ex- 
ception of a little more than a month, the statement and 
testimony cover the same period. Yet their results are 
utterly irreconcilable. If Gumbleton’s testimony and the 
official search be correct, the Comptroller has falsified in 
his own favor to the amount of $800,000. 


Third.—Making the interests of the city subordinate to 


_ the satisfaction of his personal animosities, and needlessly 


obstructing the working of the Deparments of Docks and 
Public Works, as well as of the College of the City of 
New York, thereby causing loss and damage to the city 
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It appears from the testimony of Commissioners Wales 
and Van Nort that it has been the custom of the Comp- 
troller, in his official dealings with them individually, to 
act ina decidedly brusque and unfriendly manner, and 
that, by his interference, he has constantly obstructed the 
working of their Departments. Commissioner Van 
Nort’s memory failed him as to instances of the latter 
kind, but Commissioner Wales specified several cases in 
which, by reason of the intervention of the Comptroller, 
the city has been deprived of large legitimate profits from 
proposed public improvements. 


Your Committee believe that it is absolutely essential 
to good government in this city that there be harmony 
between the officials of the several Departments. _What- 
ever may be the opinion of the gentlemen as to each other, 
they have no right to cause the city to suffer for the mere 
gratification of their personal spites and predjudices, and 
any such conduct is, in our opinion, good and sufficient 
cause for the prompt removal of the guilty official: 


Alexander 8. Webb, President of the College of the 
City of New York, testifies (p. 243), that the action of the 
College has been impeded and its credit impaired by the 


_unwarrantable meddling of the Comptroller in its affairs. 


His testimony is corroborated by others connected with 
the College. Your Committee can see little hope of good 
results in the continuance in power of an official at whose: 
hands even the sacred cause of public education is not: 
safe. 
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Fourth.—Willfully refusing, upon false grounds, to pay 
the salaries of the clerks of the Commissioners of Accounts, 
and refusing to furnish the Commissioners with the 
requisite books, papers, and information, and otherwise 
impeding them in their investigation of the Finance 
Department, all with the intent to prevent the performance 
by those officials of their public duties, and to conceal the 
hidden workings of the Finance Department. 


The testimony of Commissioner Howe shows that the 
Comptroller refused to pay (and did not pay until judg- 
ments were obtained) the salaries of the clerks of his 
Department, on the ground that there was no appropria- 
tion. That at this very time there was a balance of an 
appropriation standing to the credit of his Department 
sufficient to meet the payment of these salaries, and that 
this refusal was contrary to the advice of the Corporation 


Counsel. 


The refusal (established by the same witness) of the 
Comptroller to furnish books, papers, and information to 
the Commissioners of Accounts during their investigation 
of the Finance Department, is, in our opinion, an offense of 
the most serious character. It is an attempt to frustrate 
the intention of the Legislature in the creation of this 
commission. That intention undoubtedly was, that the 
public might be reliably informed at frequent intervals of 
the inmost workings and financial condition of the several 
city Departments; because past experience had shown 
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that some such safeguard and check upon the loose 
management of corrupt officials was imperatively de- 
manded. 


Your Committee can see no reason why any Depart 
ment, whose administration has been honest and proper, 
should endeavor to prevent a thorough investigation of its 
affairs. 


Fifth.—Gross official carelessness and neglect of duty in 
paying the exorbitant bills of one Sternbach, palpably 
made out to evade the provisions of the Charter, forbid- 
ding the purchase by the city of supplies of a value in 
excess of $1,000 except from the lowest bidder. 


This finding is established by the testimony of Lindsey 
J. Howe, and by the report of the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, of , 1874. The facts therein referred to 
were deemed suflicient by Mayor Vance to justify the 
removal of the late Commissioners of Charities and Cor- 
rection. 


In our opinion, the conduct of the Comptroller in pay- 
ing these exorbitant and deceitful bills without an exami- 
nation, which would have disclosed their true character, 
is equally worthy of condemnation. 


Siath.--Gross official carelessness and waste of the public 
funds in paying the exorbitant bills of Simon Sterne, for 
pretended services at Albany in redrafting the annexation 
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act—the redrafting of said act having been substantially 
performed by other parties. 


In support of this finding, we refer to the bill of Simon 
Sterne and to the testimony of Messrs George H. Foster 
and William Cauldwell, to the effect that the annexation 
act was redrafted by them, and that Mr. Sterne’s services 
were of little or no value. 


Seventh.—Official misconduct and waste in employing 
and paying to Dexter A. Hawkins large sums of the public 
moneys for services at Albany in regard to legislation 
affecting the City of New York, such employment and 
payment being without warrant of law. 


In support of this finding we refer to article 6, section 
38, of the Charter, which forbids the employment of 
counsel by the Departments of the city government, and 
which authorizes the Law Department alone to furnish 
legal assistance to the several Departments. 


We also refer to the testimony of Hon. E. D. Smith, 
Corporation Counsel, to the effect that he never author- 
ized the employment of Hawkins. 


Your Committee are informed that a former Grand 
Jury, acting upon similar evidence, found a true bill of 
indictment against Comptroller Green, but that subse- 
quently they were induced (how, we know not) to recon- 
sider their action. 
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The letter of Mr. Hawkins to the Comptroller, on send- 
ing in his bill for $7,444.75, is unique and candid in its 
style, and worthy of especial attention, as throwing some 
little light upon this whole affair, It begins: 


“ Hon. A. H. Green, Comptroller : 


“Dear Str—Inclosed please find detailed statement of 
my charges for services in regard to legislation for the 
city, AT THE RATE AGREED UPON,” etc., ete. 


Highth.—-Falsely stating the amount necessary to pay the 
interest on the city debt during the year 1874, with the 
intent to deceive the public as to the amount of the city 
indebtedness ; and 


Ninth—Iegally using the unexpended balance of 
interest for the year 1873 in payment of the interest of 
1874, without authority of the Board of Apportionment 
as required by the Charter and Laws of this State. 


In support of the two findings above set forth, we refer 
to chapter 308, section 2, of the Laws of 1874, requiring 
action on the part of the Board of Apportionment to 
authorize the transfer of any unexpended balance; to the 
testimony of Hon. John Wheeler, Secretary of the Board 
of Apportionment, and to the official records of said 
Board, pages 415, 576, 742, 748, and 746. 


From such testimony and records the following facts 
appear: That the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
having, in compliance with law, met in June, to reappor- 
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tion to the several Departments the amounts necessary to 
carry on the city government for 1874, the Comptroller 
then stated, in writing, that $8,300,000 was the amount 
necessary to pay the interest on the city debt; that in 
October, 1874, he asked for and obtained authority from 
the Board to transfer unexpended balances to the amount 
of $90,000 additional to the amount previously appro- 
priated; that subsequently, by reason of the very large 
amount asked for by the Comptroller in the yearly budget 
for the interest of 1875, it was suddenly discovered by 
the other members of the Board that a large sum of 
money, in addition to that appropriated by them, had 
been used by the Comptroller in payment of the interest 
of 1874; that when the Comptroller found his acts dis- 
covered, he offered in the Board, and endeavored to pass ~ 
therein, an ex post facto resolution legalizing his past 
official misconduct, which resolution was, by the vote of 
all his associates, laid upon the table; that the Board of 
Apportionment, at the meeting of December 30, 1874, 
passed, by the affirmative votes of all his associates, a res- 
olution severely censuring the Comptroller for his official 
misconduct, as above set forth. 


It also appears, from the official minutes of the Board, 
that this is not the only act of the very same nature on 
the part of the Comptroller. In a statement accompany- 
ing the first budget for the year 1874, the Comptroller 
states (minutes of the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, page 117), that he has used an unexpended balance 
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of $1,326,071.61 in payment of the interest of 1873; yet 
the records of the Board are searched in vain for any 
authority for this act, and so skillfully was the affair 
managed that even to-day the Secretary of the Board was 
in ignorance of the fact, until his attention was called to it 
by a member of your Committee. 


Your Committee know of no language severe enough 
to properly condemn this species of official charlatanry, 
by which the people are deceived as to the true amount 
of their obligations, and an unscrupulous official enabled. 
to clothe himself in the garb of an inexorably just and ' 
self-sacrificing Reformer. 


Tenth.—Gross official misconduct and neglect of duty ix 
connection with the payment from the city treasury to 
Mary Belle Scott Uda of the sum of $25,000, for the 
patent of the aerial fire ladder, immediately after the 
assignment by her of all her interest therein to William 
B. White, then and now Secretary of the New York Fire 
Department. 


In support of this finding, we refer to the testimony of 
George O. Moses, Charles H. Hodges, Hon. EK. D. Smith, 
the affidavit of Mrs. Uda, the minutes of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment (pp. 168, 175, 259, 819, and 
491), as well as tothe answer of Wm. B. White, Secretary 
of the Fire Department, to the resolution of the Fire Com- 
missioners, calling on, him for an explanation. 
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The facts shown by the above testimony are of a 
peculiarly interesting and suggestive character. It ap- 
pears that the New York Fire Department bought from 
Mary Belle Scott Uda her patent of an “aerial fire ladder,” 
and agreed to pay her therefor $25,000. On her seeking 
payment from Mr. Green he acted the double part of 
strenuously resisting and refusing payment as Comptroller, 
while at the same time he was, as @ member of the Board 
of Apportionment, just as strenuously advocating the 
appropriation of the amount of the claim; so that he 
might be in a position to pay the same when in his judg- 
ment the time therefor had arrived. That Mrs. Uda, 
heretofore unable to obtain payment, assigned her claim 
to Wm. B. White, Secretary of the Fire Department, and 
that within a few days thereafter the Comptroller paid 
the claim to Mrs. Uda, together with the sum of $1,500 
to a lawyer named Jordan, for an opinion adverse to the 
city. That the Fire Commissioners, by resolution, dis- 
claimed all knowledge of the conduct of their Secretary, 
and called on him to explain. That he admitted, in writ- 
ing, the purchase of the patent prior to the payment by 
the Comptroller. That a resolution of removal was pre- 
pared and published, but that no quorum of the Fire 
Commissioners could be obtained to take action thereon. 


Your Committee have no desire to strike at a subordi- 
nate, where they believe higher officials to be concerned, 
- but should their recommendation hereinafter contained 
be approved, they would respectfully suggest that a 
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searching inquiry be made to ascertain what influence 
was used to retain Secretary White in his position after 
his admission of an act clearly in direct violation of the 
following provision of the Charter : 

§ 101. No member of the Common Council, head of 
Department, * * * * or clerk therein, or other 
officer of the Corporation, shall become directly, or indi- 
rectly interested in or in the performance of any contract, 
work or business, or the sale of any article, the expense, 
price or consideration of which is payable from the city 
treasury. 


Other testimony tending to show that the Comptroller 
has endeavored to usurp the right of speaking to the 
Legislature on behalf of this city, which right belongs 
alone to the Mayor and Common Council; that he has 
been guilty of disrespect and insolence to the Mayor; that 
he he has endeavored to dictate to the Mayor the manner 
in which he should perform his official duties, and tried 
_ to coerce him into obedience; that by means of the pub- 
lic moneys he has surrounded himself with servile and 
soulless tools, ready at his command either to influence 
public legislation or blacken character; that he has used 
the clerks of his Department during business hours for his 
personal ends; in short, that he has sét himself up in 
various ways in opposition to the Mayor, Common Council, 
and other officials, as the one honest official connected 
with the Municipal Government who really has the interest 
of the city at heart, was easily accessible to your Com- 
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mittee, but as most of these facts are matters of public 
notoriety and susceptible of proof from records at the 
command of all, your Committee did not deem it their 
duty to take testimony in relation thereto. 


Your Honorable Body has, in the resolutions referred to 
us, made it our duty to report to you “ with such recom- 
mendations as may seem advisable and for the best inter- 
ests of the city.” 


If you determine to adopt this report, we can see only 
one course which it is possible for you to pursue, and that 
is that you immediately transmit to his Honor the Mayor 
the voluminous testimony hereto annexed, together with 
this report, and respectfully request him to present charges 
against the Comptroller and afford him an opportunity of 
being heard in his defense. 


We therefore respectfully recommend to your Honor- 
able Body the adoption of the following resolution: 


Resolved, That the report of the Law Committee, in re- 
lation to the official conduct of the Comptroller, be adopt- 
ed, and that the Clerk of this Board transmit the same, 
together with the testimony thereto annexed, to his Honor 
the Mayor, with the request that he present charges against 
the Comptroller, and afford him an opportunity of being 
heard.

TESTIMONY. 





In pursuance of a resolution of the Board of Alder- 
men, passed February 4, 1875, the Committee on Law De- 
partment (Aldermen Henry D. Purroy, Oliver P. C. Bil- 
lings, and Edward J. Shandley, present) met in the City 
Hall, Tuesday, February 23, at 1 p. m., and proceeded 
with the following inquiry into the charges of misconduct 
against Andrew H. Green, Comptroller. 


The roll of witnesses subpoenaed by the Committee was 
called, with the following result: 


Present—John Wheeler, Henry A. Gumbleton, George 
M. Van Nort, Lindsey J. Howe (the two last answering to 
the second call). 


Absent—E. Delafield Smith, Henry G. Stebbins, Salem 
H. Wales, John B. Haskin (the two last sending letters of 
excuse). 


By vote of the Committee, John Wheeler was excused 
from attendance for the day, at his own request. 


Henry A. Gumsieron, being called as a witness, stated 
as follows : 


At the request of the Committee, I have prepared a list 
of the judgments docketed. in the County Clerk’s office, 
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from October 1, 1871, to and including F ebruary 15, 1875, 
which I will submit to the Committee, and briefly I may 
state that the amounts of the judgments docketed in the: 
County Clerk’s office during those dates, from the Su- 
preme, Superior, Common Pleas, and Marine Courts, 
amount to $2,739,407.94, of which the interest on the Su- 
preme Court judgments amount to $103,758.94, and the 
costs to $50,755.87. The information requested by the- 
Committee as to the interest and costs on all judgments. 
docketed, of course I could not give, because, as the Chair- 
man knows, all judgments, except those of the Supreme- 
Court, are filed by transcript in the County Clerk’s office, 
and the transcript merely shows the gross amount of dam-. 
ages and costs. 1 may explain, however, that of these 493 
judgments which are shown in this list, upwards of 200: 
have been satisfied, and appear as such on the dockets at 
the present time. That statement, Mr. Chairman, of course,. 
contains merely the amount of interests and costs on the 
Supreme Court judgments alone. As I explained to you, I 
could give no other information as to the amount of interests. 
and costs on other than judgments of the Supreme Court . 
of course, this statement was not prepared by me alone ;. 
it was done by me in my official capacity—copied by the 
clerks under my charge ; of course, I can testify to its cor- 
rectness, though; those that appear marked as certified on 
that list show that amount; in that statement, you know, 
there are upwards of 200 judgments marked stisfied ; I 
return the gross amount of judgments under your subpeena.. 
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Alderman Purroy : 


Q. Those are the amounts of all judgments recovered: 
from the city since Mr. Green has been in the office of 
Comptroller ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Have you the gross number of suits against the 
city ¢ 

A. No, sir. 

Q. You have got about the number of suits ? 

A. Yes, sir; those that are satisfied are marked as satis-- 
fied opposite on the list ; they are marked “ Sat.” 
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(The witness was here sworn as to the truth of his pre- 
ceding statement, and his examination was resumed.) 


Alderman Purroy : 


@. What is your position 4 

A. Deputy County Clerk. 

Q. You were notified, I believe, by this Committee to- 
prepare a statement of all the judgments recovered. 
against the city during Mr. Green’s administration as- 
Comptroller ¢ 

A. Yes, sir; which were docketed in our office. 

@. Have you done so # 

‘A, Lhave, 
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Q. Where is that statement ? 

A. I have presented it to the Committee. 

Q. That is a correct record of all the judgments dock- 
eted during that period ? 

A. Yes, sir; and contains a list of the judgments satis- 


fied and unsatisfied. 


Gxrorae M. Van Nort, being called, was sworn and testi- 
fied as follows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Atameeting of the Board of Aldermen, February 4, 
1875, the following resolutions were adopted, and referred 
to this Committee : 


““ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that Andrew 
H. Green, Comptroller, has unjustly resisted the payment 
of legal claims against this city, thereby causing the un- 
necessary expenditure, out of the public treasury, of large 
sums of money in costs, disbursements and interest; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has, at various times, employed numerous favorite 
lawyers for the purpose of affecting legislation, and of 
resisting the payment of legal claims, all of whose fees 
have been paid out of the public treasury ; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has illegally diverted certain sums set apart for 
special purposes by the Board of Apportionment and the 
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laws of this State, to other purposes, not authorized by. 
said Board or laws; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has, at various times, unjustly and maliciously de- 
layed the payment of the salaries and wages of public 
officials and servants, thereby temporarily depriving them 
of their just dues and inflicting upon them great loss and 
damage ; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that the man- 
agement of the financial affairs of this city by said 
Andrew H. Green, Comptroller, has been such as to de- 
preciate the credit of this city and retard its growth and 
prosperity ; now, therefore, 


“ Resolved, That the several matters mentioned in the 
foregoing preamble be and the same are hereby referred to 
the Committee on Law Department to investigate the 
same, with power to send for persons and papers, and to 
report the result of their investigations to this Board with 
such recommendations as to them may seem advisable and 
for the best interests of the city ”— 


What we want to get at, in summoning you before us, is 
whether there is within your knowledge any case covered 
by these resolutions, and I shall ask you that question 
generally, first ? : 

A. Do you want me to particularize any case ? 

Q. Yes, sir ? 

A. I don’t know that I can do that ; I can answer, in a 
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general way, that the Comptroller sometimes, in construing 
the laws, would differ from the: Department of Public 
Works and delay payments. 

Q. Do you remember any case of that kind? 

A. I recollect, in the case of the payment of some of the 
laborers—so-called Boulevard laborers—for the planting 
of trees, the Comptroller differed from the Department of 
Public Works about the law authorizing it, and the la- 
borers employed counsel, took it into the courts, and re- 
covered. 

Q. Do you know whether the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion Counsel was had in those cases ? 

A. I do not. 

@. Do you know whether it was sought for by the ~ 
Comptroller ¢ 

A, No, sir. 

Q. How long was the delay ? 

A. In one case, I think, several months. 

Q. As much as three months ? 

A. I should think quite that ; I don’t recollect. 

Q. The first charge-—that he has resisted the payment 
of legal claims against the city—is that the only instance 
of legal claims against the city which, in your opinion, the 
Comptroller has resisted 4 

A, There may be others which don’t occur to me now. 
He construes the laws, I suppose, as any other Department 
would in making payments, and if he is in doubt he will 
apply to the Corporation Counsel, I presume, for legal ad- 
vice, and in that way delays may have occurred. 
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@. You don’t remember of any other case ? 

A. There are a number of cases. 

Q. You don’t remember any ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Can you refresh your memory between this and the 
next meeting of the Board on those points connected with 
that Department ? 

A. Yes, sir; I will endeavor to. 


Q. The second charge is that, “ Whereas, it has been 
publicly alleged that the said Comptroller has at various 
times employed numerous favorite lawyers for the purpose 
of effecting legislation, and resisting the payment of legal 
claims, whose fees have been paid out of the public 
treasury ;” is there within your knowledge any case of 
that kind ? . 

A. No, sir; not of my own knowledge, except by hear- 
say or the public prints. 

Q. You don’t, of your own knowledge, know of any case 
where the Comptroller employed lawyers to resist claims 
and paid them out of the city treasury? 

A. I only know from hearsay; I have no positive 
knowledge from the records of the Finance Department. 

Q. State if you know any case, and on what you base 
your opinion ; and if the Committee think the foundation 
of your opinion sufficient they will consider the testimony, 
and if not they will reject it. We are not restricted here 
to the legal technicalities. 

A. I have no actual knowledge; I don’t know from 
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the reports of the Finance Department, but from the 
statements in the newspapers. 

@. Any case brought to your knowledge by the officials 
or anybody connected with your office ? 

A. Where he employed special counsel ? 

Q. Yes, sir, to resist claims or affect legislation in any 
way with regard to your Department ? 

A. I can only answer that, Mr. Chairman, in a general 
way. I haveno positive knowledge except from persons 
appearing as counsel for or against. 

Y. Can you give any information to this Committee 
which will enable them to reach these facts? Do you 
know of any parties who have this information ? 

A. I do not, except through the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts. They are the officers to investigate. 

Q. Private parties ? 

A. I don’t know of any private parties. 

@. Have you been connected with the Board of Appor- 
tionment ¢ 

A, I have, sir. 

Q. Up to what time ? 

A. Up to the passage of the Charter of 1873. 

Q. I don’t know whether this point would apply to 
you, but I shall ask it: “ Whereas, It has been publicly 
alleged that said Comptroller has illegally diverted certain 
sums set apart for special purposes by the Board of 
Apportionment and the laws of this State to other pur- 
poses not authorized by said Board or laws”—Do you 
know anything on that head ? 
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A. No, sir. 

Q. Next— Whereas, it has been publicly alleged that 
said Comptroller has at various times unjustly and mali- 
ciously delayed the payment of the salaries and wages of 
public officials and servants, thereby temporarily depriving 
them of their just dues, and inflicting upon them great 
loss and damage.” Now, please state whether the Comp- 
troller has, through his administration, to your knowledge, 
delayed the payment of the salaries of any of the officials 
connected with your Department # 

A. I believe he has, sir. 

Q. Please to state those instances ? 

A. I cannot state in detail. 1 know he has in one case. 

Q. Please to state that. 

A. Mr. Gilmore had to bring proceedings to get his 
salary. 

. What is he 4 

. Superintendent of Roads. 

He is in your Department ? 

. Yes, sir. 

. He applied for his salary and was refused ? 
. Yes, sir; I was so informed. 

‘How long was he kept out of it ? 

Several months. 

. Did he finally obtain it ? 

. I believe he did. 

. Do you know how many months it was ¢- 

. Idonot. I think atleast three months, if not more 
Q. How did he obtain it ? 
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A. By process of law through the courts. 

@. Had he paid him previous to this refusal at any 
time ? 

A. I believe he had. 

Q. Then, after having paid him for a time, he refused ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

Q. Has he paid him since? 

A. Yes, sir; I think he has. 


@. Do you know any other instance of this kind con- 
nected with your Department ? 

A. I recollect an instance of one of the employees of 
the Department, who was not paid on account of the desig- 
nation or title under which he performed service. He 
was subsequently paid, I think. 

Q. What employee was that ? 

A. His name is Turnbull, and he was employed as a 
time clerk or accountant. 

@. Did he perform the services ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Applied for his salary ? 

A. Yes, sir; and was refused, I believe, as the title of 
the position he held was in the construction of the 
Finance Department wrongfully designated as being Dis- 

, bursing Clerk. 

Q. Did he obtain his pay 4 

A, Yes, sir. 

@. Do you know whether he had been paid previous to 
the refusal by the Comptroller ? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

Q. So that, after paying him for some time, he resolved 
not to pay him, and kept him out of his money some time 
and now is paying him ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think the pay-roll was corrected in that 
respect by myself, changing the designation of the title 
of the officer, and the services he performed. 

Q. While he was paying him previously what had 
been the designation—the same way? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know any other instance connected with 
your Department—for instance, the women that work in 
the Court-house under your jurisdiction ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Can you state to the Committee anything about 
that ? 

A. I ean only state in a general way that sometimes a 
name may be wrongfully spelled, an initial letter left out, 
or the middle letter left out; and the Finance Depart- 
ment declined to pay in such cases until a certificate is 
had from the Department of Public Works that the per- 
son named was the person who actually did the work, 
though the name may not be properly on the pay-roll, 
which sometimes occurs ; a large number of persons give 
in their names and don’t spell them correctly, don’t give 
in the proper initials. 

Q. Do you know of any particular case of workmen 
employed in your Department as workmen, scrubwomen, 

“who were refused their wages by the Comptroller? 
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A. I don’t know that they have actually been refused ; 
I know there have been delays. 
. Can you particularize 4 
. No, sir; I know there have been cases. 
. Do you know the reasons for the delays? 
. No, sir. 
Did the Comptroller ever state the reason to you? 
. No, sir. 
. How long did the delay last in any of those cases ? 
. Sometimes longer or shorter; 1 cannot give the ex- 
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act time. 

Q. You don’t know of any case in which you could give 
the time ? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Could you ascertain ? 

A. I don’t know that I could; the date of payment 
might not show on the pay-roll; the payment is made out 
for fifteen, or twenty, or thirty cleaners, as the case may 
be; and a column on the outer edge is left for receipts, 
the signatures, and whether the dates are entered on the 
margin of the pay-rolls I cannot say ; if made by warrant, 
of course the warrant would show. 

@. Have these delays occurred more than once 4 

A. They have occurred from time to time. 

@. Occurred several times ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you remember any other instance of officials, 
employees, scrubbers, or anybody else, connected with 
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your Department, who have been deprived of their wages 
or kept aut of them for any length of time # 

A. I cannot instance any now. 

Q. The Committee would be much obliged if, between 
this session and the next, you would endeavor to ascertain 
what cases have occurred ? 

A. It would be a difficult matter to do that. 

Q. Iam sure it is asking a great deal; but the public 
interests demand it, and we would like to have you make 
that effort. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. You remember at any time that the Comptroller re- 
fused to pay Mr. Shafer ? . 

A. I believe hedid; Mr. E. B. Shafer, Superintendent 
of Incumbrances. That was owing toa question of differ- 
ence between the two Departments, arising out of the fact 
of accounting for certain vouchers for detailed expenses 
in carrying on the Bureau of Incumbrances. The Com- 
mon Council authorized the withdrawal of a sum not ex- 
ceeding $100,which should be accounted for to the Finance 
Department, and the Comptroller took the ground, that in 
accounting for an expenditure, it must be done through a 
detailed voucher from the party to whom, for instance, a 
dollar or twelve shillings might be paid for carting away 
an incumbrance ; and it was not always an easy matter to 
hire carts and take receipts from them; and the Depart- 
ment of Public Works took the position that the vouchers, 
in detail, were for the protection of the Department of 
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Public Works, which should certify back to the Finance 
Department the’account called for by the original requisi- 
tion; that is to say, if it was $100, as the case occurred, 
there should betan accounting whenever the $100 were 
expended. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Q. What was Mr. Shafer’s case; he was an employee 
in your Department ? 

A. Yes, sir; he was Superintendent of Incumbrances, 
and advanced moneys out of his own pocket from time to 
time. 

Q. Were his wages or salary paid ? 

A. I think at one time he did not get his pay regu- 
larly. 

Q. Do you know how long he was kept out of it? 

A. I do not. 

Q. Some months? | 

A. I think he was; some considerable time. 

Q. What was the reason of paying him after having 
refused to pay him; did the Department of Public Works 
yield what was right to the Finance Department? 

A, We are, of course, obliged, if we cannot get the 
money, to stand still; we cannot force the Finance De- 
partment. 

Q. But, I say, when the Finance Department did pay 
Mr. Shafer, whether the objection raised to paying him 
was done away by your Department ? 
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A. I did concede the point, and finally transmitted the 
vouchers, I think, and I believe that the Finance Depart. 
ment subsequently paid Mr. Shafer. 

Q. Please to state to us whether, during your experience 
as head of the Department of Public Works, your 
Department has had any business with the Finance De- 
partment during the incumnbency of Andrew H. Green, 
you have received from that Department obstruction or 
aid and assistance in the prosecution of the public works, 
and the other public business connected with your De. 
partment ? 

A. As to that—I can say that—appearing here as I do, 
Mr. Chairman, under an order of the Court, I would like 
to state—with your permission—if you have no objection— 
that this matter is somewhat distasteful to me; of course, 
I am bound to answer any question you put; but, from 
my inception into the office of the Department of Public 
Works, there has been a personal feeling, if I may 
so call it, manifested towards myself as being the 
head of the Department, and I state this by way of ex- 
planation ; but the Department at times has had some 
difficulty in procuring materials, as parties would say they 
could not readily get their money; when prices were 
agreed upon by the Department of Public Works with the 
persons furnishing the material, bills were sent to the 
Finance Department certified by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works, and reductions would be made on the bills, and 
parties would be compelled to receive the money or leave 
the warrant, as the case might be. 
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Q. But please answer the question as to whether your 
experience has been, that your Department has been 
obstructed or aided ? 

A. I answer that, by saying that I don’t think we have 
been aided. 

Q. Have you been obstructed ? 

A. That would naturally follow. 

Q. I want you to testify from your own knowledge as 
to whether, during your administration as Commissioner 
of Public Works, your Department has been aided or ob- 
structed ; you say it has not been aided—has- it been ob- 
structed 4 | 

A. I should say it was an obstruction. 

Q. Does the Finance Department, in any case, have to 
approve of sureties ? 

A. Yes, sir; they do. 

Q. Has there ever been any obstruction in that particu- 
lar ¢ 

A. There have been delays in approving sureties on 
awards of contracts, made on the ordinances of the Com- 
mon Council. 

Q. How great delays; can you state any instance ? 

A. Not any particular instance; but there have been 
instances where they have laid a month and two or three 
months; I suppose that was owing to the investigations 
being made by the head of the Finance Department as to 
the adequacy or sufficiency of the sureties made to con- 
tract. ; 

Q. Can you ascertain those cases in which there have 
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been delays from an examination of the records in your 
Department, or information within your reach ? 

A. I can, where they exist now. 

Q. Are there any that exist now ? 

_A. Iam not certain, but I think there are two or three 
cases. ; 

Q. Will you ascertain those ? 

A. You are asking me a great many questions, and if 
you will give me a memorandum I will do so. 

Q. They all come under one head; the Committee 
desires you to ascertain from the records of your Depart- 
ment, such facts as you can ascertain regarding any case 
covered by these resolutions; they will hand you a copy 
of the resolutions ? 

A. I must have the questions direct from you as to 
what you require; I cannot undertake to answer all that 
tke resolutions refer to; that is impossible for me. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Have any property holders called upon you in rela- 
tion to sureties that have been filed with the Comptroller 
and laid by and neglected, complained to you in regard 
to the neglect in approving of the sureties; do you know 


of any instance % 
A. I don’t recollect of any particular individual or in- 


stance; that is, to name any. 
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Alderman Pourroy: 

@. Can you state whether there have been any such in- 
stances ¢ 

A. I think so. 

Q. Do you know? 

A. I may say there have been. 

Q. Do you know of any instance or instances in which 
sureties have been, in your opinion, reliable and trust- 
worthy men, men of property; of means, in which the 
Comptroller has withheld his approbation for a length of 
time ¢ 

A. I cannot instance any names; I recollect, in the case 
of an ordinance to regulate and grade Fifth avenue, from 
Ninetieth street to One Hundred and Twentieth street, 
there was some delay for a time on that piece of work; 
but that was owing probably to some legal complications 
surrounding the work. 

Q. You say “owing probably ;” do you know ? 

A. I think it was, because there had been a difference. 
of opinion on that subject. 

Q. Then you know whether it is only a matter of 
opinion ? 

A. I am satisfied in my own mind. 

Q. You state that since you have been head of this 
Department, owing to a “ personal feeling,” as you termed 
it, these matters have arisen ; can you give the cause for 
that personal feeling that exists between the heads of the 
Departments ? 

A. Icannot, sir. — 
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Q@. Then, what makes you think it is a personal feeling 
on the part of the head of the Finance Department ; 
what is your reason for saying it is a personal feeling ? 

A. I should say, in answer to that, that I cannot tell 
what actuates the mind of the Comptroller as to his feel- 
ing towards me. 

Q. I don’t speak of the Comptroller’s mind; you said 
it originated from a personal feeling towards you; now, 
we want to know your reasons ? 

A. From the manner of the Comptroller in some re- 
spects. 

Q. State what his manner has been that led you to this. 
belief ? 

A. Sometimes it has been brusque—unfriendly. 

Q. Can you give any instance where it has beer 
brusque and unfriendly ? 

A. I cannot presently. 

Q. Could you refresh your memory by the next time ? 

A. I think I could not; it has happened very often. 

Q. If there has been any feeling between the heads of 
the two Departments, the Committee wants to know what 
has taken place to give rise to that feeling that the public 
harmony may be preserved ; you say there have been in- 
stances; if you can we wish you would refresh your re- 
collection by the next time, so as to give particulars of 
the cases in which you say he has been unfriendly and 
brusque; do you remember any time when he has been 
unfriendly, and what that unfriendliness consisted of ; 
was it unfriendly language ? 
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A. Not so much that as manner. 

@. Could you give us a description of the manner? 

A. It is not an easy thing for me to do so. 

Q. Was it turning his back on you, or anything of that 
kind—anything that you would look upon as an outrage 
from a private citizen ? 

A. Ican only answer you by saying, that I have felt 
the Comptroller’s manner was unfriendly. 

Q. We want the reason ? 

A. We often have a feeling and cannot explain it, even 
though we know the fact. 

Q. I usually have a reason for my feelings; then you 
can instance those cases, and cannot give the reason for 
thinking it has been a personal feeling that has dictated 
this action on the part of the Comptroller? 

A. Well, I—of course—this is a peculiar kind of ques- 
tioning you are putting to me, Mr. Chairman. 

Q. Don’t you see yourself the propriety of it; if a 
personal feeling is obstructing the two great Departments 
of the City of New York, should not the public know it? 

A. Probably they do know that fact. 

Q. The only way we can reach it is through you, and 
we want to know the reason for your statement. , 

A. I have stated the fact, that I felt the Comptroller 
had been unfriendly to me. 

Q. And you cannot give the Committee any instance of 
this kind, when the Comptroller has been brusque and un- 
friendly to you?

A. I cannot particularize, except in a general way to 
state the fact. 

Q. Judge Shandley asks if it was in your office or the 
Comptroller’s office, that this brusque and unfriendly ac- 
tion took place? 

A, Sometimes in my own office. 

Q. Do you remember any case in your own office ? 

A. I cannot particularize them. 

Q. Why cannot you particularize ; if it is because you 
don’t remember, it is a good reason ; if you do remember, 
the Committee, I think, are entitled to have a reply? 

A. Certainly you are; but I cannot stand here and look 
over what has occurred in the last three years in every 
possible direction. 5 oe, 

Q. Could you refresh your memory at the next meet- 
ing ? 

A, I don’t see how I could on such a subject. 

Q. Will you endeavor to do so? 

A. I shall endeavor to do what is right and proper. 

Q. I think this Committee thinks it proper and right, 
and so will you endeavor to improve your memory on 
those points at the next meeting, because it is not a matter 
of feeling between us at all. We want to get at it so as 
to make a sensible report. If the Comptroller has not 
been unfriendly and brusque, he is entitled to a finding 


from us to that effect. 
é 
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Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Have you received the official courtesy which should 
exist between two heads of Departments, from the Comp- 
troller ? 

A, I don’t think there has been official courtesy between 
the Departments, as there ought to be, which would be due 


to a proper working and harmony of the city govern- 
ment. : 


Alderman Purroy:: 


@. Do you know of any act on your part that could 
have been or has been assigned by the Comptroller, asa 
reason for this want of official courtesy ? 

A. I don’t know of any that he has ever assigned; I 
have heard that the Comptroller would make remarks 
derogatory to the head of the Department of Public 
Works, by personal allusion, or something of that kind ; 


but it is only hearsay or something of that sort; I cannot 
state the facts. 


Q. There is an important point embraced in the second 
part of one of these resolutions—“ that he has retarded 
the growth and prosperity of the city ”—now, please to 
give your opinion as to whether the administration of the 
Finange Department by Comptroller Green has been such 
as tended to retard the growth and prosperity of the city ? 


A. I cannot state what the Comptroller’s views on that 
subject are. 
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Q. We want yours ? 

A. The Department of Public Works has been favor- 
able to the prosecution of several public works which the 
city has been committed to by legislation, which occurred 
prior to the administration of the Department of Public 
Works; but my views have been rather to progress works 
particularly when authorized by law or ordinance, carry 
them forward to completion; I was so required to do. 


Q. We know you are in favor of certain improvements ; 
we want'to know whether, in your opinion, the manner 
in which the Finance Department has been conducted 
has tended to retard the growth and prosperity of the city ? 
_ A. That is a question whichis difficult for me to 
answer, except from my own standpoint. 


Q. That is it; answer from your own standpoint ; your 
opinion may differ altogether from the Comptroller’s ? 

A. I can only answer by saying, if there had been, in 
my opinion, a more liberal policy adopted there might 
have been greater progress and growth. 

Q. Do you know of any public work that has been 
retarded by action on the part of the head of the Finance 
Department ? 

A. Except in a general way, I can only say that I can 
answer that question by saying that the Comptroller’s 
policy has been adverse to carrying on certain works of 
improvement which require the issue of bonds—bonds 
called assessment bonds, or fund bonds. 


Q. In your opinion, if these works had been prosecuted, 
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would the result have been favorable or unfavorable to 
the city ? 

A, I think it would be favorable, sir. 

Q. Do you remember any case in which you think if 
work that had been retarded had been olga the 
result would have been favorable 4 

A. I think if the Riverside avenue could have been 
carried forward to Morningside avenue, upon which 
assessments were made upon the adjoining property, 1 
think the property adjoining would have been appreciated, 
and thereby taxation would have been benefited; but 
in those cases there seemed to be, in the view of the 
Finance Department, I believe, I cannot say directly, a 
legal difficulty of construction. 

Q. There are some points that you do not recollect to- 
day that you say you will try to remember at the next 
meeting, if we will specify them ? 

A, Yes, sir. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Whether you know anything about the employment 
of private counsel for legislation by Mr. Green 4 

A. I do not of my own knowledge; I have seen people 
there at Albany, said to be in the interest of the Comp- 
troller or Finance Department, appearing before Com- 
mittees. . 

@Q. Do you know whether Green was present at all 
times at awards of contracts ? 
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A, Always, sir; up to the Charter of 187 3 he was re- 
quired to be present, and the awards could not be opened 
without his presence; after the Charter of 18738, after 
due notice to attend, the several Departments may pro- 
ceed to make their awards without the presence of the 
Comproller. 


Alderman Purroy : 

Q. At the time you could not proceed under the law 
without his presence—do you remember any occasion 
when he was not present at the opening of the bids, and 
the prosecution of the work was delayed? First, do you 
know whether there were any such cases ? 

A. I don’t recollect under the Charter of 1870. 

Q. Under any charter that required him to be present ? 

‘A. Under the Charter of 1873 I recollect that Mr. 
Havermeyer requested me to call upon him, and he showed 
me the Public Record—the paper called the Record— 
in which all the advertisements were made, and said that 
the Comptroller was necessarily required to raise large 
‘amounts of money by the issue of assessment bonds, and 
he desired me to delay or stop the public letting of these 
works that were had under ordinances of the Common 
Counsel. I stated to the Mayor that I could not answer 
until I examined the ordinances under which those bid- 
dings were made—the general ordinances as to the mode 
of conducting public letting ; that I would do s0, and let 
him know; he said that there was too much* work going 
on, and he and the Comptroller desired to stop this large 
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amount of work, if possible; he turned to the Record 
and showed a large number of reports of Committees 
which were signed and being in process of action by the 
Common Council, and said that there was too much of 
that kind of work being done. A day or two after the 
Mayor called at my office late in the afternoon, and asked 
me if I could stop the public letting, as he and the Comp- 
troller were very anxious to do so on account of the city 
financially, and the issue of a large amount of assessment 
bonds; I told him I had examined the ordinances, and 
ascertained that a delay could be made from time to time, 
not exceeding five days, and he requested me to make 
such delay, which 1 did, and I called on him at the ex- 
piration of the five days, and stated the fact that I must 
go on in obedience to the orders of the Common Council ; 
that was my duty; I could not avoid or refuse to obey 
their mandates or ordinances; he requested me to delay 
again for another five days. 


Q. Who did? 

A. The Mayor; I did so, and again, for the third time, 
I called upon the Mayor and explained to him that it was 
incumbent upon me to obey the ordinances of the Com- 
mon Council, and I must proceed, and desired to act in 
accord with himself and the Comptroller upon the matter” 
of avoiding the issue of a large amount of bonds; but, 
as I explained to him then and before, that was no part 
of my duty; that he, as Mayor, approved an ordinance or 
vetoed it as seemed wise and proper in hisown mind as to 
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the necessity of carrying on this work, whatever it might 
have been, and it was no part or province ef my own 
duty to take a position where an ordinance would be 
vetoed. If I-refused the ordinance of the Common Coun- 
cil, I virtually nullified their act. And I said to him it 
was incumbent upon him, when citizens did not require a 
piece of work to go forward, or the city finances were in 
such state that the work should not go forward, to veto, 
and so communicate with the Common Council, which he 
said was the fact. The Comptroller, at each of these 
severl postponements, wrote me communications saying, 
that owing to other engagements he could not be present. 
I believe that answers your question. 


Q. That was one instance in which the Comptroller was 
not able to be present ? 

A. Three. It was at each of these that he stated he 
could not be present. 


@. Do you know whether there were any other cases ? 

A. I do not, sir. Under the law now, as I stated to you 
‘before, Mr. Chairman, we can proceed if the Comptroller 
fails to be present after due notice. 


Q. I have been requested to ask you whether you know, 
of your own knowledge, or from information conveyed to 
you—and if so, what the information was—if Andrew 
H. Green, since he has been in the office of Comptroller, 
has employed anybody to effect legislation at Albany ? 

A. I don’t know of my own knowledge, only I have 
seen officers of his Department in Albany, when I have 
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been there on business myself ; officers that were reputed 
to be paid on city pay rolls. 


@. Just ‘state who those persons were that you saw 
there. 
A. I recollect seeing a Mr. Morrison there. 


@. When did you see him there—during this last ses- 
sion or the session of last year ? 

A, I think it was a year ago, sir; I have not been in 
Albany myself this year at all. 


Q. Do you know how long he was there ? 
A. I cannot say; but a considerable time—a consider- 
able period—week in and week out. 


@. While he was there was there any legislation before 
the Assembly or Senate which related to either you or 
the Department of Finance ? 

A. I believe there was, relating to both. 

Q. Do you know Mr. Morrison’s object in being 
there ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know his operations while there ? 

A. No, sir. : 

@. Do you know any legislators whom he approached, 
and requested to act in any particular way with regard 
to this legislation ? 

A. I do not, sir. 

Q. Do you know of anybody else besides Mr. Mor- 
rison ? 
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A. I cannot particularize ; I think there were others, 
but who, I cannot say. 

Q. Do you remember Mr. Hawkins, Dexter A. Haw- 
kins ? 

A. Yes, sir; I have seen him there. 

Q. Tell the Committee what you know about him ? 

A. Lhave seen him at Albany, as I supposed, on pro- 
fessional business, and I have heard him before commit- 
tees represent the Finance Department as to bills con- 
cerning the tinances of the city, and also in opposition 
to what was called or known as the Riverside Bill—River- 
side Park; he appeared last winter before the Committee 
against that bill, and argued in opposition to it; whether 
he represented the Finance Department particularly, I 
cannot say. : 

Q. Any other instance # 

A. I don’t recollect any other. 





Linpsey J. Hows, being sworn, testified as follows: 
Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. What public office or position do you occupy ? 

A. Commissioner of Accounts. 

Q. How long have you acted as Commissioner of Ac- 
counts ? 

A. Since the 18th of July, 1873, that has been my 
business. 

Q. Have you read these charges—these resolutions ? 

A. No, sir. 

4 
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Alderman SHAnpDLEY: 


Q. Were you not present when—— ? 
A. I have heard them read. 


Alderman Purroy: 


I will read the first one: 

' “ Whereas, It has been publicly siissae that Andrew 
H. Green, Comptroller, has unjustly resisted the payment 
of legal claims against this city, thereby causing the un- 
necessary expenditure, out of the public treasury, of large 
sums of money in costs, disbursements, and interests.” 

@. Will you please to state if you have any knowledge 
of any case in which he has resisted the payment of legal 
claims against the city. 

A. As far as my own knowledge is concerned, I know 
one case of my clerks. 

Y. Please to state that case ? 

A. We applied first, to the Board of Supervisors in the 
latter part of 1873, for an appropriation for clerks, and 
an amount was passed to our credit then and at three sub- 
sequent periods by a resolution of the Board prior to the 
consolidation. We then made application to the Board 
of Apportionment for the sum of $3,000, to carry us from 
June, 1874, to December 31, and those amounts were all 
passed to our credit on the books of the Finance Depart- 
ment; but the clerks were not paid, and commenced suit 
in June, 1874, and have sued every month since, down to 
the 1st of January. 
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@. How long have they been kept out of their pay ? 

A. That, I cannot say; it has run along ever since 
June, 1874, 

@. Do you know whether it was several months or not, 
or several weeks ? 

A. That I cannot say; the Corporation Counsel gave 
an opinion in October, that was about the time of the 
first payment. — 

@. What opinion did he give ¢ 

A, That the money was to the credit of the Commis- 
sioners of Accounts, and that the claim should be paid, 
and he withdrew the suits from the referee who had 
charge of the case. ‘ 


Alderman Bruines: 

Q. Did they get their pay ? 

A. Yes, sir; they have sued ever since, up to the Ist of 
January, 1875. 

Q. So, that, in addition to their salary there is a judg- 
ment entered against the city of interests and costs ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Was judgment taken by default ? 

A. That-I cannot tell you, sir. 

Q. Was there a defense made by the city against these 
claims ? 

A. My impression is that it was taken by default. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Didn’t you state that the Corporation Counsel with- 
drew from before the referee ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. The second resolution embodies the charge of em- 
ploying lawyers for the purpose of affecting legislation, 
and resisting the payment of legal claims. Do you know 
of any lawyers he employed at Albany to affect legis- 
lation ? 

A, No, sir. 


@. Do you know of any lawyers he has employed and 
paid out of the public treasury for resisting claims, where 
judgments have been recovered ? 

A. Allow me to make a statement. We are now en- 
gaged in making an examination of his Department, and 
all the facts which we report will be made to the Mayor 
and Common Council. In that report are embodied all 
these facts, and I submit to you it is hardly proper for us 
to give what we are examining until we have completed 
our report. 

@. As a question arises, then, you can state that you 
cannot answer that question because you have the matter 
under consideration, and the Committee will waive it. Is 


that the reason for not answering that question ? 
A. Yes,-sir. 


(Question waived.) 
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Q. The next is the allegation that the Comptroller has 
diverted certain sums set apart for certain purposes by the 
Board of Apportionment to other purposes not authorized 
by the Board ? 


A. I shall make the same answer to that. 
(Question waived.) 


Q. The next is, that the Comptroller has delayed the 
payment of salaries of public servants. 

A. That is the case I gave. 

Q. That is the only case you remember, the clerks of 
your Department ¢ 

A. That is the case I can speak of with any knowledge. 


Alderman Brixines : 

Q. Can you state when you expect to be through with 
this investigation 4 

A. I eannot; we are working at it as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Have you any idea; it is important for us to know ¢ 
A. I cannot tell you; it will take some time; we are 
examining all the Bureaus and Departments. 


Alderman Biniines : 


Q. Can you approximate as to the time ? 
A. Thirty days. 


Bd 
Alderman Purroy $ 


Q. State to us, under the last preamble, whether, from 
your knowledge as an official of the city, your opinion is 
that the conduct of the financial affairs of the city under 
Andrew H. Green has been such as to retard the progress 
and growth of the city ? 

A. I shall make the same answer as to the other; we 
answer that question in our report. 


(Question waived.) 


Alderman Bruunes : 
Q. How long a period does this investigation cover ? 
A. From the accession to office of the present Comp- 
troller down to the 1st of January, 1875; it covers three 
years—a very long examination. 


Alderman Suanpiry: 


Q. Have you received any obstruction or delays from 
the Finance Department in your investigation ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Alderman Pourroy: 


@. Please state what they were ? 

A. Refusals to furnish us papers. 

@. Please give us an account of how it occurred ? 

A, The Comptroller claimed the right to exercise his 
discretion as to what papers he should furnish us, and what 
not. 
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Q. Give us an account of the case in which he did re- 
fuse to furnish papers; did you ever apply for papers ? 

' A. Several times. : 

Q. Give one of the times? | 

A. Within two weeks ; I cannot give the date ; I applied 
first for the monthly balance sheet, as made up by the 
Comptroller—printed blanks; I wanted to get a copy; I 
applied first to the Stock Clerk, then to the Deputy Comp- 
troller, and then to the Comptroller. 

Q. Received refusals from them all? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Any other case ? 

A. Yes, sir; another case a day or two afterwards; I 
applied for the monthly ledger balances of the different 
Bureaus. 

- Q. Whom did you apply to? 

A. The Deputy Comptroller first; then went to see the 
' Comptroller. 

Q. What answers were made ? 

A. My colleague, Mr. Westervelt, conducted the exam- 
ination; he could tell you better ; but the Comptroller de- 
clined to talk to us. 

Q. What reason did he assign for it? 

A. He could not have his valuable time taken up by us. 

Q. Do you remember any other case? 

A. Those are the two recent cases, sir. 

Q. Did you obtain those books # 

A. Yes, sir. 
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@. Tell us how you obtained them. 

A. I say, sir, that I didn’t conduct the conversation ; 
nly colleague had the interview, and, of course, I should 
have to repeat what he said. 

@. You were present. 

A. We told him if he didn’t get the papers we should 
apply to the Supreme Court. 

Y. What effect did that have ? 

A. We got the papers the next morning. 

Q@. Judge Shandley wants to know how long it was. 
from the time you first applied for those papers and books 
you wanted, and his refusal to give them, to the time you 
obtained them on threat to go to court ? 

A. Two or three days after we made the first. applica- 
tion before we got the papers. 

Q. During that time were your public services de- 
layed ? 

A. Yes, sir; very much. 

@. What was the date of that report you furnished me 
a copy of—October 10, 1873 ? 

A. That was a report going back two years ago. 

@. You were one of the Commissioners of Accounts 
October 10, 1873 4 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In the report of that date there, is an assertion, is 
there not, that when you applied for certain securities of 
the Sinking Fund they were missing ? 

A. I think that would be covered by the same answer I 
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made before. We are now going through a general 
examination, and shall embody in that all the matters. | 

Q. It seems to me that is a case that has been made 
public already. We are not anxious to have you disclose 
anything that ought to be secret, but that was published a 
year ago, and we ought to have an explanation of it. 

A. That is the way I should prefer to make an answer 
at present. 

Q. I don’t ask you now to give us any new informa- 
tion. I only ask you—being one of the Commissioners 
of Accounts who made this report, in which this assertion 
is embodied—to explain it thoroughly and fully to the 
Committee. 

A. I suppose, under the subpena, that any questions 
you ask must be answered ; but this goes away back from 
the Sinking Fund to the Comptroller. 

- Q. We are not investigating the Comptroller’s conduct 
for the last two years back, but ever since he has been 
Comptroller. 

A. This covers all that period. 

Q. This is a matter you have already reported on. It 
is not a secret. The question is, I ask you to explain that 
report of October 10, 1878, in which certain securities of 
the Sinking Fund, I think, are mentioned as missing. To. 
whom was the report made ? . 

A. To the Mayor, I think. 


[By agreement of the Committee, further explanation 
of this point waived for the present.] 
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Alderman SHANDLEY : 


@. Mr. Howe may have some statement to make. The 
Committee may have overlooked some question. 
A. No, sir; I have nothing further. 


Alderman Purroy: 

Q. Was this the only instance of delays or obstruc- 
tions ? 

A. No, sir; I spoke of those because they are recent. 

Q. Please give the others ¢ 

A. I could not, because I must go back and refresh my 
memory with dates. 

@. Can you remember any other? 

A. Yes, sir; on one effort we made to get at unpaid 
claims against the city. 

Q. Please relate what that was ? 

A. The Comptroller did not deem it proper or prudent 
for us to publish the list of unpaid claims. 

Q. Did he refuse to give you the papers or books, or 
whatever they were, to enable you to get at these? 

A. Nothing there but the unpaid claims themselves ; 
there was no record to guide us as to whether we had got 
all the claims or not. 

Q. How did you propose to ascertain ? 

A. By asking them to furnish us everything in the office 
—the claims themselves. 

Q. Did he refuse ?

A. Oaxry Hatt, being called as a witness, said : 


I am here in compliance with the request of the Clerk of 
the Board, to give certain testimony which, I am told, I am 
going to beasked about; but 1 shall have to ask an adjourn- 
ment until to-morrow, as far as I am concerned, for I am in 
the midst of an argument in the General Term of the Com- 
mon Pleas, which will take at least an hour; and at the 
end of that hour I have got to be at the trial of a 
intendent Walling, at 2 o’clock. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Q. You can attend to-morrow # 
A, Yes, sir. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Please be here to-morrow, then, at half-past one. 


It was here decided by the Committee, that when it 
adjourned it should adjourn until half-past one on Tues- 
day, March 2, 1875. 
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Sarem H. Watss, being called as a witness, stated : 


Mr. Chairman, I am here in answer to your summons, 
but I don’t know that I am prepared to say anything ; 
you remember I stated to the Committee at the close of 
what I said the other day, that it would be necessary for 
me, inasmuch as there was no official stenographer present, 
to write out what I had stated, as near as I can remem- 
ber ; that I intended to do, and deliver it under oath to 
the Committee, togethér with certain copies of letters 
which I was asked to deliver; I had supposed, this not 
being the last meeting, that I could take my time; I have 
not been quite able to do the work in the absence of the 
Assistant Secretary and Chief Clerk ; we have been short- 
handed, and I have had quite as much to do as I have 
been able to do myself; I can prepare that statement and 
deliver it within a few days. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Could you not have it by to-morrow 4 
Mr. WaALEs: 
If necessary, I should have it here. 


Alderman Purroy; 
We would like it. 


Mr. WALES: 


It will constitute a part of your testimony, and will 
be complete in itself. 
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Alderman Purroy : 


I think the Committee have other questions to put, but 
not until the statement is in, because they are based a good 
deal on what is read. 


Mr. Watzs: 

I never like to complain of the labors of these indus- 
trions gentlemen—the reporters. I generally find they 
are correct. Am a late member of the Press myself, and 
appreciate the difficulties of getting exactly the words 
that are given out; but in this case the reporters will under- 
stand me that the reports in the morning papers were gen- 
erally pretty correct, yet some of the words used were 
not exactly what I said, and it makes a difference in a 
sworn statement whether you use one word or another 
sometimes; consequently I would not like to say you can 
take the report of any journal as exactly what I did say. 
I think I have made myself understood. 


Alderman Purroy: 
Perfectly. 
Mr. Wates: 


Because, while these reports are quite correct, on read- 
ing the reports in the morning papers I have found the 
reporters would sometimes use words which might make a 
little difference in my meaning. I would not have said any- 
thing about it if not under oath, but I feel it incumbent 
upon me to write out this report, so that I can swear to it. 
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Mr. H. E. Farnsworrs here appeared before the Com- 
mittee, and made the following request: 


In order that I may have a standing before this Com- 
mittee asa citizen and taxpayer, I would say that I had 
proposed to ask Mr. Wales a few questions, for the pur- 
pose of bringing out the truth more fully than it appears 
to have been brought out by the testimony as reported by 
the gentlemen of the press—that is, if Mr. Wales has no 
objection. 


Mr. Watzs: 


I have no objection whatever. 


Mr. Farnswortu: 


It seems to me that where the truth is brought out, the 
whole truth should be brought out. It is not at all prob- 
able that Mr. Wales has omitted anything within his per- 
sonal knowledge, and doubtless he would receive my ques- 
tions with a great deal of pleasure. Now, if the Commit- 
tee proposes to examine him orally, then, if it please the 
Committee, it will. give me an opportunity; but if his 
written statement shall conclude his examination and 
nothing is permitted beyond that, then I may be excluded 
from asking such questions as I desire. Now, do I under- 
stand that there will be questions put to him orally, and 
that I will be permitted an opportunity to ask him ques- 
tions ? i 
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Alderman Purroy : 


Mr. Wales’ testimony, the Committee understands, is 
not yet ended. He is to appear here to-morrow with his 
written statement, and to answer such questions as the 
Committee shall see fit to put to him. 


Mr. Farnsworrs: 


Do I understand that that excludes persons. from ask- 
ing questions 4 


Alderman Purroy: 

Except through the Committee. I think the matter has 
not arisen and been decided by the Committee. 
Mr. Farnsworts: 


Will it be proper for me, under such circumstances, to’ 
submit written questions to the Chairman of the Commit- 
tee, with the request that such be proposed to the witness 
on the stand ? 


Alderman Purroy: 


Certainly. Judge Shandley wants to know how you 
appear here. I understand you appear, basing your right 
on the ground of being a taxpayer, to put certain ques- 
» tions ? 


Mr. Farnsworts : 


Yes, sir. 








Alderman Purroy: 


If your questions seem pertinent, I have no doubt the 
Committee will put them. 


Mr. Farnsworts: 


It is suggested to my mind that if there was an official 
stenographer it would save time. 


Alderman Purroy : 


That suggested itself some time ago to the Committee 
and we have got one. 


Mr. Farnsworts : 


Then, having an official stenographer, it seems to me 

that the rapidity with which it might be done would save 

-time, instead of putting it in writing. However, I am 
bound by the commands of the Committee. 


Adjourned to Tuesday, March 2, 1875, at 1:30 .P. mw. 
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THIRD DAY. 
March 2, 1875. 
Present—Aldermen Purroy, Suanpiey, and Bruuines. 


A. Oaxry Hatt, being called as a witness, was sworn, and 
testified as follows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 
Alderman Purroy— 


. Q. Thad better explain to you, Mr. Hall, that a series of 
resolutions were offered in the Board of Aldermen under 
which we are prosecuting this investigation, and the first 
one is this: 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that Andrew H. 
Green, Comptroller, has unjustly resisted the payment of 
legal claims against the city, thereby causing the unneces- 
sary expenditure, out of the public treasury, of large sums 
of money in costs, disbursements and interest.” 


That is the first allegation. Can you give the Com- 
mittee any information under that head ? 


A. Well, I can put you in the way of it, probably, if it 
is necessary. Probably it would not be legitimate for me 
as a lawyer always to tell what clients might. I can only 
say generally that there would not be any trouble, I think, 
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in finding you out of my office a large number of names 
of persons who have been, so far as they are concerned, 
unjustly resisted. 


@. Do you remember any case where a claim has been 
unjustly resisted, and an unnecessary expenditure of 
money in costs and disbursements necessitated ? 

A. Well, I can say that every suit in my office comes 
under that category. 


Q. How many such suits are there in your office ? 
A. There have been, I shoyld think, some—at least— 
fifty cases. 


Q. Fifty suits in which judgments have been obtained 
against the city ? 
A. Adjustments during suit obtained. 


Q. Do you remember any one case which you think was 
an unjust exercise of the Comptroller’s discretion, if it 
may be so called, in refusing payment, where costs and dis- 
bursements have been imposed upon the city as the result 
of that refusal ? 

A. I think the litigation of the Supervisors comes under 
that head. 


Q. Just state what that is—that was in your office, I 
believe ? 

A. Yes, sir. The Supervisors brought suit for their 
salary, and the Court adjudged they ought to have it, and 
they got a judgment and it was paid. 
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Q. More than one Supervisor ? 

A. Yes, sir, eight or nine; and then there were-—although 
the legal question was settled against the city to the effect 
that they were entitled to the salary, nevertheless the suits 
went on month after month. Understand that I don’t 
professionally complain of this. tis only stating the facts 
for the clients. 


Q. Were the costs and disbursements against the city 
in each one of those cases, separately ? 

A. Iam sorry for the city, but glad for my office to say 
they were. Certainly between one and perhaps two thou- 
sand dollars were the costs. 


Q. In the Supervisors’ cases alone ? 
A, Yes, sir. 


Q. What reason, if any, did the Comptroller assign for 
paying ? 

* A. The first defense was that as Aldermen they were 
entitled to salary, and as Supervisors not; but that the 
Aldermanic was sufficient, and the Court held that there 
were two salaries. 


Q. Do you know whether the Comptroller requested 
and obtained the Corporation Counsel’s opinion ? 

A. The Corporation Counsel on the first case attended 
in person on an appeal to the General Term, and stated 
in open court that he had no defence to make, whereupon 
the General Term affirmed the decision of the court below, 
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that the Aldermen—the Supervisors—were entitled to 
their salary. 


Q. And it was after that action on the part of the 
Comptroller that month after month the Supervisors’ 


salaries were resisted ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. And that those costs acerned # 

A. Yes, sir. Well, they were in some instances resisted, 
not by answer, but by compelling suit and process— 
various fees and costs, and then there were heavy items of 
interest, 


Q. Interest in the several cases ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Do yo remember any other case ? 

A. Yes, sir; there was Dr. Rosenthal’s case, the Inter- 
preter of the Court of General Sessions. If you will 
subpcena the Doctor, I think he has a round, unvarnished 
tale to tell. He certainly has told it to me very often. 


Q. Are you acquainted with the facts of the case? 
A. Only as derived from him and the Court. 
Q. Please state those facts ? 


(Dr. Rosenthal was here called—not present.) 


Q. (Resuming examination of Mr. Hall.) Please state 
the case as in your knowledge ? 
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A. There was an Interpreter of the Court whose name 
was Louis Kazinsky, and he claimed a salary; the Comp- 
troller declined to pay him the salary that he thought he 
was entitled to, because he said the resolution was a bare 
resolution of the Board of Supervisors, who had no 
authority to designate the salary or increase it, whereupon 
Mr. Kazinsky suffered ; his friends allege that he died in 
poverty in consequence of not having the money ; I don’t 
know whether the claim to that extent is just or unjust; 
his representatives procured an act at Albany confirming 
the resolution which, standing alone, the Comptroller said 
was invalid; after his death Dr. Rosenthal was appointed 
in his place; there was a resolution of the Supervisors 
making his salary $3,000; that resolution has never been 
confirmed by the Legislature; after Rosenthal was ap- 
pointed, and after this act was passed making the salary 
$3,500, Mr. Green paid Mr. Kazinsky’s representative 
under the act, but claimed that the resolution increased the 
salary of Kazinsky the man, and not the officer; Dr. Rosen- 
thal’s counsel thought that the Legislature had no right to 
give any money to a man; they had a right to increase the 
salary of an officer, but that the salary inures to the benefit 
of any incumbent; Mr. Green resisted Dr. Rosenthal’s 
claim, put in an answer, the answer was stricken out by the 
Court as frivolous; judgment went against the city for 
the amount of the salary under the legislative act; it was 
paid with interest and costs; the next month’s salary, or 
two or three months’ salary, came around ; another suit ; 
Mr. Smith wrote the Finance Department a note stating 
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that there was no difference, that the Court was right; 
however, Mr. Green then defended upon the second 
unconfirmed resolution of the Board of Supervisors, for- 
getting that he had once resisted Mr. Kazinsky’s claim, 
because his resolution was unconfirmed ; and that matter 
is now before the Court and that defense is now before 
the Court; I have no apprehension of the result; the 
doctor had many interviews with the Finance Department 
of which I only know by hearsay, but which I think 
would be very much more to your purpose to get from 
hin. 


Q. You stated that judgment was obtained with costs, 
interests and disbursements; do you remember what the 
amount was, or the neighborhood of it ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t—the exact amount. 


Q. Do you remember any other case where the Comp- 
troller, using his discretion, in your own opinion unjustly, 
‘refused ? 

A. I think there are two or three charges of Mr. Martin 
B. Brown, the stationer ; but other gentlemen in my office 
knew more about those cases than I did. 


Q. Please tell the Committee what you do know in 
those cases; there have been numerous such cases in your 
office ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Could you state in the aggregate about what has 
been the profit to your office by the refusal of the 
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Comptroller to pay claims which were afterwards proved 
to be legal ? 
A. The profits are debatable. 


Q. I will change the word; what was the amount 
received ? 
A. I could not tell you. 


Q. You could not approximate it at all. 

A. No, sir; I am not good, as perhaps you all know, 
at accounts and figures, and I never had anything to do 
with them in my office. 


Q. Was Andrew H. Green appointed by you ? 

A. His. present appointment is from the Legislature ; 
he was originally appointed by me, but I trust that won’t 
be urged against him. 


Q. Was there any understanding or arrangément be- 
tween you and him, or between you and his friends, when 
this appointment was made ? 

A, Oh! that is a question I must decline to answer. 


Q. Can you give your reasons for declining to answer ? 
A. No, sir. 


@. You wouldn’t like to give them ? 
* A. No; I don’t think that is within the scope of your 
inquiry. 

Q. Has his appointment as Comptroller been prejudicial 
or not to your professional interests ? 
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A. Ishould think it would naturally result, from what 
you have already asked me, that it had been beneficial. 


Q. Well, don’t you know ? 
A. Professionally, yes. 


Q. When you were a member of the Sinking Fund 
Commission, were you cognizant of any property belong- 
ing to the city which was in illegal oceupation of private 
parties ? 

A. In illegal occupation ? 

Q. Yes? 

A. Well, there is a large amount of real estate, which is 
believed by eminet lawyers—and so advised to be—in the 
illegal possession of a large number of owners, amounting, 
at present value, to many millions of dollars; illegal 
water grants, illegal fillings out, illegal closing of streets, 
and while 1 was a member of the Sinking Fund, the 
Common Council, advised by certain parties who claimed 
to have the information about all these, passed’ a resolution 
directing test suits to be instituted to recover this prop- 
erty, and, of course, the parties furnishing the information 
were voted an interest in the event. They were not to be 
paid, except in the event of success to the city. The 
suits were begun on the contingency. Not long after I 
left the Sinking Fund Mr. Green attacked the proposition, 
and had the resolution rescinded, and the suits ended. 


Q. What became of the matter ? 
A. Some of the matters are very near being barred by 
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the statute of limitations, others are still open. There is 
no reason, perhaps, why the matter cannot be revived, if 
so thought expedient. It is probable—indeed, Mr. Green, 
I think, so stated, that his advise was that these suits were 
vexatious, and that the city had no claim. 


Q. What has been the result of this disposition by Mr. 
Green ? 

A. The suits have been discontinued, and the matter 
cannot be investigated. The suits would have attacked 
immense interests, steamboat, railroad, etc. 


@. And these were all cases which, you think, could 
have been prosecuted for the interest of the city ? 

A. We were so advised by Mr. O’Gorman, the old 
Corporation Counsel, John K. Porter, Mr. Fullerton, and 
two or three other lawyers, whose names it is not neces- 
sary to mention, but of great experience. 


Q. In the communication of the Comptroller to the 
Aldermen, he refers to you, by name, in connection with 
his exertions to reduce the advertising bill of the Herald. 
Did you see that communication, and what, if so, have 
you got to say about it? 

A. Well, if you put down all I have to say about that 


communication you would be a long time, but, I suppose, 
that part of it 





Q. Which relates to that matter in which you are per- 
sonally concerned ? 
A. Have you got it here? 
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Q. No; but I can get itina minute. Yes, I think I 
have it. 


[Copy of City Record handed to witness. | 


A. I see here—which refreshes my recollection—that 
forty-three judgments were obtained for the Supervisors. 


Q. Forty-three ? each one of which carried costs, as 
you stated before, disbursements, and interest 4 

A, Yes, sir. The matter which immediately strikes 
my eye is numbered “6.” I perceive in that allegation 
one, two, three, four—yes, four distinct mistakes ; which 
I can only explain on the theory that Mr. Green has so 
much to do that his memory is clouded. It reads thus: 

“QOlaim of J. G. Bennett, for advertising alleged to 
have been done by New York Herald and Telegram, 
originally amounting to more than $72,000. This claim 
came up for payment. On examination, it was found to 
be overcharged, and subjected to large deductions—a par- 
ticularly flagrant item being a charge of $18,398, for 
printing one of Mayor Hall’s messages. This was pub- 
lished as reading matter and perused by the public as 
news, and was really charged for as advertising, at one 
dollar a line. The highest ordinary rate of the Herald 
for advertising was forty cents per line. The bills were 
accordingly reduced from the original figures to about 
$47,000. The allowance was promptly accepted by Mr. 
Bennett and a receipt in full given. Six months after 
this settlement and receipt in full, Mr. Bennett was found 
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‘in the courts claiming that the payment for which he had 
receipted in full was only on account, and demanding 
payment of the balance.” 

[GREEN’s REPORT, February 19, 1875.] 


When that message was issued—and I stand by 
it to-day—I requested the gentleman who acted as 
superintendent of advertising—had charge of that 
matter—to request all the Corporation papers to 
publish that in their reading columns and _ not 
as matters of supplement. There was sent to the 
Herald a written request that, since they were going to 
advertise it, to please to put it up into their editorial or 
reading columns, and charge for it accordingly. That 
written authority, given by the Mayor of the City, has 
been several times read by Mr. Green, twice in my pres- 
ence, and there ought to be, and once was, a copy of it 
on file in the Comptroller’s office. Through several con- 
versations with me and with Mr. William Henry, the 
Superintendent of the Herald office, and with Mr.‘Thomas 
W. Pitman, who is counsel, or attorney, rather, Mr. Green 
has become aware many times that that message was 
by request of the executive of the city printed, not as 
reading matter, but among the reading matter at the ad- 
vertising rate of that page. Some time afterwards the 
bills were presented. Mr. Earle and Mr. Green have 
both stated—both to Mr. Pitman and to Mr. Henry, and 
once to me—that there never came into the office of the 
Comptroller bills more correctly made out, more exactly 
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made out. Mr. Green never made any objection to pay- 
ing the bill, except want of funds, for several months after 
the bills were finally presented ; they were presented from 
time to time to me; I approved of them. The Comp- 
troller sent two messages to Mr. Bennett by Mr. Wm. 
Henry, Superintendent of the Herald printing office or 
publication office, that inasmuch as Mr. Oswald Ottendor- 
fer had donated—as the common word is—or given to 
the city an amount of money by throwing it off of the bill, 
‘even Mr. Bennett might do the same. Mr. Bennett sent 
back word, which word reached the Finance Department, 
that when he gave money it was not exactly in the way of 
business; that some of the papers had said his bill was 
overcharged, and he declined to take any action which 
would allow that charge to seem probable. The matter 
ran along for three or four*months. Mr. Green then 
adopted his own system of measuring newspapers. I un- 
derstand that every newspaper and very many printing 
offices have their own method of measurement, and charge 
according to their own measurement. In every instance 
where Mr. Green made the allegation that the newspa- 
pers had overcharged, it was because their measurement 
did not compare with his. He selected the measurement, 
and applied that same measurement to every paper sub- 
stantially alike, and, of course, there were necessary varia- 
tions in lines and space. He applied that to the Herald. 
I have myself personally examined the bills of the Herald. 
They have been examined by examiners, and according to 
the rates of any one else, the bill of $72,000 was precisely 
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the same that would have been charged to private indi- 
viduals for the same thing. That fact I myself brought to 
the notice of Comptroller Green in a conversation had with 
him after the Sinking Fund meeting. The matter went 
before the Board of Audit, and they did, under this ar- 
rangement, reduce it to $47,000. The Comptroller says 
the allowance was promptly accepted by Mr. Bennett, and 
a receipt in full given. A warrant for the amount was 
drawn, and Mr. Henry went over for it. Mr. Earle re- 
fused to give it to him unless he would execute a general 
release; he came to see me; he declined to give the 
release, whereupon they said they would not deliver the 
warrant; Mr. Pitman then threatened them with manda- 
mus, and the warrant was given up, and the receipt was 
given on account, and the original release, or blank re. 

lease, which was handed fot the purpose of being filled 
up, is now in the possession of Mr. Pitman unfilled. No 
receipt in full was given; on the contrary, Mr. Henry dis- 
tinctly protested against receiving the warrant, stating it 
was only on account, and that he should at the proper 

time sue the city. Some time afterwards the city was 

sued. The suits are now pending. I have no doubt that 
every penny of it will be put into judgment. This alle- 
gation in the Comptroller’s letter particularly met my eye. 

Of course, I had personal cognizance of all the facts, and,. 
as I said before, the misstatements are so remarkable that 
I can only excuse them on the ground that Mr. Green’s 
remembrances of facts are clouded by his multifarious 

duties. 
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Q. Do you know of any case in which the Comptroller, 
or those under his direction, swore falsely to any fact? 

A. Well, that is a mixed question of law and fact; I 
would not like to answer that; I can only say that I have 
received affidavits of merits in suits on the Comptroller’s 
office that I would not like to have had a client of mine 
served with. 


Q. Was there any statement in an affidavit of merits 
which you knew to be false ? 
A. No; not knew to be false, but I thought it was. 


@. What were your reasons for thinking it was false, 
and what was the statement ? 

A. Well, the affidavits of merits, in one or two instances, 
stated that the Corporation Counsel had advised that there 
was a full and substantial defense upon the merits, when 
I had understood from his office that he had advised 
against the defense of the suit. 


Q. You had been informed from his office ?” 

A. In one case I had read an opinion directly the other 
way in this newspaper. 

Q. Was that a case—— 

A. That was the Rosenthal case. 


Q. When that came into the courts, what was the 
action of the Corporation Counsel? Was it such as he 
would have been likely to take if he had advised there 
was a full and fair defense on the merits, or was ita want 
of an answer? Was it a judgment by default ? 
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A. No, sir; there have never been any ; that matter, 
where that particular affidavit was put in, is now pending. 
Understand me, a man may have a substantial defense to 
a suit upon the merits, and yet the counsel may have 
advised that he has not; counsel may be wrong, but still 
the allegation in the affidavit would be to the fact of the 


advice. 


Q. I will read you the other matters covered in these 
resolutions : 

“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has at various times employed numerous favorite 
lawyers for the purpose of affecting legislation, and of 
resisting the payment of legal claims, all of whose fees 
have been paid out of the public treasury ; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has illegally diverted certain sums set apart for 
special purposes by the Board of Apportionment and the 
laws of this State, to other purposes not authorized by said 
Board or laws; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that said Comp- 
troller has at various times unjustly and maliciously 
delayed the payment of the salaries and wages of public 
officials and servants, thereby temporarily depriving them 
of their just dues, and inflicting upon them great loss and 
damage; and 


“ Whereas, It has been publicly alleged that the manage- 
ment of the financial affairs of this city by said Andrew 
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H. Green, Comptroller, has been such as to depreciate 
the credit of this city and retard its growth and pros- 
ee DOTY a 

Can you give the Committee any information under any 
of these heads ? 

A. No, sir; I don’t know anything about these matters. 


Q. You have held various public offices in the city, have 
you, Mr. Hall ? 

A. Not various, unless various means two; I never 
held but two. 


@. They ran through a considerable period of time? 
A. Yes, sir; nearly twenty years. 


Q. Will you just give the Committee your opinion, de- 
rived from your experience of public office, as to whether 
the management of the financial affairs of this city 
by Comptroller Green has tended or not to retard the 
growth and prosperity of the city ? 

A. Oh,I cannot, sir; for I have not the slightest experi- 
ence or knowledge about finance. 





Sarem H. Waxzs, being called, made the following state- 


ment: 


I have brought to the Committee to-day a statement 
which I promised yesterday; it contains substantially 
what I said to the Committee when I was here before, and 
possibly some things that I did not say; but the state- 
ment is perfected as far as it goes, and I submit it in writ- 
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ing for the reason that there was no official stertographer 
at the time, and I think it is important that I should read 
it in order that the vouchers should be attached to it in 
the right way. It was important that it should be done so 
as to meet your request; I have been busy at it, but the 
interruptions in my Department have been frequent. I 
believe it contains all I wanted to say upon the subject of 
the Dock Department, and substantially what I said be- 
fore. 


[STATEMENT, as read, with interlineations. ] 

In answer to a summons of the 17th inst., I had the 
honor to appear before your Committee to make some 
statements with regard to the misconduct of Comptroller 
Green. After I had nearly closed my statement, which 
was made from notes and under oath, it was ascertained 
that the Committee had no official stenographer to take 
down my testimony; therefore, I have, at the request of 
the Committee, prepared and now submit the following 
statement in writing: 


Objection is made to the conduct of Comptroller Green, 
that he unnecessarily interferes with and obstructs the 
public service. What I propose to say, now, upon this 
matter will be confined to the Dock Department, and 1 
shall speak substantially from the records of the Depart- 
ment. 


The Dock Commissioners, as organized under the act of 
1878, found a pier under construction (Pier No. 1, North 
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river), which was a very expensive piece of work, and 
probably the only one of its kind that will be built for the 
city. It was an important work, in that it was connected 
with the whole plan-work of pier construction now going 
on. During the month of August, 1873, there seems to 
be an omission there. I will explain that. The Commis- 
sioners deemed it advisable that a contract for granite for 
the pier should be made. After proposals were duly ad- 
vertised on the 8th of October, 1873, the contract was 
awarded and was sent to the Comptroller on the 9th of 
October, 1878, for his approval of the sureties. The con- 
tract involved an expenditure of about $25,000. On 
January 27, 1874, three months and nineteen days after 
the contract had been sent to him for his approval, the 
Comptroller disapproved of the sureties. Bids were again 
received on the 27th of February, and a new contract 
awarded on the 8d of March, 1874. ‘The Comptroller ap- 
proved of the sureties on the 24th of March. I under- 
stand that one of the sureties on the first contract was a 
merchant of high standing in the city, yet the Comptroller 
took over three months to find out whether the sureties 
were good or not, causing a delay, for that time, of anim- 
portant work in the Department, and the expense of 
having on hand the necessary force of mechanics, etc., 
who were to prosecute it. The granite on this contract 
began to arrive in June following. 


In the judgment of the Commissioners the minimum 
rental of this pier would be $40,000 per annum, and the 
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delay in connection with the completion of the work was 
about six months, involving a loss of say $20,000 to the 


city. That completes what I said on the subject of Pier 
No. 1. 


The Dock Commissioners deemed it necessary, in order 
to proceed with the work when spring opens, to contract 
for the building of four scows to be used in the operation 
of mixing concrete for the bulkhead wall. 


On the 11th of January, 1875, bids were opened for the 
building of these scows, the Comptroller being present. 
On the 21st of January the award was sent to the Comp- 
troller for his approval. Ten weeks were allowed the 
contractor to complete the work, after signing the con- 
tract. It appeared that the lowest bidders were Bullman 
and Brown, and the next lowest Tooker and Daly, the dif- 
ference being $792 for the building of the four scows. 


After the figures were taken down, the Comptroller 
took up the bid of Bullman and Brown, and called atten- 
tion to the omission of a word in the affidavits of the 
sureties. 


I considered it no part of the duty of the Comptroller, 
at the time of opening of the bids, to enter into criticisms 
upon the character of the bids; but he, having done so in 
the case, I remarked to the Commissioners that we should 
proceed with caution in awarding the bids, as I thought 
I knew what the Comptroller meant in raising the point. 
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The Corporation Counsel’s opinion was then asked for 
on the question, and he decided that the bid, because of 
the omission of the single word, was not legal. The Com- 
missioners thereupon awarded the contract for the build- 
ing of the scews to the next lowest bidders. 


Not feeling wholly satisfied myself, however, I asked 
the opinion of an ex-judge, and he thought the omission 
was one of form and not. of substance; but the Counsel 
to the Corporation is the legal adviser of the Board, and 
we must proceed under his advice. 


The opinion of the Corporation Counsel is herewith an- 
nexed and marked “ A.” 


The Department of Docks has been very much ham- 
pered in its work on the North river by the existence of 
the rights of private owners and of lessees, and is being 
pressed by ocean steamship companies for enlarged ac- 
commodation. In order to meet these demands, the 
Commissioners, among other things, decided to build two 
shifting piers for the temporary accommodation of steam 
vessels during the process of rebuilding the old piers. 
Proposals for the work were duly advertised, and awards 
were made on the 1st of February, 1875, the Comptroller 
being present. Three months were given from the date 
of the beginning of the proposals to complete the work. 


At the time when the bids for the construction of these 
sheds were opened, it was discovered that the sureties had 
omitted a single word in their depositions, to which atten- 
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tion had been called by the Comptroller, in the case of the 
bids for the four scows. I mentioned this omission in the 
presence of the bidders, and stated that the Corporation 
Counsel had decided in a previous case that such omission 
rendered the bid invalid (the opinion of the, Counsel to 
the Corporation was verbally reaffirmed in this case). 


After the bidders had retired, the President of the 
Department remarked that, “he was sorry that the lowest 
bidder had omitted the same word which had deprived 
the lowest bidder, on another occasion, from being awarded 
a contract.” The Comptroller replied: “I am not the 
legal adviser of this Board.” “Yet,” I replied, “you 
raised the question in the case of the bids for the scows,” 
which the Counsel to the Corporation declared were il- 
legal, and we were acting under the opinion of the 
Counsel to the Corporation. 


The difference between the lowest bid and the next 
lowest for building these pier sheds was $6,541. The 
delay in the approval of the sureties in this case seriously 
retards the operations of the Department, as without these 
sheds we could not go on with the new piers. The Com- 
missioners sent word to the Comptroller's office asking in- 
formation as to the action of the Comptroller, and verbal 
answer was returned that “the Comptroller was taking the 
advice of the Counsel to the Corporation on the subject.” 
Why the Department should be kept in suspense while the 
Comptroller is taking the opinion of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, when that official has already given his opinion in a 


» 
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- matter which involved the same points, I leave the Com- 
mittee to conjecture, more especially as we had sent him 
a copy of the opinion of the Counsel to the Corporation in. 
the case of thescows. The expenditures involved in these 
contracts would amount to about $60,000. 


I desire to say to the Committee that much of the im- 
provements that have been carried on by the Department 
on the North river front have resulted in bringing a large 
revenue to the city, over and above their cost to the city. 
It increases the city debt, it is true, but I would be very 
glad to have my debts increased were my income increased 
in the same proportion as the city receives by increasing 
its debts by works of this character. 


In my opinion, the delay of the Comptroller in with- 
holding his approval of the sureties retards the interests 
of the city. To illustrate how the city is benefited by 
works of improvement in the matter of docks, I would 
state that before the improvements were made to the piers 
now leased to the Pacific Mail Steamship Company, the 
company paid $25,000 yearly ; they now pay $45,000, and 
the cost of the improvements which brought about this 
large increase of income was about $80,000 (the news- 
papers reported it about $8,000. That is one thing that I 
referred to when I said I could not be responsible for 
what the newspapers said). The Hoboken Land and Im- 
provement Company for their old accommodations paid 
$800 yearly; they now pay $15,000. The Trans- 
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Atlantic Steamship Company pay $12,000 per year, and I © 
believe would be willing to pay a considerable increase 
for increased accommodations. The North Shore Steam- 
boat Company for the improved pier pay $10,000 yearly ; 
when the slip was unimproved the general government 
paid only $1,500 per year for its use. Other parties have 
made large offers for new piers as soon as they can be 
built. We cannot go on under the present condition of 
things. 


These facts show conclusively, to my mind, that the 
delay of the Comptroller in approval or non-approval 
of sureties is a serious evil to the revenue of the city. 


On the occasion of the opening of the bids for the pier 
sheds, the Comptroller being present, he characterized the 
' proceedings of the Board as “not decent.” The annexed 
resolution, which passed the Board at their next meeting, 
describes the occasion upon which the remark was made, 
and the opinion of the Board respecting it. A copy of the 
resolution is annexed, marked “ B.” Will you have it read, 
Mr. Chairman ? 


Alderman Purroy: 
It is of no use. 
Mr. WAtzs : 


They all bear upon each other. 
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[Resuming]— 


Soon after entering upon my duties as Commissioner 
of Docks I found that the Department was not furnished 
by the Comptroller with a weekly statement of balance 
to the eredit of the Department remaining in the hands of 
the Comptroller. Under date of 29th December, 1874, a 
letter was addressed to the Comptroller, requesting him 
to furnish such statement. A copy of this letter is an- 
nexed, marked “C.” No answer being made to this letter, 
the Commissioners, under date of January 14, 1875, di- 
rected the Secretary of the Board to again address the 
Comptroller upon the subject, a copy of which. letter is 
annexed, marked “D.” Subsequently the attention of the 
Mayor was called to the matter, and the Comptroller made 
a verbal promise to send the statement. The copy of the 
letter written to the Mayor is marked “ E,” and herewith 
annexed. 


The first statement sent by the Comptroller is dated 
February 13, 1875. We began to try to get it on the 29th 
of December. Under date of January 14, 1875, the 
Commissioners of Docks, in anticipation of the necessity 
of the Department, made requisition upon the Commis- 
sioners of the Sinking Fund for the issue of dock bonds. 
The latter was sent to the Comptroller’s office, but no 
meeting of the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund was 
held to consider the request until the 25th of February, 

The last weekly statement of the Comptroller, 
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dated 27th February, 1875, shows a balance of less than 
$500 to the credit of the Department. 


(The Comptroller held our application for money from 
the 14th or 15th of January up to the 25th of February ; 
then the meeting of the Commissioners of the Sinking 
Fund was called, you know. The last statement shows | 
we have less than $500 to the credit of the Department. 
We have no money to pay laborers.) The Department is 
organized for steady and extensive operations, at a large 
cost for materials, tools, etc., and a valuable corps of 
trained experts, the maintenance of which, and keeping 
the same intact, occasions great expense, whether engaged 
actively at work or not. Owing to the peculiar field of 
its operations, the Department is necessarily limited in its 
working season, and it is very desirable that all improve- 
ments which may be desegned when the severity of the 
weather will not allow the active out-door work of the 
Department, should be pushed with the utmost vigor when 
the warmer season approaches. 


The working season is now dawning upon us, and we 
find the Department, by reason of these delays, without a 
field to work in, or the means to work with. We have 
to take advantage of the terms of leases, a number of 
which are now about expiring, and it is of importance 
that they be at once taken advantage of. 


That, together with these papers, completes all I have 
to say on the subject. 
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Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Well, as one of the Commissioners of Docks, I sup- 
pose you have been officially thrown in the way of the 
Comptroller ¢ 

A, T have. : 


Q. I wish to ask you if you have received from him the 
official courtesy which in your opinion belongs to a mem- 
ber of a co-ordinate department of the city government ? 

A. As a Commissioner of Docks # 


Q. Yes, sir ? 
A. J have not. 


Q. Can you state to the Committee any instance in 
which it was remarkable for its absence ? 

A. Yes, sir; that appears in the resolution which ac- 
companies these papers. The facts are well recited there. 
If necessary, I can repeat them. 


Q. Where he designated the action of the Department 
as not decent ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Any other occasion besides that where the courtesy 
you consider belongs to the Department of Docks was re- 
markable for its absence, or where some discourtesy was 
shown ? Zo 

A. I don’t know that I can designate any particular 
occasion other than that. His manner is certainly very 
disagreeable to many people. There is a coldness about 
it and.a want of courtesy.

Alderman SHAnDLEY: 


Q. Peculiar to himself? 
A. Peculiar to himself. I believe that is the experience 
of a great many people. 


Q. Is that your experience ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Since you have been connected with the Department 
of Docks, do you know the case of any employee or ser- 
vant of that Department whose salary or wages have been 
delayed or unjustly refused ? 

A. No, sir; I donot. I don’t think of any at this mo- 
ment, 


Q. You were connected with the Park Department ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. When connected with the Park Department, was 
the action of the Comptroller such as enabled the Depart- 
ment to go on with the works which they deemed were 
necessary for the improvement of the city, or was it not? 

A. In some instances, yes; and sometimes, no. 


Q. Just state the instances in which it was not, in your 
opinion ? 

A. I cannot now, sir; my connection with the Depart- 
ment of Parks ceased about a year ago, or, at least, ceased 
last May; and the annoyances that I suffered from the 
Comptroller while in the Department of Parks were very 
peculiar in themselves, and often personal, and sweeping 
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over a good many months, and enter into a good many 
little details, which ought not to take up the time of this 
Committee. 


Q. While you were connected with the Department, 
did the controversy arise as to the completion of Riverside 
Park ? 

A. It did. 


Q. What was the action of the Comptroller with regard 
to that improvement ? 

A. He seemed to be opposed to it; he acted in a way 
to lead me to think he was opposed to it. 


Q. Was that a work which, in your opinion, was of 
benefit to the city ? 

A. I think so; I did think so at the time; I recollect 
one instance now that occurs to me where the Comptroller 
telegraphed to one of the employees of the Department— 
this is what the employee stated to me himself—he tele- 
graphed to one of the employees of the Department to 
call at his office; this employee was employed at the Cen- 
tral Park, at the office there,and when he came back from 
his interview with the Comptroller I asked him what he 
had been down to the Comptroller’s about; he hesitated 
at first to answer, but I said, “1 want to know;” he re- 
plied that the Comptroller wanted him to go to Albany to 
attend the Riverside Park bill ; I was annoyed, of course, 
about it; I thought it was an unwarrantable interference 
with the operations of the Department, which was gov- 
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erned by and in charge of a commission, and 1 said, 
“What reply did you make?’ Said he, “The reply I 
made was that I could not very well go without the con- 
sent of the President of the Department ”—meaning me ; 
I then said to this ‘employee, “ You go back to the duties 
of your office, and when we want you to go to Albany we 
will send for you and give you your instructions.” 


I recollect that instance; it illustrates one of many 
things which are small in themselves, but, in the aggre- 
gate, are very pernicious in their influence upon the 
proper management ; it distracts the attention of Com- 
missioners from their legitimate work, and keeps them 
constantly thinking of things that they really ought not 
to be troubled with. 


Q. Did you understand from the employee that it was 
to affect legislation ? 
A. Yes, sir; of course. 


Q. I have been requested to ask you whether you know 
anything about a person named Van Valkenburgh going 
to Albany ? 

A. Yes, sir; he is the man I allude to. 


Q. Do you know anything about Mr. Tremont ? 
A. Ido; he is a contractor living near Ninth avenue 
and One Hundredth street, I think. 


Q. What was his case? 
A. He appeared to be running a sort of independent 
lobbying machine of his own at Albany ; I could not de- 
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scribe his connection with the Comptroller, although I 
had reason to believe he was working there for the in- 
terest of the Comptroller; he was not employed by the 
Department of Parks—not officially. 


@. Can you state to the Committee whether the Comp- 
troller took any part in preventing the completion of the / 
Boulevards ¢ 

A. That was before my time; I don’t know anything 
about it; you mean the upper Boulevards? 


Q. Yes, sir? 
A. No, sir; I could not answer that question; I know 
nothing about that. 


Q. Do you know any public work which was retarded 
by the Comptroller besides those you have stated ? 

A. It is pretty difficult to answer a question like that ; 
I don’t know that I have paid strict attention to a ques- 
tion of that kind; a good deal is said to me about it, but 
what I know of my own knowledge is, I suppose, what 
you want. 


Q. That is all ? 


A. I would not like to say anything to the prejudice of 
the Comptroller. | 


Q. I want to ask you if, in your opinion, the manage- 
ment of the affairs of the city under Comptroller Green — 
has tended to retard the progress and growth of the city ? 

A. That is my opinion very decidedly, and my reason 
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for thinking so is substantially this: recognizing all the 
good qualities that the Comptroller possesses, his want of 
business and financial training is, in my judgment, a very 
serious disadvantage to him and the city; as a municipal 
officer I should recognize him as quite competent for the 
business ; as for finance, I don’t consider that he is equal 
‘to the occasion or the place; and that isnot the fault, 
perhaps, of the Comptroller ; it is owing to the infirmity 
of his education. 


Q. Did Comptroller Green pay the salary of Mr. Wil- 
liamson, the treasurer ? 


A. He did. 


Q. Was there any question as to the legality of that 


salary ¢ 
A. There was. 


Q. What was the ground taken—is it paid now ? 
A. It is not; there is some doubt as to whether it is a 
legal claim or not. 


Q. How long did he continue to pay Williamson ? 
A. He continued to pay him from the time I was elected 
President until the 1st of January, I think, 1874. 


@. Do you know whether or not the Charter forbids 
the payment of the salary ? 

A. The opinion of the Corporation Counsel was obtained, 
I think, and he gave it as his opinion that we had a right 
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to elect a treasurer and pay him a salary; there is a 
specific law authorizing it. 


(Mr. Wales was here sworn as to the truth of his pre- 
ceding statement, and affixed his signature to the original 
document handed in to the Committee.) 





Joan Wueexer, being called as a witness and sworn, tes- 
tified as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. You are connected with the city government, I be- 
lieve? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In what capacity ? 

A. President of the Department of Taxes and Assess- 
ments. 


Q. Are you now a member of the Board of Apportion- 


ment ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. How long have you been a member of the Board of 


Apportionment ? 
A. Since the 9th of May, 1873, I think. 


- Q. Thave here the minutes of the Board of Apportion- 
ment, page 746. It has been suggested that I should read 
to you the resolution of the Board of Aldermen appoint- 

i 
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ing this Committee, and, acting on that suggestion, T shall 
do so. 


(Resolutions read.) 


I have here the minutes of the Board of Apportioment, 
in which it says the President of the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments offered for adoption the following pre- 
amble and resolution : 


“ Whereas, The minutes of this Board bear evidence of © 
the repeated efforts made by the members of this Board to 
obtain information from the Comptroller in reference to 
the public debt and the interest thereon, required to be 
levied by taxation, and which information was not fur- 
nished by the Comptroller; and, 


“ Whereas, In the Revised Estimates the appropriation 
made by this Board for interest payable on the public 
debt in 1874 was $8,300,000, and subsequently a transfer 


of $90,000 was made for this purpose, making the entire 


appropriation for interest for 1874 payable from taxation 
$8,300,000; and, 


“Whereas, It is now admitted by the Comptroller that he 
has paid for interest about $500,000 in excess of appro- 
priation made therefor ; 


“ Resolved, That, in the opinion of this Board, the action 


‘of the Comptroller in thus using the funds in the treas- 


ury not appropriated or transferred for the purpose with- 
out the consent of this Board, was an act of administra- 
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tion in the finances of the city which this Board cannot 
sanction or approve of.” 


Please explain more fully what called forth these reso- 
lutions, which were adopted by every vote except the 
Comptroller’s ¢ 


A. You want simply the statement of what brought 
forth those resolutions? 


Q. Yes, sir? 

A. I think it occurred from the fact that in an informal 
session of the Board, if I am not mistaken, on the 22d 
December, myself and colleague, Alderman Vance, had 
declined—he was the Mayor, I think—to vote $9,300,000 
for the interest of the debt, on the ground that it was 
such an increase from the Revised Estimates of 1874, and 
in the course of that interview, or debate, or session, I 
think myself or Mr. Vance—I think it was myself— 
stated that I would not vote for it, for such an increase, 
without some knowledge which made the increase neces- 
sary. I think we had had repeated sessions before that— 
several—when the statement was made that interest in 
a former year had been used by the Comptroller, which 
made the interest more than we had supposed, some five 
hundred and odd. thousand dollars more. That was the 
first knowledge that I had that any such thing had been 
done. I had always supposed, as my colleague had, that 
the eight million three hundred and odd thousand dollars 
was all that was necessary, excepting the $90,000 which 
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was afterwards transferred. In thinking over that matter 
after the adjournment, and not being willing to take the 
responsibility, as one member of that Board, to reduce the 
interest, I determined to vote for the $9,300,000 upon 
the declaration of the Comptroller that he could not get 
along with less than $9,300,000, but in doing so I gave my 
reasons in the Board, and then called attention to this 
fact, that this money had been used without any authority 
of the Board. Upon that statement, I think, on the fol- 
lowing meeting of December 30th—regular meeting ; no, 
it was not that meeting; it was the previous meeting— 
the Comptroller offered a resolution in reference to it. I 
will try and find it for you. 


Alderman Purroy : 

Q. The meeting previous to what, sir? 

A. This is it, I think; it was the regular meeting of 
December 28; the Comptroller, after that statement of 
mine made at the previous meeting, that, in voting for it, I 
wished to make my explanation, and made that statement 
that I had discovered that fact, and wished to place myself 
on record in regard to it—offered the following preamble 
and resolutions : 


“ Whereas, A question has been raised ””— 


That question was raised on my explanation. 

Q. By whom ? 

A. By myself; in my explanation of my vote for the 
$9,300,000. | 
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—“as to the necessity of action of this Board in the 
transfer of the balance of interest of 1873, to the same 
purpose in 1874; therefore, 


“Pesolved, That to remedy any informal or defective 
act of this Board in respect thereto, whatever balance of 
appropriations for interest on the city and county debts 
remain unexpended December 81, 1878, be transferred to 
the county for interest on the city debt in the, year 
1874.” 


That resolution took me somewhat by surprise, and I 
moved to have it laid over. It was agreed to, and laid 
over until the 30th, when I offered the preamble and reso- 
lutions which you have read. : 


@. When was it, that the Comptroller asked for the 
amount of $8,300,000—what date ¢ 

A. I will have to look a moment; I cannot tell you the 
date ; it was in the Revised Estimates of 1874; he asked 
in the Budget for $8,250,000 for interest on the debt and 
$100,000 for the interest on the debt of the annexed 
territory; the Board of Apportionment struck out the 
interest of $100,000 for annexed territory, and made the 
interest on the whole debt, which included the annexed 
territory, $8,300,000; that was in the Revised Estimates 
of 1874. 
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Q. It was the Comptroller’s duty to submit to the Board 
the amount which, in his opinion, was necessary for the 
public debt interest for the ensuing year ? 

A. He did submit it as the financial officer. 


Q. As the amount required to cover? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. When was it you next learned that an amount in 
addition to that had been used ? 

A, We next learned it was not sufficient, by his asking 
for the transfer of $90,000. 


Q. When was that, sir? 
A. At the meeting of October 15, 1874. 


Q. He then asked for $90,000 in addition? 
A. The Comptroller offered the following resolution 
(reading) : 


“ Resolved, that the sum of $90,000 be and the same is 
hereby transferred from the following appropriations, to 


wit: 
Salaries— Department of Finance for 1872..... $15,000 
Salaries—Executive Departments (County), for 

Me TSaciie Jnsnwuatioggs. ta Iiaekl ods 20,000 
Salaries—Judicial (County), for 1871, and prior 

thereto, bats txt oe, Aa. CORY AS, 30,000 


Duplicate maps and records—Register’s fees, 
ISSR ES acacia 5 met senas ene cae ea ees 25,000: 
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—said appropriations being in excess of the amounts re- 
quired for the purposes and objects thereto—to appro- 
priation ‘ Interest on the city debt’ for 1874, the amount 
of said appropriation being insufficient. | 


The Chairman put the question if the Board would agree 
to said resolution. Which was decided in the affirmative.” 


Q. When did you next learn that that amount was in- 
sufficient ¢ 

A. On the 22d of December, I think it was, sir; in an 
informal meeting. 


Q. 18744 
A. In the making-up of the estimates for 1875. 


Q. How did you then learn about it ? 

A. It was in the informal session of the Board, upon 
the refusal of myself and colleague to vote that amount 
of money, and asking the reason for the great increase, 
and the Comptroller made the statement, I think, 


Q. That was December, when ? 

A. December 22d was the informal meeting. 

Q. Did you then learn that the amount had been 
used ? 

A, We did, sir. 


Q. Had there been any authority given to him by the 
Board of Apportionment in resolution authorizing him to 
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use that unexpended balance of the interest of the pre- 
vious year 

A. Not to my knowledge; I certainly should not have 
offered these resolutions if there had been. 


Q. Can you state positively—do the records show any 


such resolution ? 
A. No, sir; not to my knowledge. 


Q. Do you know whether, under the Charter, as you 
read it, it is necessary that the unexpened balances, before 
being used for any other purpose than that for which 
they have been appropriated, that use shall be authorized 
by a resolution of the Board of Apportionment? 

A. It is my view of the Charter, sir. 


Q. That is your construction of the Charter? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Who are the other members of the Board of Appor- 
tioment ? 


A. Alderman Vance, Alderman Flanagan. 


Q. Can you state whether it had been usual in the 
Board of Apportionment, before unexpended balances 
were used, to pass a resolution authorizing their use ? 

A. To my knowledge ; yes, sir. 


Q. It had been usual ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Had any case ever occurred besides this one, in 
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which an unexpended balance was used without the au- 
thority of the Board ¢ 
A. Not to my knowledge. 


Q. Do the minutes show any such act? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. Who generally offers in the Board of Apportion- 
ment the resolutions authorizing the use of unexpended 
balances for different purposes from those for which they 
were appropriated ? 

A. The Comptroller. I suppose from his knowledge 
ot the balances, the other members of the Board not being 
aware of what unexpended balances there were. There- 
fore, not knowing the matter, he being financial officer, he 
was the only one that could know. 


Q. You know he has often offered resolutions in the 
Board of Apportionment ? 
A. Oh, yes; I submit the record of the Board. 


Q. Whether, from your knowledge of the records as 
secretary, such resolutions are contained therein ? 

A. Oh, yes, sir; there may be an instance where other 
members of the Board have offered, but they have been 
seldom. 


@. I don’t ask you as to whether the book is full of 
such resolutions offered by the Comptroller, but whether 
it is full of such resolutions offered by some member of 
the Board, authorizing the use of unexpended balances— 
transferring of unexpended balances ? 
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A. I believe so, sir. 


@Q. Can you give this Board any instance in which the 
Comptroller has unjustly refused the payment of legal 
claims against the city. — 

A. I cannot, of my knowledge; I am not ina condition 
to; I hear, of course, a great deal, but only from hearsay. 


Q. Do you know of any case connected with your De- 
partment ? 

A. I have known of one instance since I have been 
there of his refusing to pay a clerk; I suppose he felt he 
had good reason for not doing it. 


Q. Of course ; will you give the instance ¢ 

A. He refused to pay a clerk his month’s salary ; he 
stated that he had not done his duty. 

Q. Do you know whether he had discharged his duty— 
was he a clerk in your Department ? 

A. He was. 

Q. Do you know whether he had done his duty ? 

A. We certified that he had performed his duty. 

Q. Did he pay that. clerk ? 

A. He paid him at the end of a judgment. 

Q. Has your salary ever been refused payment ? 

A, Never. 

Q. Have you been paid promptly on the first of every 


month ? 
A. Oh, no. 
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Q. What is the longest delay that has occurred in your 
case 4 

A. It may have been one instance simply, since I have 
been there, that I did not get it before the tenth. 


Q. Has that occurred more than once? 
A. No, sir; I think not. 


Q. Any instance where it has been delayed for a lesser 
time ? 

A. I don’t think the Department has ever been paid 
on the first more than once. or twice; but very soon after 
the first. 


Q. Were you connected with the Department of Taxes 
and Assessments before Comptroller Green came into 
office? 

A. No, sir. 


Q. You state in those resolutions that information has 
been called for by the Board of Apportionment, which 
has been refused by the Comptroller—will you give the 
Committee an idea how that refusal arose? 

A. We have frequently offered resolutions of inquiry 
which have never been given to the Committee. 


Q. Has the action of the Board been delayed or ob- 
structed by this refusal 4 

A, I cannot say it has been delayed or suoyterne cer- 
tainly we could not vote with that understanding of the 
subject, that we could if we had had the information 
ealled for. 
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Q. Did you delay, on account of this refusal, to perform 
some act which would have been performed had the re- 
fusal not been given ? 

A. No more than to adjourn for a few days. 


Q. You did adjourn ? 

A. I can’t recollect the particular circumstances. We 
have often adjourned over to getinformation. Sometimes 
we have got it, and sometimes we have not. He often 
gives information, but sometimes not. 


Q. In your opinion, has the management of the Comp- 
troller been such as to retard the growth and prosperity 
of the city ? 

A. Lhardly think that is evidence here. 


Q. The Committee think so; they think your opinion is 
very valuable on that subject. 

A. The Comptroller has his peculiar views with regard 
to his Department, and it would hardly become me to pass 
judgment of that kind upon him. 


Q. We want to get your view; we want to know what 
you think—whether the Comptroller’s management of the 
affairs of the city has been such as to retard its growth 
and prosperity, or whether it has been such as has aided 
the growth and prosperity of the city? 

A. It is a hard question for me to answer. 


Q. It is; but it is important. 
A. In some things I think it has. In others I think it 
has not. Asa general thing, I think perhaps it has. 
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Q. Have you got in the record of the Board of Appor- 


tionment the Comptroller’s statement as to lawyers who 


were employed by the Corporation Counsel—the special 


‘lawyers who were employed outside of the Corporation 


Counsel and his assistants ? 
A. Have I got in what ? 


Q. In any papers in your hands, any official documents, 
have you got that information—the names of and amounts 


paid to lawyers employed by the Corporation Counsel . 


outside of those connected with his office ¢ 

A. I think I have, sir. lam not positive. I did not 
have up to the Revised Estimates of 1874. None since. 

Q. In what was that information contained ? 

A. It was contained in a communication in reply to one 
addressed to the Counsel for the Corporation, by a letter 
written on the part of myself and Alderman Vance— 
Alderman Vance and myself. 

Q. Could you produce that, or obtain a copy of it ? 

A. I think I have a copy of it, but I am not positive. 

Q. Be kind enough to seek it, and, if possible, offer it 
to the Committee. Can you give this Committee any in- 
formation bearing upon these charges referred to, which 
has not been called out by questions put to you ? 

A. I don’t remember what the resolutions are. 

Q. Please look over them, and see if you can give any 
informative relative to those charges not already called 
out by the questions ? 

A. I cannot, sir.

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Joun B. Hasxrn, being called as a witness, made the 
following preliminary statement : 


Since your last meeting, at which I had the honor to be 
present, with the assistance of a friend familiar with the 
subject, I have prepared certain charges and specifications 
in relation to the misconduct of Mr. Green, Comptroller 
of the City, which I now take pleasure in presenting to 
the Committee for their consideration and action. [Pre- 
’ senting the charges and specifications to the Chairman.] 
I would say that in reference to those charges, as to two 
of them I can testify of my own personal knowledge—as 
to their truthfulness. As to the balance of the charges 
that are there contained, if the Committee will send for 
such witnesses as I shall designate I have no hesitation in 
saying that nearly every one of them can and will be 
proved to the satisfaction of the Committee. I appear 
here, not as a public prosecutor, but as a taxpayer and 
citizen, believing that Mr. Green is an incubus upon the 
growth of this city and that he ought to be removed. 


Mr. Hasxm, being sworn, then testified as follows : 


Q. What are the two charges you specify as those 
within your own knowledge? 

A. The two charges to which I make especial reference 
are, the employment of Simon Sterne as a lobbyist and 
lawyer by Andrew H. Green, at Albany, last winter, and 
the charge made by him of, I think, $1,650, and paid by 
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the Comptroller, for redrafting a law relating to the an- 
nexation of West Farms and Kingsbridge. While at 
Albany last winter, and attending to some business con- 
nected with legislation in relation to the annexation of 
the territory, Mr. Sterne introduced himself to me at 
breakfast at the Delavan House, and informed me that 
he was there representing the Comptroller, for the pur- 
pose of opposing certain bills, and especially in connec- 
tion with the amending of the act for the annexation of 
the present Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards of 
the city. Mr. Cauldwell was our representative, and Mr. 
Herring, in conjunction with him, redrafted and amended 
the Annexation Act, and subsequently I learned, I think 
after the Legislature adjourned and on June 4th, accord- 
ding to this statement, Mr. Simon Sterne was paid for his 
services $1,650, and services which, in my judgment as a 
lawyer, from my knowledge of the facts of the case, and 
from the knowledge of Mr. Cauldwell and Mr. Herring, 
were not worth over $250. Mr. Sterne is the same lawyer 
who took the proceedings and obtained the injunction 
stopping the Fourth Avenue Improvement work, I, as a 
former President of the Board of Education in the lower 
part of Westchester County, joined in giving a col- 
lateral bond, officially joined in giving a bond to the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company for the payment 
of $8,500, which had then and before existed upon School 
No.1. What was called School District No. 1 was the 
town of West Farms. The money had been obtained 
four or five years before I became a member of the Board 
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by Mr. Campbell, then the President, and subsequent to 
annexation the Mutual Life called in the payment of 
this $8,500, and as I was on the bond collaterally, I called 
on Mr. Green in relation to the payment of it, and he re- 
fused payment. Subsequently the opinion of the Corpo- 
ration Counsel was asked and he gave it, that there was no. 
defense to the payment of this bond and mortgage, and 
that he should pay it. It was a written opinion, and of 
this Mr. Green, the Comptroller, was informed, notwith- 
standing which he permitted the suit to be brought and 
judgment obtained. 1 had to go down and have the sale 
adjourned twice, and I suppose that but for my attendance 
it would have been sold at that time. It was settled on 
the last day of the sale by Mr. Lawrence, on behalf of the 
Comptroller, and the amount of costs that was paid in that 
case, owing to the neglect or the policy of the Comp- 
troller in not paying just claims against the city, was. 
$665.95. Turner and somebody were the attorneys in 
the case, and will testify substantially to what I do— 
Turner and Kirtland. In addition to the costs there was 
an unjust and unnecessary accumulation of interest. The 
whole amount paid upon the mortgage was $10,199.76. 
This I know of my own knowledge, and this is one case, 
out of very many, where the Comptroller has permitted 
just claims to go to suit and to judgment, and in the set- 
tlement of which, after judgment, enormous and unjust 
costs were paid. Those two items of these charges I tes- 
tify to of my own knowledge, and I ask that Mr. Cauld- 
well may be called in relation to that bili of $650—Wm. 
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Herring, also, and, Turner and Kirtland. In relation to 
those other charges, when the Committee see fit to con- 
sider them, I will furnish the names of witnesses to be 
called, if they deem it proper to go on with the examina- 
tion of those charges, one by one. 


@. You can supply the Committee with a list of wit- 
nesses 
A. Yes, sir. 


Mr. H. E. Farnsworrs: 

I stated to the Board yesterday that I proposed to ask a 
few questions in relation to Mr. Wales’ statement, unless 
his statement to-day should cover the whole ground. 
Not being able to be present while his statement was read, 
I have no knowledge whether it covers the entire ground 
which I wish to develop in questions I desire to submit, 
my intention being to submit to the Chairman of the 
Committee in writing, as suggested yesterday, certain 
questions to be propounded to Mr. Wales. 


Alderman Purroy: 


He has been here, read his statement, testified orally, 
and gone. Unless some exigency arises we shall not 


again call him. 
Mr. Farnswortu : 


May I submit, then, after reading the statement, ques- 
tions in writing for the purpose of having them pro- 
pounded to Mr. Wales, provided, in the judgment of the 

8 
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Chairman, he shall find it proper to do so. I presume 
the entire object of the Committee is to obtain the truth, 
and I supposed that some questions which I might intro- 
duce might help to elucidate the truth more than the 
statement the Commissioner had introduced. That is the 
object and purpose for which I desired to see the state- 
ment. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. The gentleman stated yesterday that he appeared asa 
citizen and taxpayer. I would like to ask him one ques- 
tion—whether he is employed by Mr. Green to represent 
him ? 

A. Not in any way whatever. Iam, unfortunately, not 
one of those lawyers either paid or employed by the 
Comptroller. I might say that I would not object to have 
been employed; but I never have. Of course, I can only 
tell whether any questions may be necessary from an ex- 
amination of the statement. 


[By consent of the Committee Mr. Farnsworth was 
permitted to examine the statement of Mr. Wales.]

Fourth Day.

Present—Aldermen Purroy and SHANDLEY. 
Mr. H. E. Farnsworru: 


Now, Mr. Chairman, inasmuch as Mr. Wales has come 
at my request, and wants to get away, I take pleasure to 
present to the Committee, through you, the ‘written 
questions permitted by you at the last meeting. 


Alderman Porxoy: 

Permitted by me? 
Mr. FarnswortH : 

I took leave at the last meeting—— 
Alderman Purroy: 

You say the questions were permitted ? 
Mr. Farnswortu: 


As Chairman of the Committee, you’ permitted the 
questions, if, in your judgment, you found them correct. 
I now submit to you a series of fourteen questions, accom- 
panied by two exhibits, which I desire to have pro- 
pounded to Mr. Wales, Commissioner of Docks, who has 
been examined before you. 
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Alderman Purroy : 


It is the decision of the Committee that before putting 
any questions to any of the witnesses, those questions 
should be fully scrutinized by the Committee. There- 
fore, these questions will not be put to-day. At the next 
meeting of the Committee we will announce what course 
we will pursue in regard to the questions submitted. 


Mr. Farnsworts : 


That I supposed to be the proper course. 


Herman B. Turyer, being called as a witness, and 
sworn, testitied : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 
Q. You are a member, I believe, of the firm of Turner 
& Kirtland. 


A. Yes, sir. Turner, Kirtland & McClure. It used to 
be Turner & Kirtland. 


Q. Judge Shandley suggests that I submit to you the 
resolutions that were passed in the Board, under which 
this investigation is being held. 


(Resolutions handed to witness.) 


Q. Were your firm the attorneys of the Mutual Life 


Insurance Company ? 








a, 


A. We do business for them. We are one of their 
attorneys. 


@. Did you have in your office any. case against the 
city. 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. For a mortgage of $8,500, or thereabouts ? 
A. Yes, sir, 


Q. Just state what that case was ? 

A. It was a case for the foreclosure of a mortgage 
made by the School District No. 1, being in Westchester 
County—a mortgage that was made by that school. 


Q. In that portion annexed since January ? 

A. I was going on to say it was a mortgage made to the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company by that school district on 
their property, before the annexation. That mortgage 
was placed in my hands for foreclosure in the early part 
of January, 1874. Shall I state what was done with the 
case ? 


Q. Yes, sir, just run over the facts of the case, and 
what occurred in your conducting of it? . 
A, Would it be proper to look at a memorandum ? 


Q. Yes, sir. 

A. I brought a memorandum with me supposing this 
was the matter on which I was to be called. We received 
that bond and mortgage for foreclosure on the 8th of 
January, 1874. We filed the papers in the suit—the com- 
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plaint and lis pendens—on the 23d of January. Subse- 
quently, we wrote to the New York Board of Education, 
and also to the Corporation Counsel, stating that the suit — 





had been began 


Q. Let me interrupt you fora moment. Why did you 
write to the New York Board of Education # 

A. We had not examined the act carefully, and did not 
know whether they were going to pay these interests or 
not, The foreclosure was for the non-payment of interest. 
I would next state that it was July the 9th before we 
served the parties. We were not anxious for the money ; 
we wanted the interest. On the 9th of July we served 
Mr. Smith, the Corporation Counsel, and on the 22d of 
July, the city appeared’ through Mr. Smith; after that, 
Messrs. Killian & Haggerty. “ 


Q. How did they appear? 

A. I was going to say I don’t think they ever were sub- 
stituted ; but a gentleman from their office had frequent 
interviews with us, requesting time to answer, stating that 
the matter was before the Comptroller, and some arrange- 
ment would be made. We gave that time to answer re- 
peatedly, and didn’t take our decree until the 5th of No- 
vember. There was no answer putin. Then the sale was. 
advertised for the 30th of November, at which day we re- 
ceived a request from the Comptroller’s office that an ad- 


journment of three weeks should be given. 
Q. You got attachment ? 
A. Oh, yes; on the 5th of November. Then, at the 
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request from the Comptroller’s office, and on the payment 
of 10 per cent. on account of the decree, we adjourned 
three weeks more. The adjourned day was the 21st of 
December. On that day we were informed from the 
Comptroller’s office that the check was before the Mayor 
for his signature to pay the whole mortgage off. So we 
adjourned two days longer, and before that—on the morn- 
ing of the 22d inst.—the matter was settled, and the mort- 
gage was paid off, and our expenses. 


Q. Did you examine, in the~course of this action, the 
law relating to the subject; yousay you had not when you 
first sent notice to the city; do you know whether the 
city was charged with the debts of the school district in 
Westchester ? 

A. We subsequently examined. The result was our 
finding that they were so charged, and our making the 
city a party in the suit. They were not originally madea 
party in the suit. 


Q. Can you state to the Committee what was the 
amount of the mortgage and interest due when you first 
commenced action 4 

A. The full claim was paid. 


Q. What were the amounts of the costs and disburse- 
ments in the action ? 

A. The amount of our taxed costs and disbursements, 
with interest to the settlement, were $415.95. There was 
besides that the Referee’s fee and the Sheriff’s fee, if that 
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was paid. I don’t know whether any was paid. Of 
course, there must have been Referee’s fees. We got 
the money; the amount of the mortgage originally was 
$8,500. 

Q. Do you remember the amount that was paid ? 

A. The amount that was paid to the company ? 


Q. Yes—no; that was paid to you for the company, 
and covering your costs likewise—the full amount ? 

A. There was a year’s interest that had accrued, or 
more than that. The full amount paid to us on the day 
of settlement was $9,869.96. 

Q. That was exclusive of the Sheriffs fees and Refer- 
ee’s fees, if any ? 

A. Yes, sir; I presume there was a Sheriff's fee paid ; 
I don’t know. There was, of course, a Referee’s fees paid. 


Q.. Did they include auction fees ? 
A. What I have stated here ? 


Q. Yes? 

A, No. 

Q. Was there any opinion given by the Corporation 
Counsel in this case ? 


A. I don’t know. 


Q. None ever came to your knowledge as to whether 
there was a defense or not? 
A. None brought to our knowledge; no defense was 


put in. 
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Q. Did you state that Mr. Smith represented the city? 
A. He did; he never gave us an opinion; I don’t know 
what he may have given to the Comptroller or anybody 


else. 


Q. Will you just look over those charges? Have you 
had in your practice as a lawyer any cases against the city 
since the incumbency of Mr. Green? 

A, Yes, sir. 


Q. Look over those and say if you have any informa- 
tion in your knowledge bearing on any of them ? 

A. No, sir; Ihave no personal knowledge of anything 
of the kind. Would it be proper to me to state—to ask 
the reporters to state that I have not appeared here in any 
way as a partisan, but in response to a summons from the 
Committee ? 


Alderman Purroy: 
Certainly. 


Gitzert H. Bapsav, being called as a witness and sworn, 
testitied as follows: 
Examined by Alderman Purroy: 
Q. What is your profession ? 


A. Attorney and counsellor-at-law. 


Q. Were you engaged professionally for any party in 
an action of the Mutual Life Insurance Company against 
the Mayor, Aldermen, ete. ? 
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A. Yes, sir; I appeared for three or four defendants 
there—Mr. Wilkins, Mr. McCollum, and Mr. Crook. 


Q. Please to state what that action was? 
A. Action to foreclose a mortgage on property in the 
annexed district. 


Q. Was a judgment recovered there ? 
A. It was; yes, sir. 


Q. Was a sale had? 

A. The sale was not had; the sale was advertised to be 
sold November 30, 1874, but an arrangement was made 
with the Comptroller—he sent from his office that day, 
and it was adjourned three weeks; Mr. Lawrence, of the 
Comptroller’s office, paid ten per cent. of the amount due, 
and it was adjourned three weeks to allow them to pay the 
rest. 


Q. Can you inform the Committee as to what were the 
costs and expenses in that action recovered against the 
city ) 

A. I learn from different parties—I have not got the 
figures with me—it amounted to about $650; that is, in- 
cluding the costs, the referee’s fees and the auctioneer’s 
fees for services. 


Q. Do you know of any communication having passed 
between the Comptroller and Corporation Counsel rela- 
tive to that action, and, if so, state fully what it was? 

A. I called one day at Mr. Smith’s office, and asked 


‘ 
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him if anything had been done, and he said yes; he had 
sent a communication to the Comptroller in regard to this ; 
this was before the judgment was recovered in this mat- 
ter, and one of his young men in his office showed me a let- 
ter—press copy—of that communication. It was to the 
effect that the city had no defense, and advised that the 
claim ought to be paid. I asked him if he would let me 
have a copy of that, and he said he would have a copy 
made and sent around to my office, which wasdone. That 
copy is now on file at White Plains, or I would be able to 
present it here*to you. 


Q. Did you, in the course of this proceeding, have any 
interview with the Comptroller, or any of his employees 
or deputies? 

A. The morning the sale was set down ioe Soft’ 30th, 
1874, I called at the Comptroller’s office; Mr. Green was 
absent, but I talked with Mr. Lawrence, who had charge 
of the matter; asked him what he was going to do; he 
said he supposed he would have to pay up, “ although the 
Comptroller,” said he, “left me no money, and if any- 
thing is done, I will have to give my check.” On that 
day, at noon, I went down to the salesroom, and Mr. Law- 
rence appeared then, and, by an arrangement with the 
referee and defendant’s attorney, I think he paid up; I 
think the amount he paid was $1,011.99 by his personal 
check—10 per cent. of the amount due on the bond and 
mortgage—to put off the sale a few weeks to give him a 
chance to settle up the matter. 
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@. Have you read over these resolutions ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. Have you any other information to give the Com- 
mittee ? 
A. I don’t know of any. 





Witiiam CauLpweELt, being called as a witness and sworn, 
testified as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


@. Were you a member of the Legislature of last year ? 
A. I was. 


Q. What district or place did you represent ? 
A. First Assembly District, Westchester County. 


' @. In what capacity ? 
A. Member of Assembly. 


@. You were a member of the former Legislature, too, 
were you not ? 

A. Not the former. Mr. Herring—Wm. Herring—was 
my predecessor. 


@. Were you in the Legislature when the first annexa- 
tion act was passed ? 
A, No, sir. 


- @. Did you have anything to do with the drawing of 
it ? 
A. Assisted very materially. 
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Q. Just state what you did? 

A. The original act was drawn by Mr. Samuel E. Lyon, 
George H. Foster, and one or two other gentlemen, in con- 
nection with myself. We had had repeated meetings and 
agreed upon a mere outline of an annexation act. It was 
sent to Albany to Mr. Herring, introduced by him, and I 
had repeated calls from Mr. Herring to come up and assist 
him in the matter, and the act was first passed by both 
Houses, and went to the Governor for his signature. The 
Governor declined signing it, upon the ground that the 
matter should be submitted to the people and should have 
such a clause in the annexation act. It was so withdrawn 
from the Governor by Mr. Herring; the clause was put in 
submitting the act to the people; it was then submitted to 
the Governor, and I am informed b; Mr. Herring that on 
submitting it to the Governor he found 





I must state, 
however, that the original act provided that work done by 
the Department of Public Parks must be done by the 
Department of Public Works. Mr. Herring informed 
me that when the act was received back by the Governor 
it had a pencil mark upon it, stating that the change 
from the Department of Public Works to the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks was a sine qua non. Hence, the 

act was so changed as to give all work usually done by 
the Department of Public Works, in the city of New 
York, to the Department of Public Parks. The clause 
being put in submitting it to the vote of the people, it 
was then passed by the Legislature, received the approval - 
of the Governor, and became a law. The act was a very 
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crude and imperfect one. It was to go into effect—after 
being submitted to the people in November, 1873—on the 
first of January, 1874. Knowing its crudeness and im- 
perfectness, and at the solicitation of a number of gentle- 
men interested in property and other matters up there, I 
was induced to take the nomination as Member of 
Assembly at the ensuing session of the Legislature, in 
order to take it in hand and make it a complete and per- 
fect act. Early in the session of the Legislature I was 
confined at home by sickness. It was not until the close 
of February that I was enabled to go to the Legislature. 
J then received a very crude draft of an amended annex- 
ation act, by George H. Foster, Chairman of the Law 
Committee of the North Side Association. I took that 
act and amended it by adding one entire section to it my- 
self, and, still being unwell, I submitted it to the Assembly, 
and made a motion that it be printed, in order that I 
might have printed copies to send around to all gentle- 
men interested, and receive their views upon the subject. 
That was done on the 25th day of February. The matter 
was then referred back, upon my motion, to the Commit- 
tee on Cities, in order that I might have an opportunity 
to amend it. Still being unwell, I called upon Mr. Her- 
ring, my predecessor, who took a great interest in the an- 
nexation, and he and myself devoted a great deal of time 
—nights, and days, and weeks—in perfecting the act. 
Along about the middle, or towards the latter part of 
March, I was waited upon by a gentleman by the name of 
Simon Sterne, who represented himself as a representative 
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from the city—I believe the Comptroller. I don’t know 
who else he represented, but he appeared then as desirous 
of taking some part in this amended annexation act. He 
brought up with him a manuscript copy of the very same 
act which I had introduced, with one or two trifling amend- 
ments, which he claimed was his act—almost verbatim 
with the act I had introduced myself. He was very much 
surprised when he came to find out that my original act of 
nineteen pages had, by recent amendments Mr. Herring 
and I had made to it, swelled to a bill of thirty-four 
printed pages. The object of the annexation was to so ar- 
range up all our local matters up there that we could 
smoothly go into the city of New York without any fric- 
tion. It proposed that the Supervisors of the towns, the 
Treasurer of the Board of Trustees of the town of Mor- 
risania, should close up all incomplete works, and so ar- 
range matters that there would be no trouble whatever or 
obstacle to the city government, and on the Ist of January, 
1874, that the territory would be a part of the city of New 
York without any entangling alliances. All bills would 
be paid and everything. Provision was made by myself, 
together with the Supervisors of other towns, to raise suf- 
ficient funds to pay all floating debts of the towns, so that 
the city of New York would not have to pay any of it. 
We felt a pride in the matter 





Q. One of the charges before this Committee is, that the 
Comptroller paid, or was instrumental in having paid, to 
Simon Sterne $1,600 for drawing or passing the amended 
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annexation act. It has been alleged that that was a fraud ; 
that he never performed any services, and that whatever 
services he did perform were not worth it ? 

A. Tam only getting to the point now. I was telling 
you my connection with the act, as youasked me. I 
will come down briefly to the point, for I am anxious to 


get away. 


Q. You stated it was your object to have it come in 
without any entangling alliances—everything settled up? 

A. Yes, sir. There is the first act I introduced, Feb- 
ruary 26th. The Committee reported this act, which you 
see is nearly twice as thick, with all the amendments. We 
arranged in here that local officers—the Supervisors of 
each town, together with the Treasurer of the Board of 
Trustees, should, with the moneys raised in the towns by 
tax, pay off all the floating debt. Mr. Sterne alleged 
that that was unconstitutional, that the Supervisors should 
be retained in office. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Whom did he represent ? 

A. He claimed to represent the Comptroller, and I 
judged from his manner that he represented all the rest 
of mankind. This act, as I stated, after being amended 
by Mr. Herring and myself, was reported by the Com- 
mittee on Cities, and was filed in the Assembly. It 
getting late in the session, I immediately took a copy of 
this act which had been reported favorably by the Com- 
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mittee on Cities, and gave it to the Senator of the Dis- 
trict, Mr. Robinson, who introduced it in the Senate 
Committee, which reported favorably upon that same act. 
That was for the purpose of hurrying it through the 
Legislature. Mr. Sterne, finding that the Committee on 
Cities of both Houses had reported the bill which I and 
Mr. Herring had prepared, became somewhat exercised, 
and he went before the Committee of the Senate, and 
insisted upon it that it was entirely unconstitutional, and 
got them to report his re-draft of my original act, which 
they also reported. The Committee on Cities reported 
both bills, consequently that produced a conflict—legal 
questions as to the unconstitutionality of the bill. I re- 
quested my friend, Mr. Herring, to have some interviews 
with Mr. Sterne, and I got them together in a room one 
day, and they finally agreed upon some slight amend- 
ments; and the Committee of the Senate reported a bill, 
which was substantially the bill I had prepared with Mr. 
Herring’s assistance, but was indorsed with the number 
of Mr. Sterne’s bill; and, having been amended in that 
way, it passed through the Senate, came down to the 
House, had unanimous consent, and went through the As- 
sembly, and became a law. 


Q. The bill that passed, and that is now the Amended 
Annexation Act, by whom was it prepared and drawn ? 
A, By myself and Mr. Herring. 
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Q. State what assistance, if any, you received from 
Simon Sterne in preparing and drawing and passing that 
act ? 

A. I did not receive any assistance, either in drawing 
or passing. Mr. Sterne’s intentions may have been all 
right, but, if he had not come there at all—if he had made 
no interference at all—I think it would have saved the 
city, certainly, the expenditures of several clerks who have 
since been employed, and the people who own claims 
against the city would have been paid, and they are not 
yet paid. In other words, the machinery was in the 
original bill for the purpose of paying all the outstanding 
claims against the towns; but the interference, or, at least, 
the amendments made by Mr. Sterne, have so crippled 
the transaction of business that they are not paid yet. 


Q. The gist of the whole matter, then, is this, did Mr. 
Sterne do anything to secure the passage of the Amended 
Annexation Act 4 

A. I cannot tell what he did; I know that Mr. Robin- 
son got it through the Senate, and I through the Assembly. 
I don’t know what he did. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. At any time while you were preparing these bills 
did Mr. Sterne state that he represented Mr. Green 
A. Represented the Comptréller. 


Q. He stated so ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Alderman Pourroy : 

Q. What, in your opinion, would be a remuneration for 
the services rendered by Mr. Sterne in that Annexation 
Act? 

A. That is a question I cannot tell ; he is a lawyer. 


@. Suppose you had done what he did, what do you 
think you would have deserved ? 

A. I don’t know what he deserves. I did not get 
any pay at all. , 

Q. What do you think ? 

A. AllI can judge is this: I know Dexter A. Hawkins 
was a Reform lawyer, and got $100 a day; that is what 
he charged. 

Q. No; what would you have charged in his place ? 
Would you have charged $1,600 ? 

A. I don’t think I would have the cheek. 


Q. Would you have charged $1,000 ? 
A. I don’t know; I cannot very well tell. 


@. Would $100 have paid for the services ? 
A. I cannot tell what his charges were per day; I don’t 
know what lawyers charge. 


Q. What were they worth in your wien Would 
you be willing to pay, if it was a matter between private 
parties, $250 for what was done by Mr. Sterne? 

A. I would rather, if I had had the whole thing in my 
hands, have paid $250 to have him stay away; but I don’t 
want to judge what his services were worth. 
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@. Would you have paid him that to stay away ? 
A. So far as that bill was concerned. 


Q. Then you think his services at Albany damaged in- 
stead of benefited the city ? 

A. I think it has added to the expenses of the city, 
which would never have been incurred if the original bill 
had passed through. 


Q. What are your reasons for thinking so ? 

A, Because, from my knowledge of the public business 
up there. For instance, | proposed in the bill to have a 
Board of Audit appointed, two of which should be ap- 
pointed by the Comptroller, one by the County Judge, 
and two by the County Treasurer, to examine claims 
against the Fire Department, for which $6,000 were 
raised. Those claims would all have been adjusted by 
the Board of Audit without any expense to the city. 
Those claims have not been paid. They have been 
through a course of examination by certain of the clerks, 
T presume, in Mr. Green’s office, and now, I understand, 
he has appointed some one, at some salary, up there in the 
Twenty-first Ward, for the purpose of’ reinvestigating 
those claims. 


Q. Mr. Cauldwell, as a property-owner up in the an- 
nexed territory, do you think Mr. Green’s policy has 
retarded or aided the growth of that portion of the city 
and of the rest of the city. — 

A. Judging from the dissatisfaction I hear universally 
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expressed in regard to his proceedings, I should think 
they would have any other effect than benefiting it. 


Q. What is your opinion ? 

A. I should be excused from answering, because my 
public reasons are not supposed to be in perfect harmony. 
with Mr. Green. 


Q. We don’t look upon it as a personal matter at all. 
We would like to have an opinion as to whether you 
think he has aided the growth of the city or retarded it. 
You must, in your capacity as a public officer, know 
whether there is difficulty in the way of collecting claims. 
against the city up there, or whether those claims had. 
been settled —whether it could have been equitably @ 

A. 1 know one fact which will probably illustrate it: 
better than anything else’: Proceeding was taken in Mor- 
risania for the widening of Third avenue under com- 
mission. When the act went into effect the commission 
of course ceased. The Commissioner paid over some 
3,000 he had collected to pay awards on the street. I 
know, at least in one instance, where the award has not 
been paid, and where the property is advertised to be sold 
for the non-payment of assessments, which the man can- 
not afford to pay, because he cannot get his award of 
payment. That is a case of hardship. I presume there 
are other cases of the same kind. I have not fixed my 
mind upon any particular points, and didn’t know I was 
to be called here. 
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Q. Just look over these resolutions. Now, can you 
give us any information bearing on those points? 

A. I cannot exactly at this time further than what I 
have said. 


'Q. You don’t know of any legal claims resisted # 

A. Yes, sir; I am President of the Morrisania Savings 
Bank; hold some bonds against the late town which the 
city assumed, the interest of which was due last Septem- 
ber ; the interest is not yet paid; probably will take pro- 
‘ceedings against them ; it was put in the hands of counsel 


last night. 


Q. What is the reason of the Comptroller’s not paying ¢ 
-A, I cannot tell. 


Q. Did he ever assign a reason ? 
A. I never called upon him myself; the cashier, I 
believe, has been several times, and can get no satisfac- 


tion. 


Q. No answer ? 
A. No definite answer. 


Q. Do you know what is the nature of the answers ? 

oie cannot recollect any positive answer; he was 
called upon last night to state, and he said he could get 
no satisfaction, and so it was put in the hands of counsel. 


Q. Do you know of any case, apart from that of Mr. 
Simon Sterne, in which counsel have appeared, represent- 
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ing themselves as appearing on behalf of the Comptroller 
before the Legislature ? 

A. I cannot say personally. 1 know there were some 
other parties up there last year who were alleged to rep- 
resent the Comptroller; who they were I don’t know; I 
have never been brought into official contact with them. 


Q. Do you know anything relating to the charge with 
regard to Hawkins ? 

A. All I know is, I have seen him around legislative 
halls very frequently. 


Q. Please to furnish the name of the secretary of your 
savings bank 4 
A. Charles Roeder. 


Q. Have you ever had any interviews with the Comp- 
troller since he has been. in the oftice—personal inter- 
views 4 

A. Not for about three years. 


Q. Was he Comptroller when you had that interview ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Was it a polite and pleasant interview on both sides ? 
A. ‘At that time? Oh, yes, sir. . 
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Ricuarp S. Rosenruar, being called as a witness and 
sworn, testified as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy : 


@. Are you employed by the city? 
A. I am the General Interpreter of the Criminal 
Courts of the County of New York. 


Q. Just state what is within your knowledge ? 

A, (Reading from a paper.) I am General Interpreter 
of the Criminal Courts of the County of New York. My 
salary for several months during 1874 was due from the 
Comptroller. I applied for it. Herefused ; alleging that 
I was not entitled to so much. * 


Alderman SHANDLEY: 


Q. How were you appointed ?, 

A. By resolution of the Board of Supervisors of 1873. 
I was compelled to commence suits for those months” 
salary, and such proceedings were had that I obtained 
judgment in the Common Pleas on the law and fact, and 
under due process of law upon said judgment I obtained 
those months’ salary,.as I claimed it. Another month’s 
salary became due. Notwithstanding this determination,. 
however, of the Court on the law and the fact in my 





favor. 
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Q. Can’t you just state the facts—you say you recovered 
judgment ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Does it carry costs and disbursements with it ? 
A. $470. 


Q. Any defense put in by the Comptroller 4 
A, Yes, sir. 


_ Alderman Purroy : 


Q. What was the defense ¢ 
A. The defense was that the act of the Legislature did 
not refer to me, but to my predecessor, Mr. Kazinski. 


Q. I think Mayor Hall stated your case the other day, 
didn’t he, to the Committee ¢ 
A. I don’t think he stated it fully. 


Q. Was what he did state a correct statement of your 
case? Do you corroborate all he said? 
A. I do, sir. 


Q. Just state whatever omissions he made. Supply 
them. 

A, I think this (referring to his paper) will supply it 
more fully than any questions in the matter. Notwith- 
standing this determination of the Court on the law and 
the facts in my favor, the Comptroller again refused to 
pay, alleging, as before, that I was not entitled to that 
rate of salary. I was compelled to commence suit again. 
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The Corporation Counsel gave an opinion to the Comp- 
troller, which I annex as Exhibit “A.” The Comptroller 
put in an answer. An affidavit of merits was filed De- 
cember 10, 1874, which I annex as Exhibit “B.” TI allege 
that said affidavit was duly made, and with full knowl- 
edge, both on the part of the Comptroller and of his 
deputy, Abraham L. Earle, who signs the affidavit, of the 
opinion of the Corporation Counsel and the advice therein 
contained, that there was no defense upon the merits, and 
also, knowledge of the decision of the Court to the same 
effect. Therefore, I make this affidavit, and charge that 
the said Abraham L. Earle has willfully, corruptly, and 
feloniously sworn false in an affidavit of merits required 
by law to be made in every suit, and that the Comp- 
troller, Andrew H. Green, has suborned the said Earle the 
said perjury then and there to commit; that is to say, in 
an affidavit of merits required by law was an allegation 
that E. Delafield Smith had advised a defense, when be- 
fore the affidavit-maker and the Comptroller was written 
advice from E. Delafield Smith that there was no de- 
fense. 


I now briefly state how this opinion of the Corporation 
Counsel was given and this case came on. I was appointed 
on the 19th of November, 1878, at a salary of $3,000. 
December 1, when my salary became due, the Comp- 
troller refused to pay me, on the ground that I was only 
entitled to salary at the rate of $2,000, as the resolution 
of the Board of Supervisors was unauthorized. He then 
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advised that a law should be passed by the Legislature 
fixing my salary at $3,500. The law wasdrawn up. Mr. 
Green looked at it and assisted in helping it through the 
Legislature ; wrote a very strong letter of recommenda- 
tion to the then Governor, John A. Dix, and the law, I 
believe, was passed on the 23d of May. At the end of 
May—I don’t know—for some reason that is a mystery to 
me, the Comptroller suddenly became hostile in his feel-_ 
ings towards me, and said he would not payme. I would 
have to contest this case in the courts, and said this law 
referred not to me, but to Mr. Kazinski. ‘The first suit 
was then commenced, and I obtained judgment—about 
$70, with interest on it. Then came this next month’s 
salary due, and the Comptroller again refused to pay, say- 
ing he would submit. the case first to the Corporation 
Counsel’s opinion before he would pay me. The Corpo- 
ration. Counsel then gave the following decision, published 
in the City Record October 80, 1874. 


@. You need not read it. What was its effect? 

A. The opinion of the Corporation Counsel was that 
there was no defense, and it closes: “In my opinion the 
decision of the Special Term of the Court of Common 
Pleas was correct, and Mr. Rosenthal’s lawful salary is 
now $3,500 per annum.” After receiving this letter from 
the Corporation Counsel, published in the City Record, the 
Comptroller put in an answer on the 7th of December and 
filed an affidavit on the 10th of December, 1874, that “he 
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has fully and fairly stated the case in the above action to 
‘E. Delafield Smith, the Counsel to the Corporation, and 
that the defendants have a good and substantial defense 
upon the merits thereof, as he is advised by said counsel.” 
This is sworn to by Abraham L. Earle, and I charge that 
the Comptroller in making this affidavit of merits through 
his deputy has suborned the said Earle to commit this per- 
jury. I furthermore aver that the whole answer which 
the Corporation Counsel put in 





Q. Who swore to that answer ? 
A, Mr. Earle. ‘ 


@. And to this affidavit of merits also ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. The affidavit is only as to the law. It does not state 
any facts at all? 

A. The answer is to the facts now. The affidavit of 
merits is simply to the defense which they have. Now,the 
answer is also perjury. Mr. Green, from the time I have 
been in office, except when the judgment was rendered in 
my favor and he was obliged to pay the judgment, has 
never paid me any more than at the rate of $2,000. In 
the answer which he put in, in the Court of Common Pleas, 
and which was sworn to on the 7th of December, 1874 





Alderman SHanviey : 

Q. By whom ? 

A. By the Comptroller, who signs every answer—occurs 
this: ‘“ Defendants aver that the salary appurtenant to the 
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office of General Interpreter of the Criminal Courts, etc., 
was fixed by resolution of the Board of Supervisors, 
adopted November 17, 1878, at the sum of $3,000 per an- 
num = il * that heretofore and before the 
commencement of this action plaintiff has been paid in full 
all the salary which accrued and became due to him for 
services as such Interpreter at said last-mentioned rate.” 
This is perjury, the Comptroller asserting here that he 
has paid me $1,000 more than he actually did. The case 
is now in court on this defense, and I have no apprehen- 
sion of the results, — 


Alderman Purroy: 


Q. That is your one case with the Comptroller. You 
have no other case concerning yourself which you have 
brought, in connection with the Finance Department, 
have you? 

A. No, sir. 


Q. Did you ever have any interviews with the Comp- 
troller ? 


A. Lhave, frequently. 


Q. Just state what took place at those interviews. What 
did you see him for? 

A, I came to see what defense there would be. I 
remember one interview in particular, on the 5th of 
November. It was shortly after the Corporation Counsel 
had published his opinion, and after Mr. Green had 
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asserted that as soon as the Corporation Counsel decided 
in my favor he would pay me. The Corporation Counsel’s 
“opinion was published on the 30th of October, and I went 
to see him on the 5th of November: Iasked him whether 
he was willing to pay me. He said : “No” I said: 
“Mr. Green, you teld me that the case should be sub- 
mitted to the Corporation Counsel, and if he should give 
a favorable opinion you were willing to pay me. Such 
opinion has been had. Why won’t you pay me?” Mr. 
Green said: “I don’t care a straw about the Corporation 
Counsel’s opinion or about the decision of the Court. I 
care for my own opinion, and I am the best judge in this 
case. You will have to sue me for every month’s salary.” 


Q. Was the word “straw” used ? 
A. Kither “straw” or “damn.” 


Q. Can you state whether it was “straw ” or “damn?” - 
A. Lam not quite certain. I don’t know. 


Q. According to your best recollection, was it “straw” 
or “damn ?” 
A. It may have been both. 


Q. Was it both? I want to know what your recollec- 
tion of the interview is ? 

A. In the memorandum which I took immediately 
after I had seen the Comptroller I jotted down the word 
“damn.” I suppose it was correct. My recollection at 
that time ought to be better than it is now. 
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‘Q. Go on. 

A, Then the Comptroller put in this perjured reply, and 
since then the case has been in court, subjecting me to 
great inconvenience, and constantly increasing, of course, 
the cost to the city. 


Alderman SHANDLEY: 


@. When he wrote to the Legislature—to Governor Dix 
—he recommended that you should be paid ? 

A. Yes, sir; Mr. Green made inquiries of the Chief 
~ Clerk ; he sent for him and asked him if that was too 
much to pay me a salary of $3,500, and then wrote a very 
strong letter of recommendation to the Governor that it 
should become a law, mentioning my name as Mr. Rosen- 
thal. 


@. Your time must have been pretty well occupied in 
litigation ? - 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. You have public duties to perform all this time ? 
A, Yes, sir; before courts; in fact, in all the courts. 
@ 
A 


. Has it interfered with your business in the courts ? 
. Yes, sir. 


@. You have been obliged to be present in suits when 
you ought to have been busy ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. How long have you been in court when you ought 
to have been engaged in your duties ? 
A. I really cannot state. 


Q. Has it been a considerable time ? 

A. A considerable time with my lawyers and Mr. 
Smith and Mr. Green; you might have tried just as well 
to see the Emperor of Russia as to see Mr. Green. 


Q. I think that is quite important; if all these judg- 
ments have been obtained against the city, I would like 
to know how many days, hours, or sessions of the court 
you have been absent from ? 

A. I could not state positively. 


Q. As near as you can. 
A. L have no distinet recollection. 


Q. Give your indistinct recollection ? 

A. I think that in going to the Comptroller, trying to 
see him, the Corporation Counsel and my own counsel, 
and attending to the case in the Common Pleas, when the 
case was on, I should think I was absent from Court 
at least thirty or forty times when I ought to have been 
there; and looking over these charges, I want to say that 
the Comptroller unjustly and maliciously delayed the 
payment of salaries; I don’t know about the malicious- 
ness in it; I know in the month of May I was paid on 


the 27th of the month, the salary of April. 


Q. Was this as the result of the law suit ? 
A. No, sir. 
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Q. Without any law suit you were paid ? 

A. No, sir; simply the pro rata salary; in June I had 
to wait until the 20th, together with all the other clerks 
in the office. 

Q. How many clerks? 

A. Five. : 

Q. They all had te wait on both these occasions ? 

A. Yes, sir; and we mostly have been paid on the 10th 
and 12th of the month, and never before the 2d, and enly 
on the 2d since the new Mayor has been in office; never 
before. 


Q. Have these delays caused any suffering on your 
part; I believe that is alleged there ? 
A. Yes, sir; they have considerable. 


Q. Have you got a family ? 

A. Yes, sir; to myself and family ; and the Comptrol- 
ler has always been aware of that very fact, that it caused 
suffering to my family. 


Q. Do you know the reasons for those delays ? 
A. Ido; but I prefer not to tell them. 


Q. But the Committee prefer that you should; I do, 
at least,as a member of the Committee; he may have 
been justified ? 

A. I don’t think he has. 

Q. Then tell us why he did not ¢ 


A, Thave no accurate knowledge why he did not, but 


for some reason or other he has been hostile to me. 
10 
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@. You, as I understand, and the clerks in the office, 
were all delayed on two or three occasions, once until the 
27th, and another time until the 20th, Am I right? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. What reason did he assign for that delay @ 
A. He did not assign any reason. 


Q. Have you, then, any knowledge of what is his rea- 
son? 
A, I don’t know. 


Q. Was that the only interview that you had with the 
Comptroller in which he used language such as that cited 
by you? 

A. The Comptroller, since May, has been very ungen- 
tlemanly in his behavior towards me, but I believe it is 
his common way of treating people, and so I did not pay 
much attention to it, simply thinking it was the behavior 
of an uneducated man, for a gentleman would not insult 
me. That is the way I look at it. 


Q. Can you give us any examples of this ungentle- 
manly treatment on the part of the Comptroller towards 
you 4 

A. Well, he stated to’ me on one occasion, when I said 
to him, “ Mr. Green, I think you are simply an executive 
officer, a clerk, placed here to pay all just demands,” that 
he would not stand such language from me, and that I 
should leave his office at once. That was when he was 
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setting up his own opinion as the supreme opinion, supe- 


rior to the decision of the court or the legal officers of 
the city. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


That combines the explanation he made as the opinion 
of the Corporation Counsel ? 

A. That was at a different time, I think; another 
interview. 


Alderman Purroy: 


Did you always, when you had an interview with the 
Comptroller, conduct yourself politely ? 

A, I never conduct myself in any other manner. Know- 
ing the amiability of Mr. Green, I was specially careful 
to be more polite than on other occasions. 


Q. Can you give the Committee any other information 
on any other head ? 

A. I think there was very unjust resistance to claims, 
which came under my notice in my office. The chief 
clerk, Sparks, had performed some service for the city, 
and, in his charging for it, he left it for the Board of Su- 
pervisors, in December, 1873, to fix at a proper sum for 
the services; and Mr. Green resisted the demand, and the 
case has been decided in favor of Mr. Sparks in the 
court 
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Mr. Joun B. Hasxin: 

~ Before you adjourn, I want to hand in a list of some 
witnesses under the charges I preferred at your last meet- 
ing. I came here to-day, expecting the pleasure of meet- 
ing Mr. Delafield Smith, Corporation Counsel, John 
Wheeler, and also, I would like to have Mr. Vance sub- 
peenaed, because those are three very important witnesses, 
for the purpose of proving some charges preferred by my- 
self. I want Mr. Smith for the purpose of proving the 
employment of this small army of lawyers, friendly to 
Mr. Green, who have drawn so largely from the city 
treasury. 


Alderman SHANDLEY: 
I should like to hear the names of the witnesses sub- 
poenaed to attend. 


Alderman Purroy: 


I think the only two witnesses who have been first 
notified, then subpcenaed, and since notified frequently, 
because I have been loth to get out attachments against 
them, are Mr. Barker, the late deputy clerk to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and Mr. E. D. Smith. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 

I move, then, that attachments be issued against those 
parties to compel their attendance. 

Motion carried.

Present—Aldermen Pourroy, Suanpury, and Bituives. 


James Kenran, being called as a witness and sworn, tes- 
tified as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Mr. Kedian, of what firm are you a member ? 
A. Kedian & Bro. 


@. What work did your firm do for the College of the 
City of New York? 

A. Plumbing, roofing, mason-work generally—furnish- 
ing them several goods, such as supplies, and incidental 
work. 


Q. Were your bills audited ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. By whom ? 
A. Mr. Davenport. 


Q. Who is he? 
A. Of the Board of Education. 


Q. Were they paid ? 
A. Yesterday. 
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Q. Why not before? 
A. Mr. Green obstructed the payment. 


Q. Did he refuse payment? 
A. He did, without I submitted to an unreasonable re- 
duction. 


Alderman Bruives: 


@. On what ground ? 

A. On the ground that he sent an examiner up there to 
examine my work; I went to the Board of Education, and 
they said that the bills were at Mr. Green’s office ; I ap- 
plied there, and they said they would have to send a man 
to examine the work; I made an appointment several 
times; the man failed to come; finally the President of 
the College sent word that the man was there; I went 
there, pointed out the different kinds of work done, where, 
and the difficulties under which it was done ; explained it ; 
they sent a man there who could not tell tin from galvan- 
ized iron. 


Alderman Purroy: 
Q. What was his name? 
A. McConkey ; I don’t know his first name. 


@. How long is it since he sent McConkey ? 
A. I should judge it was January or February, 1874. 


@. Do you know anything about this McConkey ? 
A. I do not, sir. 
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@. Some opinion has been handed in to the Committee 
in regard to him; you know nothing at all about his 
character ? 

A. No, sir. 


@. Do you know whether he was employed in the 
- Finance Department ? 
A. I know he was employed as an expert or examiner. 


@. And reported against you ? 

A. On some of the work? We showed him all through ; 
I called his attention to the leaders. He said this was 
tin—it was galvanized iron—and finally I proved it to 
him, and he said he believed it was. I asked him to go 
on the roof and examine work done there; it was rather 
dangerous for a man to go there, a man of his character. 


Q. Why? 

A. Probably, because he has not been accustomed to go 
on roofs; he went out on Twenty-third street block. and 
went up to examine a roof seventy-five feet away; the 
roof was probably seventy-five feet above where the work 
was done ; then he went down to his office and was pleased 
to make some deductions on the bills. 


Q. Do you know whether McConkey is in the office 
now ¢ 
A. I cannot say, sir. 


@. How long since your bills were audited have you 
been kept out of your money ? 
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A. T believe one bill was audited June 29, 1873, the 
other August, 1873, nearly two years. 


Q. And during all that time have the persons connected 
with the college been ready to pay you? 
A. Yes, sir; they aided me in every manner possible. 


Q. Who has been the only person to prevent it ? 
A. Mr. Green. 


Alderman Biriies: 


Q. That was based on the report of the examiner ? 
A. That was based on the report. 


Alderman Pourroy: 


Q. On McOonkey’s report ? 
A. On McConkey’s report. 


Q. Did you take any proceedings in the courts to re- 
cover your money ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. State what they were? 

A. I went before the Executive Committee; I told 
them I would not submit to those unreasonable deductions ; 
they asked me what I was going to do; [said I would 
stand a suit; I employed J. W. Gerard ; after taking all 
the points about it, he entered the suit and had a man- 
damus in our favor by Judge Davis; that was along about 
April or May, 1874; the mandamus was to compel the 
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President of the Board of Education to sign the draft; 
then Mr. Green or some of those parties caused the appeal 
from the decision of Judge Davis, and carried it to the 
General Term; the General Term met on the 28d of last 
December and affirmed the original judgment ; after that 
the draft was signed by President Neilson of the Board 
of Education, on the 21st of January; the draft was then 
presented to the Chamberlain of the City of New York; 
he refused payment. 


Q. On what ground ? 
A. The ground that there was no money there to meet 
the drafts. 


Q. Did he.state why there were no moneys there ? 
A. He stated there was no money to meet the draft. 
He did not state any reasons to me why. 


Q. He did not state no moneys had been set apart by 
the Comptroller ? 

A. He stated that there was no money set apart by the 
Comptroller to meet those drafts. After that I went down 
to my counsel’s office, and he caused a statement, or made 
a demand on Mr. Green—and furnished him a copy, also 
this Committee a copy, the Mayor of the City of New 
York a copy—to set those moneys apart on or before the 
9th of February; if not, steps would be taken to compel 
him. No money was set apart then, and then we applied 
again to the Chamberlain, after that we went to his Honor 
the Mayor, and s0, finally, there was another demand made 
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on Mr. Green to set this money apart, and the money was 
set apart, and payment was made yesterday. 


Q. Payment has been resisted heretofore, and paid 
since you have been summoned as a witness before this 
Committee # 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. How long is it since the final determination in the 
courts, since the last decision in the courts, in your case? 
A. Since the first of last January. 


Q. By your not getting this money, has this action, on 
the part of the Comptroller, inflicted any serious loss on 
you? 

A. Yes, sir; the loss of the use of the money, and of 
the money itself. . | 


Q. When was the draft, drawn by Mr. Neilson, pre- 
sented to the Chamberlain ? 
A, 22d of January. 


Q. 22d of last January ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. What reasons were then given for not paying it ? 
A, No money set apart by the Comptroller to meet that 
draft. 


Q. Were there costs in those suits that you were obliged 


to institute ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Do you know the amount ? 


A. No, sir; there was interest on my bills which 
amounted to some $865. 


@. You have been refused payment for the last two 
years, and you were paid since you were subpcenaed as a 
witness before this Committee ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


JAmeEs W. Grrarp, being called as a witness and sworn, 
testified as follows : 


Hxamined by Alderman Purroy: 


@. Were you retained by the witness who has preceded 
you? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. For what purpose ? 

A. To enforce the collection of a claim against the 
Board of the College of the City of New York, for work, 
labor, and materials, performed and expended. This was 
about—sometime in January, 1874. Those proceedings 
were taken by me in the form of an order to show cause 
against Mr. Green, the Auditor, Mr. Earle, and Mr. Neil- 
son, President of the Board of Education, why a peremp- 
tory mandamus should not be issued against them to pay 
this bill of Mr. Kedian’s, amounting then to considerably 
over $3,000. The order to show cause was served upon 
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those gentlemen, and it was entristed—the case on the 
part of the respondents—to the Corporation Counsel, as I 
understood from them, under instruction from Mr. Green ; 
and that the parties from the college were willing to pay 
the bills, inasmuch as they had already been audited by 
the executive committee of that college—passed upon. I 
took the ground in the application for a mandamus under 
the law that the moneys had been raised to pay these bills, 
that those moneys belonged exclusively to the Trustees of 
the College of the City of New York. They were acci- 
dentally under deposit in the Finance Department. Such 
Department had no right, control, or power over these 
moneys, and I instructed Mr. Green that the Auditor had 
no right to audit these bills, and the bill should be paid 
on the draft of the President of the College. Mr. Green 
had no jurisdiction or control over them. An argument 
was heard upon the motion for a mandamus before his 
Honor Mr. Justice Davis of the Supreme Court of this 
District. After opposition on the part of the Corporation 
Counsel, and on the 10th of April, 1874, the Court di- 
rected a peremptory mandamus to be issued, directing the 
payment of these bills of Mr. Kedian. I will state, that 
the order for mandamus was based upon affidavits recit- 
ing all the facts; that this work had been performed, the 
bills had been audited and passed upon by the Trustees of 
the College, and there were no opposing affidavits to this 
originally put in, consequently, the facts were all conceded. 


: Q. You stated, Mr. Gerard, that you informed the 
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Comptroller that the moneys were there by mistake only ; 
just explain that ? 

A. I did not state that. The act under which the Col- 
lege of the City of New York was established, as modified 
by subsequent act, made that college a distinct and separ- 
ate organization, entirely distinct from the city govern- 
ment, forming no part of it, and a corporation by itself; 
that was the amendment of March 30, 1866: “The Free 
Academy is to be thenceforth a distinct and separate 
organization of the body corporate, and to be known as 

the College of the City of New York, with the same 
powers and privileges of the colleges under the revised 
statutes.’ The members of the Board of Education were 
to be ex-officio trustees of said college. By the act the 
moneys raised for it annually were to be deposited in some 
place to be designated, not necessarily the treasury of 
New York any more than any bank. They happened to 
be deposited in the Finance Department, and there they 
were. As I claimed on the argument, and as Judge Davis 
has established in his opinion, these moneys had no refer- 
ence at all to the city of New York.or any of its depart- 
ments, and were not under the jurisdiction of the Comp- 
troller as an officer, or in any other capacity. 


Q. Can you state to the Committee what was the 
amount of interest, costs and disbursements—the costs of 
the litigation which you were forced to ? 

A. If the Committee will excuse me, I had better state 
the result of the litigation and the appeal. The Corpora- 
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tion Counsel, under the instructions, as I understood, of 
gentlemen connected with that Department—of Mr. Green 
—appealed from this decision of Judge Davis. They 
also moved for a stay of proceedings pending the appeal, 
which I opposed, but unsucessfully. The appeal did not 
come to the argument until sometime in December, 1874. 
The General Term affirmed the order of mandamus 
against Mr. Neilson, that the draft should be drawn, we 
knowing or understanding all the time that Mr. Neilson 
was willing to draw the drafts, and that the money was so 
appropriated to be of some use. They affirmed the prin- 
ciple established below that the Comptroller and Auditor 
had no power at all over these moneys of the College of 
the City of New York; that they belonged to the Col- 
lege of the City of New York, were subject to its drafts 
and nobody else; but at the same time they modified the 
decision below by stating that the mandamus against the 
Comptroller should not be continued, because he had no 
control over these moneys whatever in his financial capa- 
city, and that, therefore, a mandamus was not a proper 
writ against a person who had nothing to do with the 
moneys. 


Q. What was the amount of costs, disbursements and 


interest ? 
A, The original bills of Mr. Kedian—— 


Q. That would get atit. What were the original bills, 
and what was the amount paid yesterday ? 
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A. The original amount was $3,876 ; the amount paid 
yesterday was $4,255 and some cents. I will state, inas- 
much as this was a mandamus proceeding in the shape of 
an application for an order, that no costs could be awarded 
against the city, except $10; but Mr. Kedian, the appli- 
cant, was put to the whole expense of the proceedings— 
counsel’s services for this period of two years. I would 
state further, that, after the decision of the General Term 
of May, that order of the General Term was made, affirm- 
ing the judgment. on the 11th of January, 1875, and served 
on Mr. Green. I would state that the order affirming the 
judgment of the Court below, by the General Term, was 
made on the 11th of January, 1875, and that the copy of 
the order was immediately served upon the counsel for 
Mr. Green, the respondent, and that no appeal was entered ; 
that on the 21st of January Mr. Neilson drew his draft 
on the Chamberlain, to the order of Mr. Kedian, for the 
amount claimed, with interest ; that on the 22d of Janu- 
ary, 1875, the draft was presented to the Chamberlain, Mr. 
Lane then being in office, and that it was protested for 
non-payment. I called on Mr. Lane, on behalf of Kedian. 
He expressed his willingness to pay the draft, but said that 

the amount applicable to the College—which belonged to 
them—had not been set apart and distinguished by Mr. 
Green so that he could meet these drafts. I then, in be- 
half of Kedian, called on Mr. Green, and asked that the 
moneys belonging to the College of the City of New York 
be separated, and distinguished, and set aside, so that these 
drafts could be met and the college could have their mo- 
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neys. I understood that the Trustees of the College, or 
some of them, had made similar application. All these 
applications were refused; the moneys were not set apart 
so that the drafts could be paid. 


@. Any reason given ? 

A. None that I ever heard. I afterwards called on Mr. 
Green personally. | None was given by the Chamberlain 
either, except that he could not get at the amounts of these 
moneys. This was Mr. Lane. He had requested a designa- 
tion from Mr. Green, and could not get it—words to that 
effect—or he hadn’t done it. I then, about the 4th of Feb- 
ruary last, called upon Mr. Green personally. I told Mr. 
Green that this matter had been decided against him by 
two branches of the Supreme Court; that this money was 
not under his direction or control; that this draft had been 
drawn in behalf of Mr. Kedian, and I saw no proper 
reason why he should not be paid this amount; he was 
very much inconvenienced by being kept out of it, or 
words to that effect. I said he shou!d take the proper steps 
to designate and set apart those moneys, particularly the 
moneys of the years 1878 and 1874, under which this work 
was done’ and against which the draft was drawn. Mr. 
Green seemed to be more or less busy, and told me it was 
a free country, and I could do what I chose. I told him 
I would do so. I informed him, which he knew already, 
of these various decisions, to the effect that he had noth- 
ing to do with these moneys, and that he was keeping other 
people’s moneys, without any reason. I then drew up a 
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paper reciting the whole thing—reciting all these proceed- 
ings, these decisions of the Court—to the effect that he had 
nothing to do with these moneys, and had no business to 
keep them, and I served notice on him in behalf of the 
Kedian draft. That notice was served about the 7th of 
February, 1875—either the day before or after that date, 
or on that date. 


Now, the notice was to this effect: 


“You are hereby notified to designate and set apart, for 
the College of the City of New York, the said balances, or 
sufficient thereof to meet said draft, according to the ac- 
counts in your hands relative thereto, and to notify the City 
Chamberlain that you do the same, on or before the 9th of 
February, 12 o’clock noon, when the said draft will be pre- 
sented for payment, or, in default thereof, we shall take 
such proceedings against you as an individual or public 
officer as may seem proper to us, basing our on 
your improper withholding of money belonging to us.” 


I will state that there were full appropriations. The 
moneys were in Mr. Green’s hands for the years 1873 and 
1874 sufficient to meet these drafts, and there never had 
been any question that those moneys were there. _ I also— 
on the change of officials in the Chamberlain’s Depart- 
ment, Mr. Nelson Tappan being appointed in place of Mr. 
Lane—subsequently spoke to Mr. Tappan on the subject, 
and met with the same resistance, as I see, from Mr. Green’s 
orders. He could not get at those moneys so as to meet our 
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draft. Since the decision of the. Court—the General Term 
—there was no dispute at all, no appeal—we have been 
kept from having this draft paid. That final decision that 
I have stated—final order being January 12, 1875—the 


money was obtained yesterday, to wit, the 12th of March, 
I think, 1875. 


! 
Q. Has any reason arisen since the decision of the 


General Term, and up to yesterday, for refusing to pay 
this money ? 


A. No reason at all. 


Q. Do you know why it was paid yesterday ? 


A. I don’t know; except, perhaps, through apprehen- 
sion of some public sentiment. 


Q. Did you ever understand whether the Corporation 
Counsel had given an opinion in this question ? 

A. The Corporation Counsel litigated this thing all 
through—was beaten—at least his decisions were not sus- 
tained—the Court decided against, all his legal opinions, 
so that there was no opinion for him to give. 


QY. Do you know whether he advised Mr. Green before 
he refused to pay? 


A. I don’t know. 


Q. Do you know this man, alluded to as examiner— 
Mr. McConkey ? 
A. Never heard of him before to-day.

‘Ws. H. Netrson, being called as a witness and sworn, 
testified as follows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Mr. Neilson, are you President of the Board of 
Education ? 
A. I am, sir. 


Q. How long have you been so? 
A, I have been about two years, I think. I nage been 
ever since the new law. 


Q. What new law ? 

A. The law which changed the Board of Public In- 
struction to the Board of Education, making it distinct 
outside the City Charter. 


Q. Have you any powers conferred on your Board to 
audit claims against the College of the City of New York ? 

A. Well, the Board of Education has not. The Board 
of Education is a separate—the Board of Trustees of the 
College, I should say, is a separate and distinct organiza- 
tion, only identical in so faras the members of the Board 
of Education are ex-officio Trustees of the College. Other- 
wise they are separate and distinct. 


Q. Have they any power to audit the bills? 
A. The Trustees. Yes, they have power through the 
Executive Committee. 


Q. Against the college ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Do you know, whether or not, the Comptroller has 
claimed the right to control the moneys belonging to your 
Board ? 


A. The Comptroller has. 


Q. After these bills were audited ? 
A. He has claimed entirely the right to control the 


funds of the Trustees of the College, after the money 
was raised, and to pay the money only at his office, on 
vouchers which should be presented there for the claim, 
whatever it might be. 


Alderman Biniines: 


Q. He has claimed the right to audit ? 
A. He claims the right to audit. 


Alderman Purroy : 


Q. Have you, at any time, either prior to or subject to 
the decision in the Kedian case, claimed that the moneys 
were under the control of your Board ? 

A. The Board of Trustees passed a resolution requir- 
ing the Comptroller to deposit the balance of last year to 
the credit of the college—$25,000 of the $150,000 of that 
year to the credit of the college—and reset it down to 
the Comptroller. I had an interview with him. 


Q. State what took place at that interview ? 


A, I mentioned to him the fact that he was in posses- 
sion of this order, and asked him if he was willing to 
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place this money to the credit of the college, as he should 
do under the decision of the Supreme Court, which deci- 
sion was to the effect that he should be required to do so; 
he called a legal gentleman whom he has to advise him, 
and asked the gentleman if my opinion in the case was 
the true one, and this gentleman told him it was; he then 
said to one of his officials, just then drawing a draft, to 
put this money to the credit of the college ; $25,000—that 
is, the $25,000 for the year 1875—was so deposited to the 
credit of the college; the balances for the past years has 
only been deposited ; he retained those and didn’t deposit 
them until a day or two ago; I understand that he has 
now deposited, under the requisition of the Trustees of 
the College, the balances of the past years as required ; 
he has already deposited, as I said, the $25,000 upon the 
account of this year. 


Q. Now, has the Comptroller’s action, in reference to 
these moneys, impeded the action of the Board of Trus- 
tees of the College? 

A. Well, there has been some little inconvenience. 


Mr. Man, perhaps, could state more exactly about it than | 
T can, because he is the Chairman of the Executive Com- - 


mittee who audit these bills on behalf of the Board of 
Trustees. It has been some little inconvenience, perhaps, 
in some cases—I may say great inconvenience. 


Q. Has it prevented the Board from having work done 
or has it impaired their credit ? 
A, Well; ithas in one or two cases. In one or two 
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cases the people have objected to furnishing material, be- 
cause they felt or declared that there was so much delay 
and difficulty attending their payment. 


@. Are you sure that has only been in one or two 
cases 2 

A. Mr. Man can tell. Ihave heard of a few cases of 
that kind. 


Q. More than one or two ? 

A. Not more than one or two. I haveno knowledge of 
more than one or two cases. I know there was one case 
where there was some material for the Philosophical and 
Chemical Department needed from a certain house, 
and that they rather hesitated or declined to jfurnish 
it, because they had so much difficulty in getting their 
Pay 

Q. Do you know whether any bill of the Board of 
Trustees, after having been audited byjyou, has been de- 
layed for any length of time by the action of the Comp- 
troller ? 

A. I have no positive knowledge of any case except 
this of Kedian’s. That Ihave positive knowledge of. 


Q. Youhave heard Mr. Kedian’s statement ? 
A. Thave; yes, sir. 


Q. Is that statement correct ? 
A. Well, I would state about that matter, that that bill 
was audited by the Committee of the College. I think 
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some members of that Committee considered that bill 
excessive in its charges. They believed, however, that 
the work had been performed, material furnished, and 
that there was no defense against the payment of that: 
bill, nor any reason why it should not be audited. If 
there was anything to be done by them in the matter, it 
was finding that Mr. Kedian’s charges were large, after- 
wards to decline to employ him. That bill, however, was 
audited. It went down to the Comptroller’s office, and 
there the Comptroller demanded, as I understand, a de- 
duction from that bill before it should be paid, inasmuch 
as it was an overcharge. Mr. Gerard’s statement about 
the proceedings is correct. The proceedings were had— 
a mandamus was served upon me from Judge Davis. 
There was some little informality about it. I took it to 
the Corporation Counsel, and the Corporation Counsel 
consulted with Mr. Gerard; an appeal was taken to the 
Supreme Court, General Term 





Q. Excuse me for interrupting you; we have heard 
the facts of the case gone over with. When I asked you 
if Mr. Kedian’s statement was correct, I meant just to 
put this question to you in effect: Whether this Board 
audited his bill ? 

A. It was audited by the Executive ae who 
had the right to do it. 


Q. That was the last your Board had to do with it ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. State any particulars, please, in which the authority 
and action of your Board has been impeded. by the 
Comptroller ? 

A. I cannot tell you any instance of my own knowl- 
edge. Of the Board of Education or the Board of Trus- 
tees, which do you refer to? 


Q. Either ? 

A. The delays and difficulties which have been occa- 
sioned in the Comptroller’s office, so far as affects the 
Board of Education, have been very few, very slight, 
indeed. 


Q. There have been some ? 

A. Some things have rubbed a little, but we have had 
very little difficulty there; the Comptroller has been 
generally pretty prompt in paying. 


@. Do you remember the instance of a philosophical 
instrument referred to? 

A. That is what I referred to; that was at the college ; 
Mr. Man will tell you the particulars. But a philosophi- 
cal instrament was imported, and there was some diffi- 
culty. Mr. Green refused to pay the money for it, or to 
furnish the means of getting possession of it for some 
time. Finally, possession was obtained of it, and the bill 
was settled—I could not exactly tell you how; it was a 
matter that was under the particular jurisdiction of the 
Executive Committee. 
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Q. Do you know about it ? 
A. I know there was something of that kind—some 
difficulty. 


Q. You know there was a difficulty ? 
A. I know there was a difficulty about a philosophical 
instrument that was imported. 


Q. Do you know whether, in consequence of the Comp- 
troller, you have been obliged to pay extra prices to 
mechanics or others? 

A. I don’t know of my own positive knowledge ; but 
still I have heard that such was the case in some instances. 


Q. Do you know whether the salaries of the teachers 
and employees of the Board have been delayed since Mr. 
Green has come into power ? 

A. That is of the Board of Education ? 


Q. Yes ? 

A. But very little; Mr. Green has given them some 
inconvenience, although they have received the money at 
the will of the Board of Education, they have sometimes 
been obliged to come down to get their checks ; otherwise 
there has been no inconvenience. 


Q. I have been informed that the teachers, month 
after month, instead of having been paid the 1st of the 
month, have been kept sometimes eight and ten, and on 
some occasions, twenty days out of their pay ? 

A. Well, I think that has not been Mr. Green’s fault. 
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Q. That was not the question; has that taken place in 
your knowledge? 

A. I think not; I cannot say that there has been; there 
have been some delays at times; I think Mr. Green has 
generally paid the salaries of our teachers promptly. 


Q. Do you know whether the teachers have on some 
occasions been kept eight and ten and in some instances 
more days out of their pay ? 

A. I am hardly prepared to answer that question, for 1 
don’t recollect any case in which they have suffered that 
inconvenience; the teachers are usually paid, I think, the . 
middle of the month, and I am quite ignorant if they 
have been inconvenienced to that extent—nothing to my 
knowledge. 


Q. You are a member of the Board of Education ? 
A. Lam President of the Board of Education. 


Q. And trustee, too ¢ 

A. Yes, sir; a trustee. I am President of the Board 
of Education, and ex-officio I am a trustee of the col- 
lege, and elected by the trustees their chairman. If I had 
believed these questions were to be put to me, I could 
have informed myself better. 


Q. One thing I would like to have you do. If you 
could ascertain the dates on which the teachers have been 
paid since Mr. Green has come into office, and find out 
whether it is true or not that they have been delayed ten 
or more days ? 
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A. If you will invite our auditor to come down, he 
will give you the exact dates and facts of the case. That 
comes under his jurisdiction. Ihave not heard myself a 
complaint from any teacher relative to such a matter as 
you now refer to. Iam the recipient of a good many of 
their wrongs and sorrows, etc., and I cannot recollect a 
single case where the teachers have complained. 


Q. They may have been very uncomplaining, that is 
not what I want to get at. I want the fact as to whether 
the delay took place ? 

A. Lam only explaining why I am not impressed now 
with any knowledge of a fact of that kind. 





Q.,We will notify your auditor 
A. And he will give you the facts. 


Q. What is the name? 
A. Jobn Davenport. 


Arson P. May, being called as a witness and sw orn, tes- 
tified as follows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Please state, Mr. Man, whatever information you 
have in relation to the matter we are now on? 

A. I think, sir, this difficulty has arisen mainly from a 
misconception as to the exact legal position of the College 
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in reference to the Board of Education and to the city ; 
while we, the Trustees of the College, are perfectly satis- 
fied—and the statute so declares—it is perfectly clear as a 
legal proposition that it is a separate organization from 
both the city and the School Board—I mean as a legal 
corporation—and is entitled to receive its funds from the 
Board of Supervisors, have them set apart, draw its own 
checks, pay its bills, audit them, without interference from 
the Comptroller, Chamberlain, or anybody else ; the Comp- 
troller has all along doubted that position, and I don’t 
know that we can find fault that people do not clearly 
understand legal distinctions between the College and the 
Board of Education when they formerly were coupled to- 
gether before the College was created a separate organiza- 
tion; prior to 1866 it was the Free Academy, and was 
then intimately connected with the Board of Education, 
and they seem now to have separated it clearly and dis- 
tinctly in the minds of the officials; and if the opinion of 
Judge Davis has been before you, or been referred to, it 
will be seen that even he did not clearly understand the 
difference, even after it was argued before him, between 
the legal status of the College, as a separate and distinct 
organization like any other college, and that of the Board 
of Education, which is really more intimately connected 
with the city ; that seemed to have been the difficulty in 
Mr. Green’s office ; Mr. Green was very hard to be con- 
vinced on the subject, and finally has only been convinced 
by the opinion of the Supreme Court, and that followed 
by what seemed to be a greater authority—the opinion of 
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the Corporation Counsel; I considered the opinion of the 
Supreme Court a little preferable myself. 


@. Have you powers conferred on your Board to audit? 
A. Undoubtedly. 


@. Has the Comptroller claimed the right to moneys 
belonging to your Board ? 

A. Yes, sir; he claimed it was a department of the 
city, and the bills were to be audited by him, and he sent 
his officials to inspect the work in the College. 


Q. Has his action, in relation to those moneys impeded 
the action of the Board of Education of the College? 
A. Tt has annoyed us, sir. 


Q. Has it prevented you from having work done, or 
impaired your credit? 

A. Well, of course, there were some mechanics a little 
reluctant to do work when they were submitted to in- 
convenience in getting their bills paid. I don’t think it 
has cost us any more to employ others; on the whole, it 
has been, I think, a wholesome change; we have got others 
better. 


Q. Has it impaired your credit? 
A. Not seriously. 


Q. Has it at all? 

A. Not that I am aware of; I understood from the 
President of the College that there were some mechanics 
who expressed reluctance to work. 
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Q. Well, that is all the questions I have to ask you; 
we may send you notice; there are some other questions 
I might put to you at the next meeting? 

A. If you can state to me a little what it is—it is a 
little inconvenient for me to come—if you can state to 
me to what they relate—— 


Q. I cannot very well. 
A. You were inquiring about a philosophical instru- 
ment that was imported from abroad, and about which 


Mr. Neilson did not know, and I did know. 
Q. Just state that? 


A. The Comptroller having objected to paying for any- 
thing until it was delivered, it was necessary in ordering 
a philosophical instrument—to cost about $800 or $1,000— 
from Paris, to order the manufacturer to send it here by 
Baldwin & Co.’s express, for cash on delivery, which he 
did, at the instance of one of the professors ; it was sent 
through that firm, and notice was given at the College ; 
and the bill was audited, and sent to the Comptroller, and 
the delay occurred in paying it, and it was mid-summer ; 
there was a good deal of delay, and finally the express- 
men, Baldwin & Oo., became impatient about it, and it 
did occasion us considerable inconvenience, for we went 
a number of times to the Comptroller’s office; I went, 
and the President of the College went two or three times ; 
finally, after a considerable delay, they threatened to sell 
the instrument for expenses, unless the bill was promptly 
paid; and, finding that difficulty, I called upon Mr. 
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Earle, the Auditor, in the Comptroller’s office, and he said 
that the bills, through some press of business, had been 
temporarily mislaid, and that was his excuse and apology 
for not having it sooner paid; it did put us to a great 
deal of inconvenience, but that was the excuse. There 
seemed to be a very great press of business in the office ; 
of course, we were annoyed by it, but he said it was an 
inadvertence. 


‘Gnorer H. Forster, being duly sworn, testified as fol- 
lows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Please to inform the Committee what you know 
in relation to the Annexation Act. How much, for in- 
stance, of the present act, in relation to this one point, was 
drawn by Mr. Simon Sterne, confining the answer to the 
Annexation Act in that respect ? 

A, A few of the evenings prior to the 1st of January, 
1874, I spent in examining the Annexation Bill of 1873, 
and in drawing such provisions for necessary legislation, 
as Mr. Samuel E. Lyon and myself, who had been in confer- 
ence on the subject, in talking the matter over, had thought 
necessary to obviate any constitutional objections to that 
bill, and also to supply omissions which, on further con- 
sideration, we thought we had discovered in the bill, as 
passed in 1873. With those suggestions Mr. Lyon and I 
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spent the whole of New Year’s Day, in 1874, in going 
over the subject carefully, and in preparing the necessary 
bills. I had the amended and re-enacted Annexation Bill, 
as he and I agreed upon it, in gross; and, I think, upon 
the 4th or 5th of January I sent it to Mr. Cauldwell, who 
was the member of Assembly to introduce. That was the 
skeleton of the bill as passed by the Legislature. Mr. 
Cauldwell, before introducing the bill, as I learned after- 
wards, made some necessary amendments, in view of his 
greater familiarity with the wants of the town of Morris- 
sania; and with those amendments introduced the bill, 
and it was ordered printed. Subsequently to that Mr. 
Herring and Mr. Angell and two or three other gentlemen, 
who had been connected with the government of the towns 
of West Farms and Morrisania, made additional suggestions, 
and the results of those additionall suggestions were printed 
_ in a subsequent bill, which, I think, was numbered 710. 
The bill Mr. Lyon and I had drawn was numbered 
200 and something. I sent a copy of bill 710, as soon as 
I received it, printed—I think in the month of February 
—to the Mayor, another to the Corporation Counsel, and 
another to the Department of Public Parks; and requested 
them, if they had any suggestions to make to make them to 
me. I was at that time—although not on the first of Jan- 
uary—lI had then become Chairman of the Law Committee 
of the North Side Association, an association of property- 
owners and tax-payers. It consisted entirely of lawyers 
residing in that territory, with the exception of Austin 
Hewitt. That Committee had ,then taken charge of this, 
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and I as Chairman had it in my charge. While the mat- 
ter was in this shape, then, there were two bills printed, 
one the bill I have spoken of in this way as number 200, 
and the other bill 710, which contained various additional 
suggestions. Mr. Sterne called upon me and informed me 
that he had been referred to me by Mr. Samuel E. Lyon ; 
that he had been employed or requested by the Comptrol- 
ler to look into this matter, and he expressed the appre- 


hension that we people up there might be disposed to do, 


some injustice to the city of New York, and he proposed to 
look into it. “He called my attention to the fact of these 
two bills—the bill which had been first introduced as 
printed, and the seeond bill, then or afterwards known as 
bill 710. He said that Mr. Lyon had informed him that 
I had more particular charge of this matter than any one 
else, and therefore he would come to me to understand 
precisely what we needed, and why we needed it. I was 
rather apprehensive that we might meet with opposition 
from the Comptroller, because, in the previous year we 
had met with very serious opposition from the Mayor of 
the City of New York. We had been compelled to insert 
a provision in the bill in order to save it, submitting it to 
the popular vote, which I, as a lawyer, thought impaired 
its constitutionality ; and when Mr. Sterne came to me 
representing, as he did, a powerful authority in the city 
of New York, I was very desirous—very naturally—to 
get this measure, and therefore to get Mr. Sterne to take 
a favorable view of what we wanted. I spent a number 
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ofshours with Mr. Sterne carefully going over what I had 
drawn. I furnished him a copy of the bill Mr. Lyon and 
I had drawn, discussed with him every one of those sug- 
gestions and the reason for it. Mr. Sterne told me, after 
spending four or five hours with me, that he should go home 
and would dictate to a stenographer what he thought this 
ought to be after hearing my suggestions and going over 
my bill, and I asked him if he would furnish me a copy of 
it, and he stated that he would. He subsequently furnish- 
ed me a copy of it, which I looked at, and which seemed 
to be the bill Mr. Lyon and I had originated, to which 
Mr. Herring and Mr. Cauldwell and various other people 
in our district had added suggestions, with a few sugges- 
tions which seemed to be in Mr. Green’s interest—that is to 
say, giving the Comptroller greater power and authority 
over the wants of this territory. 


Q. Those were the only changes? 

A. Those were the only changes that I saw—I beg your 
pardon—there was one other, to which we seriously ob- 
jected. There was a matter which was in controversy, in 
litigation there, with regard to the’ election of Judge 
Flannagan. I had the notion that his election was pre, 
mature. It took place a year in advance of the: time it 
should have taken place. Mr. Sterne had introduced in 
this bill of his a provision legalizing that election, and 
we, in the North Side Association, raised a serious opposi- 
tion to that because we did not think the Legislature 
ought to interfere. 
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Q. That was not put in? ‘ 
A. No, sir; I don’t remember any other. Ata future 
time in April, when we were in Albany, we dug that out. 


Q. It was not in the bill as passed ¢ 
A, Oh, no; not at all. 


Q. The bill, as passed, was your bill ? 

A. The bill, as passed, was. We sat down there, Mr. 
Sterne, Mr. Cauldwell, Mr. Herring, myself, and Mr. 
Frisbie, with bill 710, a bill which had been introduced 
into the Assembly by Mr. Cauldwell, and in the Senate 
by Mr. Robinson, and we made such alterations to that 
bill as we tinally did agree upon, and that was the bill as 
passed. The framework of it was the bill Mr. Lyon and 
I had drawn on the 1st of January. : 


Q. Do you know anything about a provision in one of 
the sections of Mr. Cauldwell’s Annexation Bill in regard 
to maps of the annexed district ? 

A. Yes, sir; I know all about that. | 


@. Who drew the amendment? 

A. I,in my own handwriting, for the reason that we 
had been tied up in Kingsbridge by a lot of expensive 
detailed maps made by the Department of Parks for four 
or five years, and, as soon as I saw this section in its de- 
tail, I brought it before the North Side Association, and 
we thought it entirely unnecessary to have such a long 
provision. 
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Q. Then it was you who had that provision stricken 
out ? 

A. The Association insisted upon it, and in pursuance 
of this I discussed it, and I did all the writing. Nearly 
all the writing done in the original bill as finally engrossed 
was done by Mr. Herring and myself. 


Q. I understand Mr. Sterne claims to have saved the 
city some vast amount—$500,000 ? 

A, My recollection is that Mr. Sterne assented to the 
opposition I made to that section as it was originally ; but 
be knew very little about it, and I knew all about it. 


Q. It was you who objected to that amendment? 

A. Yes, sir. We needed maps, but it did not need any 
such detailed provisions as in that draft. The section was. 
passed to give us maps, but the details as to expense in 
getting a draft of it, stating that this territory should be 
laid out in lots of 25x100 feet, were not necessary. Maps 
were not necessary ; other things were. 


Q. In your opinion as a lawyer were Mr. Sterne’s ser- 
yices in connection with the Annexation Bill worth 
$1,650 ? ; 

A. In connection with the Annexation Bill? To 
whom ? 


Q. The City of New York. . 
A. Ishould think not. 
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. Witu1am CauLpwe t, being recalled as a witness, testified 
as follows : 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. We asked you to post yourself in connection with 
some of these details as to just what amendments were 
made by Mr. Simon Sterne, and to appear before us and 
state what occurred at this meeting ? 

A. I took this bill, 710, and compared it with the origi- 
nal act, and I find that all the substantial amendments 
that we made were in section 7—an amendment of. about 
twenty or thirty lines, which I see was drawn up by Mr. 
Herring and Mr. Forster ; an amendment of about twenty 
lines in section 9, an amendment of about eighteen lines 
in section 18, which I understand Mr. Forster himself 
-drew up; and also I took some little pains to see as near 
as I could what amount of original matter there was in 
the bill of 1874, as compared to 1878. I find that in the 
Amended Annexation Act of 1874 there are 904 printed 
lines. In 1878 the original act as passed contained only 
444, showing-that the number of original lines added. to 
the Annexation Act by the act of 1874 was 460. The 
only original amendment that I can find which, to my re- 
collection, was made by Mr. Sterne was one in section 9. 
That contains about nine printed lines. In another sec- 
tion—that relating to the Board of Audit--I believe that 
Mr. Sterne added a line or two. At any rate, from the 
best of my recollection, I think that he made about twelve

original lines. of amendment—of course, a good many 
verbal amendments of no particular consequence. As — 
soon as we decided on giving the power to the Comptroller 
instead of local authorities, of course there had to be some 
verbal amendments made. There were 448 original lines 
furnished by Mr. Forster, Mr. Herring and myself. I 
made this calculation: if Mr. Sterne was paid $1,600 for 
those twelve lines, it would amount to about $133.33 per 
line; and also if he had been paid at the same ratio, and 
done all the work, he would have had a bill of $60,383.33. 


Q. After looking over this carefully as you have since 
the last. meeting, are you still of the opinion that Mr. 
Sterne’s services have been exorbitantly paid for at $1,650? 

A, I only judge as I said before ; he is a lawyer and I 
am not familiar with lawyers’ charges. 


-@. You are familiar with this business of drawing acts ?. 
A. I should think it, of course, very exorbitant. 


@. Do you know whether Mr. Sterne saved the city 
$500,000 in having something stricken out of the Annexa- 
tion Bill ? : 

A. No, sir; I do not. 


Q. Did he have anything stricken out? 

A. I understood at the time that the matter stricken: 
out referred to having some linear feet described on the- 
map, which the North Side Association thought unneces- 
sary, which Mr. Forster represented to me and I consented. 
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to strike out. I don’t know that Mr. Sterne had anything 
to do with it at.all. I saw his card in the paper. 


Q. Did he have stricken out from any act there a pro- 
vision for the re-installment of the Board of Assistant: 
Aldermen ? 


A. No, sir; he did not. There was nothing in the An- 


nexation Act about the Board of Assistant Aldermen at 
all; but in another act which I introduced early in Jan- 
uary, and which was reported. to the Committee in the 
shape of an amendment to the Charter, it provided that 
the Board of Assistant Aldermen should be reinstated ; 
but it was on my motion that that was stricken out.

March 22, 1875. 


ALEXANDER S. Wess, being called and sworn as a witness, 
testified as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


@. You are President of the College of the City of New 
York? | 
A. Tam. 


@. Do you know whether by the laws of the State 
your College is a city department or a separate organiza- 
tion? — 

A. By the laws of the State it is distinctly designated 
as subject only to its Trustees, or as a separate organiza- 
tion. 


Y. By whom are your bills audited ? 

A. They are now audited by our own Executive Commit- 
tee, and paid, within the powers of the Trustees, by checks 
drawn by the President and Secretary; but for the last 
two years they have been audited by the Comptroller’s 
Department. 


@. Well, do you know, under the laws, by whom they 
should be audited ? 

A. They must be audited by the Trustees; under the 
law the Comptroller has nothing to do with them. 
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Q. Were your moneys subject to your own drafts ? 
A. Entirely. He had no right to interfere in any 
way whatever. 


Q. Has Mr. Green claimed that right? 
A. He has claimed and exercised it for two years or 


more. 


’ Q. Has he refused to allow the College bills, drawn and 
audited by you, to be paid ? 
A., He has, on many occasions. 


Q. On many occasions? 
A. Several.. I will change the word “many” to “ sev- 
eral,” because it is a matter of memory. : 


Q. Has such action on his part impeded the action of 
your institution ? 

A. It has, in several ways; it has impeded us in our 
ordinary routine business. 


Q. Has it impaired the credit of your College ? 

A. It has impaired the credit so far as to make many 
parties say they would not serve the College or do the 
College work, inasmuch as it involved their coming to the 
City Hall for moneys, and subjected them to the loss of 
time which caused them loss in their business. 


Q. How-has it operated with regard to the employment 
of mechanics, laborers, and so on ? 

A. Excuse me; I have to think in order to go over all 
the mechanics and laborers——

Q. Has it injured the College credit ? 

A. Undoubtedly it has injured the College credit, and 
has made many refuse to work for us. For instance, the 
man who would do the casting of a piece of brass, and 
which was to be made a portion of an instrument by our 
own workmen in the College, refused to do the casting 
until the money was sent him first, because he would not 
get the money in the ordinary way, and had no confidence 
in his ability to get his money. 

Q. Do you know instances in which the bills of me- 
chanics and others have been refused payment by the 
Comptroller, after having been audited by your Board of 
Trustees ? . 

A. The bill more prominent is the bill of Kedian, which 
was audited and approved by the Trustees, and which was 
not paid for a long time; other cases of persons employed— 
for instance, tutors employed to do certain work— 
were not paid on the ground that they received other 
salaries ; in fact, numerous cases of that nature have oc- 
curred, where the interpretation of the law by the Comp- 
troller allowed him both to assume our powers and prevent 
‘ us exercising our discretion in regard to the employment 
of certain people, which was a matter for ourselves alone 
to determine. 


@. Has it in other cases besides Kedian’s subjected 
these mechanics to delay and expense, within your knowl- 
edge ? 

A. That is their constant claim to me. 
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@. Do you know of demands having been made by 
officials connected with your Board on the Comptroller 
from time to time, that he should separate and set apart 
the moneys belonging to your College ¢ 

A. We have from our Committee frequently received 
such reports—from Mr. Man—and I have been frequently 
present with Mr. Man when he has had interviews with 
Mr. Green, claiming our rights under the law. 


Q. What has been the answer of the Comptroller ? 
A. That he interpreted the law differently, and could 
not give us the money and would not. 


Q. Did your Board pass a former resolution after the 
final decision in the Kedian case requiring the College 
moneys to be set apart by Mr. Green ? 

A. To the best of my knowledge or remembrance, they 
did; that is a matter of official record. 


Q. Do you remember whether they did or not? 

A. Just now, I do not; I knew it was to be done; but 
I think I would rather go to the record and see if we for- 
mally did; it is a mere matter of our record. 


Q. What reason has he given for not setting apart these 
moneys, in compliance with your demand ? 

A. That the law required the Comptroller to audit the 
accounts of all the city departments, and that was a por- 
tion of one of the city departments of the Board of Edu- 
cation. 
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Q. Was that reason given after the decision of the 
courts? ; 

A. I have never had an interview since that time with 
him. 

Q. Don’t you know the Trustees made a demand after 
the decision ? 

A. I now recollect that we had a formal meeting for 
the purpose of making the demand in a formal way. 


Q. He didn’t set apart those moneys ? 
A. Not as reported to me. 


Q. Has he done so yet ? 
A. He has now. 


Q. When ? 

A. Within, as I have been informed officially at our 
last meeting, a week ago last Friday, or two weeks ago 
last Friday—a week ago last Friday. 


Q. Have you any other information to give the Com- 
mittee of cases in which the Comptroller’s action has in- 
jured or annoyed your College ? 

A. Nothing, except that in the interpretation of the law 
made by the Comptroller, he assumed a power which had 
necessarily directly interfered with our duties as Trustees 
under the law, and if he made that interpretation almost 
every act impeded us. i 
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Linpsry J. Hows, recalled and resworn : 
Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Mr. Howe, you made an examination and report 
upon the conduct and affairs of the Charities and Correc- 
tion to the Board of Aldermen, didn’t you ? 

A, Yes, sir. 


@. Lhave the report here, and I see that on page 13 
you speak of a purchase of Melton gray cloth, and you 
describe the bill as being so subdivided as to evade the 
provisions of the Charter, and also speak of certain evi- 
dence in relation to that action, as having been taken 
before the Grand Jury. Please tell the Committee what 
information you have in relation to this particular transac- 
tion, and if you have read the statement of Mr. James P. 
Shaw, which was given before the Grand Jury, and all 
you know about it? 

A. My attention was called to that matter from reading 
the statement published, I think, in the Herald somewhere 
in June, 1874, purporting to be the testimony of this Shaw. 
The statement goes on to state that he is examiner in the 
Finance Department, and had made an examination of 
these bills, and pronounced them exorbitant. My exam- 
ination simply corroborated his statements, and I found 
not only this particular bill, but several other bills which 
were purchased in violation of law, and at an exorbitant 
price. 
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Q. You found them to be exorbitant ? 
A. Very. 


Q. Do you know whether these bills were paid by the 
Comptroller ¢ 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. They were? 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. I see that Mr. Sternbach—the gentleman who 
bought these goods as agent—has attached to each one 
of these bills an affidavit. Do you know whether that 
affidavit is true or not? 

A. It isan affidavit as to the market value? 


Q. Yes? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. It is false ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Do you know whether the character of those bills 
—their exorbitancy and so on—could have been ascer- 
tained by the Finance Department ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. How; just explain? 

A. By an examination, inquiring the market prices, 
going to the parties who originally furnished the goods to 
this Sternbach, and who were the wholesale agents of that 
class of manufacturing in this city. 
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Q. How did you find out that they were exorbitant ? 
A. I say my attention was first called to it 





Q. How did you ascertain the fact that they were 
exorbitant ? 

A. I made inquiries at the island; I was then engaged 
in making examinations on the island, and I got samples 
of this class of goods, and, of course, in getting samples 
I saw the name on this class of goods, and I hunted 
around until 1 found the manufacturer—a large firm in 
Franklin street. 


Q. What did you find out? 
A, That this man bought the goods of them for cash ; 
had no office, no store, was net known to the trade. 


i Q. Do you know this man, Shaw ? 
A. Only by sight. 


Q. Do you know whether he has been here to any of 
the meetings of the Committee ? 

A. That I could not say; I have not seen him; I have 
heard he has been here. 


Q. Do you know where he is to be found 3 
A. No, sir; I have not seen him for a long time. 


Q. In the matter of the purchase of flour by the 
Department of Charities and Correction, I see that you 
charged it was purchased in violation of law, and I also 
see in your report that you specify the names of certain 
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parties of whom other supplies were purchased in viola- 
tion of law ; just explain that ¢ 

A. Well, sir, that statement was based upon the viola- 
tions of the 91st section of the Charter, which prohibits 
any Department from purchasing goods on contract, where 
they exceed $1,000. These were all goods purchased on 
contract in violation of law. 


Q. These goods were purchased by Sternbach, as agent 
for the Department of Charities and Correction ? 
A. Not all of them. 


Q. Some of these cloth goods. Now, at the time Stern- 
bach purchased these goods, do you know whether the 
Department had a purchaser of their own # 

A. Yes, sir; they had. 


Q. What was his name # 
A. His name was Lamson—no, Goodkind. 


@. Who was Lamson ? 

A. Former purchasing agent. 

Q. He was not agent at any time during which pur- 
chases were made by Sternbach ? 

A. My impression, sir, is, that he was purchasing agent 
at the time these goods were purchased, and that Good- 
kind succeeded him. He was entirely overlooked in the 
matter. 


Y. Where is Lamson now; in the service of the De- 
partment ? 
A. No, sir. 
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@. How does that happen ? : 
A. He was removed, I think, the 1st of January, 1874. 


.Q. What has become of him? 


A. I am told he has committed suicide. I don’t 
know. 


Q. All these bills you speak of—flour, cloth, and the 
-others—were all those bills paid by the Finance Depart- 
, ment? 


A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Now, in your previous examination, you stated that 
the clerks of the Commissioners of Accounts were re- 
fused payment of their salaries by the Comptroller; that 
is so, isn’t it? 

A, Yes, sir; last summer; about June, 1874. 


Q. What were the reasons given by the Comptroller 
for such refusal ? 
A. Want of appropriation. 


Q. Was that the truth. 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether the books now show that 
during the prevalence of these suits theré was an unex- 
pended balance to the account of your Department 
sufficient to have paid you these salaries ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. There was ? 

A. Yes, sir.

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Q. Their suits were brought? 
A. Yes, sir; every month. 


Q. And the Corporation Counsel defended none of 
them ? 

A. I think at first he gave it to the Referee, and the 
Referee was withdrawn by the Corporation Counsel. 


Q. He did not defend the others after that ? 
A: No = sin: 


Q. What was his opinion 4 
A. One reason was that there was an appropriation? 


Q. He said there was an appropriation ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Do you know whether that unexpended balance 
still remains due to your Department ? 
A. Yes, sir—that is, for 1874. 


. How much is it ? 
. About $5,000. 


. How were these suits finally settled ? 
. By judgment. 


, And how paid, after judgment was obtained ? 

. I think about $600 of them were paid after the 
salaries of the Commissioners, and the rest out of judg- 
ments.

QY. Judgment bonds? 
A. No, sir; not judgment bonds. There are judgment 
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funds and judgments. Judgments are out of appropria- 
tion, and judgment funds by issue of bonds. 


@Q. These were paid out of judgment funds ? 
A. No, sir; out of judgments; the amount set apart to 
pay judgments by the Board of Apportionment. 


@. At the same time, you say, there was an unexpended 
balance to the credit of your Department ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


QY. Then the Comptroller never charged these salaries 
against that ? 
_ A, Only about $600, or in that neighborhood. 


Alderman SHANDLEY : 


Q. Is the appropriation still unexpended ? 
A. The balance still remains on the books ? 


Q. How much ? 
A. $5,000. 


Aiterman Purroy: 


Q. In the report, there has been a statement made that 
your statement of the public debt, which was furnished to 
Mayor Havemeyer during his term of office, contained a 
misstatement. Will you just explain if there is any truth 
in that, and how it was; have you got the books with 
your report? 

A. I have not, sir; they are published’ in the City 
Record. 


—_ 
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- Q. Could you send and get them ? 
A. I suppose they are in your clerk’s office. 


Q. What City Record? 
A. The volume ending June, 1874—bound volume. 


'Q. May be you can explain without that book ? 

A. It is a long story to go over it; I can give you the 
idea. The report was made up and submitted te the 
Mayor, at his request, and varied in the matter of revenue 
bonds some $660,000 odd, from the report made by the 
Mayor to the Boad of Aldermen in January, 1874, What 
I mean by that, is, that the Mayor’s report of the amount 
of revenue bonds outstanding was $660,000 odd, less than 
actually was the fact. The explanation of that was, that 
the Finance Department had drawn warrants for those 
bonds, which had matured, and by consent of the parties 
had been allowed to run on, drawing interest. They had 
charged off the principal of these bonds as being paid, 
and held the warrants until the bonds finally matured, and 
then paid the interest separate. 


Q. I think I heard you state that your report differed 
in some thousands—— 
A. Six hundred and odd thousands. 


Q. From the report previously sent in by the Mayor to 
the Common Council ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. His report was $600,000 less? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. Was any objection made to this report of yours by 
any parties ? 


A. The Mayor requested us to submit the report to. 


him, which we did, and he then wanted this change made 
by making this different. 


Q. Was the Mayor the only party you saw in this mat~ 
ter? 
A, No, sir. 


Q. Who else? 
A, Mr. Whittemore. 


Q. What request did he make? 


A. He didn’t make any request ; he was present in the 


Mayor’s office at the time. 


Q. Did he have nothing to say ? 
A. Nothing more than that so much amount of bonds 
had been paid. 


@. Did he see you at any other place ? 

A, Yes; the Mayor instructed me to go over to the 
Finance Department and see him there—which I did the 
next day. 


Q. What did he say or do? 
A, He tried to explain to me that these bonds had 
been paid. 


Q. Did he so make it clear ? 
A. No, sir; it was not the fact. 
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Q. You say the Mayor requested you to make this 
change; did you accede ? , 
A. No, sir; not in the report; we put them in the ex- 


treme end of the report. 


Q. Did you do that willingly ? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. It was done against your will ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Did you resist for some time ? 
A. Yes, sir; for several days. 


Q. Was any forcible, strong language used on the sub- 
ject by the Mayor or Mr. Whittemore ? 

A. The language was rather strong on the part of the 
Mayor, 


4. Were you threatened with removal ? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. Not by hint ? 
A. Not from the Mayor. 


Q. By any one else? 
A. Nothing further than that I was told I was subject 
to the pleasure of the Mayor. 


@. You say you finally did subtract this amount 
A. From the end of the report, which showed on the 
face‘of it just how the whole thing had been done. 
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@. Can you tell us what was the object in endeavoring 
to have this change made ? 

A. I have no means of knowing, except so far as there 
would have been a difference in the two statements. 


Q. Can you tell me, if the Mayor’s Message had been a 
correct report, whether it would not have made it appear 
to the public that this was a part of the old debt for which 
the present administration 

A. Oh, no; this matter was simply revenue bonds which 
were due in that year; there was a matter of two millions 
and some odd dollars outstanding, according to my figures, 
and one million and odd thousand dollars outstanding ac- 
cording to the Mayor, being a debt of $600,000 odd more 
than the Mayor had reported to the Board of Aldermen. 





Q. Then you cannot see any motive in this change ; 
wasn’t it an effort to make it appear a part of the funded 
debt ? 

A. That was another matter ; there were revenue bonds 
of 1872, due in 1874; they claimed those’ bonds should 
be put in the funded debt; we declined to do that, and a 
very strong effort was takes to compel us to do it; but we 
did not do it, and the report went in in its beigniat shape; 
there were some nine millions of bonds they endeavored 
to have us place under the total funded debt, when they 
were really revenue bonds of 1872, maturing in 1874, but 
at the time this report was made up were not due, and 
therefore could not have been funded. 
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Q. Did Whittemore take part in this effort ¢ 
A. A very active part. 


Q. What did he do? 

A. I was sent for to go to the Mayor’s office, and found 
him there. That is the only occasion. He was there 
when | got there. He had my report in his hand, and 
suggested that I change it. How he got it, of course, I 
don’t know. He tried to explain the reasons why he 
wanted these things. Of course, I could not discuss the 
question then, for I could not see any reasons. The 
Mayor told me to wait until the next day, and see him 
over at his office. 


Q. What position did Mr. Whittemore occupy at this. 
time ? 
A. Deputy Chamberlain. 


Q. Do you know how he was appointed there ? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. In your examination some time ago you stated that 
the Commissioners of Accounts had been impeded in 
their efforts to arrive at a correct statement of the finances 
of the city. Have you since then experienced a change, 
or do you still experience the same annoyances ? 

A. We are experiencing very much the same annoy- 
ances—petty annoyances which I cannot very well char- 
acterize. 
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Epwarp Jervois, being called as a witness and sworn, testi- 


fied as follows: 


Examined by Alderman Purroy : 


Q. Where are you employed g 
A. In the Finance Department. 


Q. Have you been present at meetings of this Com- 
mittee

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Present at one meeting. 


. Only one? 


Only one.

At whose request or order were you present ? 


. I was not ordered to go at all.

A. Lawyer. 


Q. Were you counsel for Mr. Parta ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What connection had Parta with the Aerial Ladder 
Company ? 

A. He was the inventor of the patent. 

Q. Do you know if any contract existed between him 
and Mrs. Uda; if so, what ? 

A. The contract was one of partnership, made on the 
5th of January, 1878. The terms were, that Mr.and Mrs. 
Uda should proceed to America and England and obtain 
patents in those respective countries for the ladder; that 
they should advance the expenses necessary for the 
accomplishment of that, and that they should have two- 
thirds of the net profits. The assignment of the patent 
was to be to Mr. and Mrs. Uda and Mr. Parta. 


Q. What transactions had you, as counsel, for Mr. 
Parta with Mrs. Uda, relative to the purchase by New 
York City of the right to manufacture and use this 
ladder ¢ 

A. J had transactions at two different times, about nine 
or ten months apart. The first was about April, 1874. I 
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was consulted to ascertain what contract, if any, had been 
made by Mr. Parta with Mrs. Uda for the City of New 
York. I ascertained that a contract had been entered 
into with the Fire Department, who had accepted. the 
right to use and manufacture the ladders under the patent, 

and that they had agreed upon the sum of $25,000 for the 
use of such privilege. 


Q. What knowledge haye you of the prosecution of the 
claim of Mrs. Uda against the City of New York, by suit 
or otherwise ? 

A. I know from information conveyed to me by Mrs. 
Uda, that when she first came to this country in the mat- 
_ ter, she presented the subject to the city—to the Fire De- 
partment——and after many experiments, the Fire Depart- 
ment agreed to pay $25,000. Immediately after that 
there were several claimants came forward and claimed 
they were the inventors of this ladder, which caused a 
delay in the proceedings on the part of the city towards 
payment. After that there were some misunderstandings 
arose between Mr. Parta and Mrs. Uda, as to the manner 
in which it was proceeding. He, in the meanwhile, while 
we were acting for him, also directed counsel to protest 
against any payments being made by Mr. Green to Mrs. 
Uda, claiming that she had exceeded her authority, and — 
that payment should be made to him. After that, about 
the 1st of March of this year, ] received further instruc- 
tions from Mr. Parta, and under those instructions I had 
several interviews with Mrs. Uda. The object of those 
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interviews was to settle specially this claim of the City of 
New York. I had several conversations with her, as to 
the sale which she had made to the city. She stated tome 
that after our first appearance before her, and after the 
Spanish Consul in the city had directed Mr. Green not to 
pay the money to her, Mr. Green refused to recognize her 
in any respect. She thereupon employed Ormsby & 
Shaw, of 176 Broadway, to compel Mr. Green to pay her 
this $25,000, proceeding by mandamus. They were, with 
defenses on the part of Green, among others, that the 
patent did not belong to Parta, as the original discoverer, 
and that it was not worth anything any way. They had 
several lawyers backward and forward in the matter, and 
on or about the 12th of September, 1874, she made an ar- 
rangement with William B. White, Secretary of the Fire 
Commissioners, whereby White agreed to purchase the 
claim of the City of New York, and of the other cities 
and towns that were then pending, and, in fact, the entire 
patent for England and the United States, for the sum of 
$15,000. She accepted that, White paying her a small 
sum down on that day, and immediately after that, on or 
about the 26th or 27th of September— about two weeks 
after the consummation of this agreement between White 
and Mrs. Uda—Comptroller Green ceased his opposition 
to the payment by the city of this money, and he employed 
a gentleman by the name of Mr. Jordan to investigate the 
validity of the patent, and to report upon it. Mr. Jordan 
made a report to the effect that the patent was valid. He 
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gave an opinion to that effect, and that the city would be 
justified in paying for it, for which he charged $1,500. 


Q. $1,500 for this opinion against the city ? 

A. For the’ opinion which would justify Green in pay- 
ing Mrs. Uda the money, or in paying White the money. 
After that opinion was given, a few days, all the proceed- 
ings being dropped in the meanwhile to compel Green to 
pay, Mr. Green passed his warrant or check to Mrs. Uda 
for the sum of $25,000. Mrs. Uda passed that warrant 

‘or check to Mr. White. Mr. White thereupon paid to 
- Mrs. Uda the balance due her of the $15,000. 


Q. How much ? 
A. I believe about $13,500. 


Q. What knowledge have you of an assignment of Mrs. 
Uda’s claim to Mr. White, the Secretary of the Fire De- 
partment? q 

A. From her informing me of it, and faith an affidavit 
which I required her to make before settling with her. 


Q. Is that the affidavit (handing paper to witness)? __ 
A. That is the affidavit which she drew up in her own 
handwriting. 


Q. Just read that part of it relating to the matter in 
question ? 

A, (Reading). “Mary Bella Scott Uda, being duly 
sworn, says, that being desirous of removing all causes of 
misunderstanding, and forwarding the adjustment of the 
matters at issue between deponent and Charles H. Hodges,

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says, that by virtue of a contract between Michele Uda, 
her husband, and deponent and Parta, dated on the 5th of 
January, 1873, deponent, on or about the 12th of Septem- 
ber, 1874, sold the entire subject matter of said cuntract, 
consisting of a patent of the aerial, flying, and bridge 
ladders, as well as in the matters growing out of said con- 
tract then undetermined, for the sum of $15,000, to one 
William B. White of this city, which sum was paid in 
cash.” 


Q. Do you know it that assignment of Mrs. Uda to 
Mr. White was ever recorded ? 

A. I caused search, on two different occasions, to be 
made at Washington, for the assignment, and each time 
the report was that none could be found. 


. Q. Do you know whether that assignment was made 
before the payment by Mr. Green ¢ 
A. She informed me that it was. 


Q. Have you had any other conversations with Mrs. 
Uda since the settlement with the city; if so, just give 
them ? 

A. All this conversation which I have now stated, with 
the exception of that which occurred in April and May, 
1874, was since she made the settlement with the city. 


Q. When did you last see Mrs. Uda ? 

A. I saw her about three weeks ago. We had made 
a settlement between ourselves in the matter, and after 
going over the book-keeping part of the settlement, I dis- 
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covered several errors which amounted to fraud on her 
part. 


(Questions were here asked by gentlemen in the com- 
mittee-room, whether it was fraud on her part. The 
Chairman, Mr. Purroy, requested them not. to interrupt 
the witness, but that the Committee would put any ques- 
tions thought desirable.) 


Witness (continuing). I repudiated the settlement on 
the ground of mistake and fraud, and she seemed very 
much distressed when I told her I had discovered suffi- 
cient indications of fraud for my course. Showing a 
great deal of anxiety, she inquired what it was—if I 
could tell her what I had discovered. She wanted to 
know if it was anything about any parties outside person- 
ally. I.told her that I could not inform her of the nature 
of it at present, but probably she would know in due 
time. 


Alderman Bruuives : 

I do not see any connection between this testimony and 
Mr. Green’s action in relation to Mrs. Uda. I do not see 
how it affects this investigation the slightest. 

Tur CHAIRMAN: 
Do you propose to object to the testimony ? 


(No objection was made, and the examination pro- 
ceeded.) 
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Q. (Handing paper to witness.) In whose handwriting 
is that affidavit? 
A. Mrs. Uda’s. 


Q. You know that of your own knowledge ? 
' A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Look at that and compare it with this, and see if 
they are copies, one of the other ? 


(The witness and the Chairman of the Committee com- 
pared the papers and found them correct.) 


Q. Is one a copy of the other ? 
A. Yes, sir.

E. Detarietp Smirx, being duly sworn, testified as fol- 
lows : 
Examined by Alderman Purroyr: 
Q. In answer to a resolution of the Board of Aldermen, 
you sent in a statement of the counsel and referee em- 
ployed by your Department. Do the amounts in that 
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statement represent the full amounts due to those various. 
parties, or are they only on account—any of them ? 

A, They represent what was due at the time they were 
paid. . 

Q. Are there any cases where there are amounts still 
due # 

A. No amounts are due now to any one, except where 
bills have already been rendered; but there are pending 
suits in which counsel are engaged. 


Q. What I want to get at is this: whether any of 
those amounts in this statement represents sums paid 
only on account ? 

A. No sums paid on account. 


Q. I believe the regular way of proceeding in your 
office in securing counsel for the city is by retainer from 
the Corporation Counsel—is it not, sir ? 

A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Are there any names there of persons who were em- 
ployed otherwise than by the retainer of the Counsel to 
the Corporation ? 

A. Not one. 


" @. In the case of Mr. Dexter A. Hawkins-— ? 

A. Wait; I say, “not one.” That is not all my an- 
swer. I said “not one.” Right there. There is a statute 
in respect to street openings which allows the Comptroller 
to employ counsel, and under that he employed Mr. 
Hawkins. ; 
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Q. Was Mr. Dexter A. Hawkins employed on a retainer 
from the Corporation Counsel ? 

A, He was employed originally by my predecessor, Mr. 
O’Gorman, and he holds that retainer yet. During my 
absence from the city he was employed by my assistant, 
Mr. Andrews, in one or two cases; but I believe that I 
have never given him a retainer myself. 


Q. You say he was retained by Mr. Andrews in your 
absence—do you know who suggested his. name to Mr. 
Andrews, if anyone did ? 

A. I believe he was employed by Mr. Andrews on con- 
sultation with Mr. Green, the Comptroller. 


Q. Mr. Simon Stern’s name appears as having been re- 
tained on behalf of the city ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


Q. Was it on the retainer of the Corporation Counsel ? 

A. He was retained by me at the repeated request of 
Mayor Havemeyer, then Mayor of the city, and not by 
Mr. Green nor any other person. 


Q. Mr. Havemeyer made this request to you person- 
ally @ 

A. Personally and repeatedly. 

Q. Did he state to you why he made the request? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What reason did he give ? 

A. Because he himself had consulted him about public 
business. 
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@. He gave no reason in any way connected with Comp- 
troller Green ? 

A. I asked him whether Green wanted him employed, 
and he said he did not want him employed ; I remonstrated 
with Mr. Havemeyer against employing him in the mat- 
ters to which he referred, because I thought there ought 
to be no litigation in them ; but the Mayor insisted, and I 
thought it was my duty to yield to his wishes. 


@. Does the name of Jordan appear ? 
A. Edward Jordan. 


@. At whose suggestion was he retained ? 

A. He was employed by me. He was Solicitor of the 
Treasury when I was United States District Attorney, 
and I knew he was peculiarly fitted for what I employed 
him. 


Alderman Bitxines : 

@. Was he a patent lawyer ? 

A. He was Solicitor of the Treasury at Washington, and 
therefore peculiarly familiar with everything in the Patent 
Office. He was employed by myself when Green wanted 
me to employ another person and I would not. He is 
peculiarly familiar with patent law, because he was a So- 
licitor of the Treasury and has had a great deal of patent 
business since. His charge for this business in the Uda 
matter was larger than what was paid him. Green tefused 
to pay him what I certified, and I finally looked the account 
over, and consented that it be reduced. 
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Q. Alexander Haivey—at whose solicitation or request 
was he retained ? 
A. At my own, or rather, at no solicitation. 


Q. On your own motion 4 
A, Yes, sir. 


Q. You were never requested to do so by the Comptrol- 
ler or any other official ? 
A. Never. 


Q. James W. Huested—at whose motion or request was 
he retained in these various cases, and appointed as referee 
in these various other matters ? 

A. Mayor Havemeyer originally recommended him to 


me. 


Q. Did he suggest when making this recommendation 
that Comptroller Green desired it ? 

A. No, sir; on the contrary, I asked him and he said, 
“Tt is my own notion, sir.” Mr. Havemeyer said, “ Mr. 
Smith, we will kill two birds with one stone that way; we 
will get a very able young lawyer in these cases, and get 
somebody to look out and prevent fraudulent legislation at 
Albany at the same time. 


Q. Part of the services rendered by certain of these 
gentlemen, whose names appear here, consist of services 
at Albany ; do they not? silt 

A. Never, sir; not a particle. 
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Q. Simon Stern’s never consisted of any ? 
A. No, sir; I would not certify any such bill directly 
or indirectly. 


Q. You are satisfied that none of these lawyers ren- 
dered any services at Albany for which they have yet to 
be paid on your certificate ? 

A, There has never been a single person employed by 
me or paid on my certificate for rendering any services at 
Albany. In many cases 1 cut their bills down, and certi- 
fied them simply for what they did here in New York as 
lawyers. I refuse to do anything of that kind. 


Q. Then, sir, with the exception of Dexter A. Hawkins, 
all these names, both of lawyers and referees, were em- 
ployed on your own motion and on your retainer # 

A. I have not said that. 


Q. Is that so ? 
A. That is not so. 


Q. Well, you give the exceptions as well as you can ? 

A. In the first place, a great misapprehension exists as 
to referees. I believe that in four instances I consented 
to the appointment of particular referees, and my assist- 
ants in court may have made no objections to persons 
mentioned; but the referees have been appointed by the 
courts. There have never been but four cases in which 
I ever consented to referees, except upon compulsion of 
the law and the courts. Then, with regard to counsel, the 
Charter says that no Department shall employ any counsel, 
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but they may require the Counsel to the Corporation to 
furnish them counsel. Generally speaking, the Depart- 
ments have never 





Q. I do not really think that is answering my question ? 
A. That is what you are asking me. 


Alderman Purroy (addressing the Committee) : 


It seems to me this is not pertinent to the question at all. 


The Witness: 
What is the question ? 


Q. The question is, will you be kind enough to point 
out the exceptions, besides Hawkins, in which parties, 
whose names appear on this statement, were not retained 
by you 2 

A, All counsel have to be retained by me, except in 
street opening cases, where there is a question ; and, with 
regard to the employment of counsel at Albany, I have no 
authority and never exercised any. 


Q. That is not answering my question ? 
A. Tam going on to answer your question. 


Q. I cannot understand itso ? 

A, If you will wait and listen to my answer you will 
see. Mr. Green, the Comptroller, has recommended to. 
me James C. Carter, Wheeler H. Peckham—— 
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Q. I do not ask you this at all? 

A. It is the very thing you ask. 

Q. You are giving me those he did recommend. Take 
that list (the statement) and point out the names of those 
lawyers appearing there ? 

A. Allow me to explain a little. Almost all the coun- 
sel there are employed upon my own motion. In a few 
instances, Ihave taken counsel that different Departments 
have recommended to me; and, if you will allow me to 
answer your question, I will give you those that Mr 
Green has recommended. 

Q. Very well; take the paper ?- 

A. I don’t need the paper; I am here to testify. 

Q. Well, I propose you shall? 

A. Well, I mean to. The person who has been most 
frequently recommended to me by the Comptroller is 
James ©. Carter. Others recommended by him have 
been Wheeler H. Peckham, Mr. Francis C. Barlow, Mr. 
Olney, and there may be one or two others; but gen- 
erally, where I have employed even these gentlemen, the 
employment has been at my own motion and not his, 
though these are the persons that he recommended tome 
in different cases. Sometimes, when he recommended the 
employment of particular counsel and persons, I would 
not do it. 


Q. Are those the only persons that he recommended ? 


A. Those are the only persons that I remember now, 
that he recommended the employment of. 
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@. Can you refresh your memory by looking over the 
list ? 

A. Whenever he wants counsel the men he recom- 
mends are Carter, Peckham, Barlow, Olney. I do not 
think that he ever recommended to me the employment of 
any other person than those. 


Q. Did you not state a moment ago that he recom- 
mended the appointment of Hawkins, and did employ 
him ? 

A. I have never employed Hawkins upon his recom- 


mendation. What I stated was that my assistant, on con- . 


sultation with him, appointed Hawkins in one or two 
cases ; but the greatest case that Hawkins has been in he 
was employed by Mr. O’Gorman. Before the Charter was 
passed, on the 30th of April, 1873, the Departments and 
officers had a right to employ counsel of their own, and 
Green employed Hawkins. Then, after the Charter was 
adopted, he asked me to ratify the appointment and I 
did not. 

Q. Why did you not, sir ? 

A, Well; the reason that I did not employ Hawkins 
was—— 

Q. No—why did you not ratify it ? 

A. The reason was, that he not only had performed ser- 


vices in suits while under Mr, Green’s employment, but — 


he had performed services at Albany, and I preferred to 
employ some counsel that had not been engaged at Al- 
bany as counsel ; that is the reason. 
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Q. Was there any other person similarly situated, who 
had been employed for services at Albany? 

A. Not that I know of, at Mr. Green’s retainer, but at 
the Mayor’s; Stern had performed services at Albany at 
the request of Mayor Havemeyer, as 1 understood. Let 
me explain: He (Green) recommended these gentlemen 
that I speak of—principally Carter—in a great number of 
suits, The number of people that he recommended, was 
not so great, but the number of cases was. That made it 
appear that he was nominating more counsel than he was. 


Q. At any time, since you have held the office of Cor- 
poration Counsel, has Andrew H, Green interfered with 
the performance of your duties as Corporation Counsel ? 

A. He has never interfered with the performance of 
my duties, I ean tell you a little more, that will explain 
that question, if you want it. 


Q. Anything that relates to the question you can state? 

A. He sometimes insists or urges upon me the resistance 
of claims which I think cannot be legally or successfully 
resisted, and then I reconsider the matter, and, if I think 
it is right, I yield to him. If I think, on such reconsider- 
ation, that I am right, then I persist in my own course. 


Q. Then you never have resisted any claim which you 
thought could not be successfully resisted 2 

A. I won't say that, I have thought that, where the. 
financial officer of the city was so decided in his judgment 
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that I ought to lean rather to resisting a claim than to giv- 
ing it up; but where I have been perfectly clear and cer- 
tain in a thing, then I followed my own judgment. 


Q. Have you then, sir, resisted on his recommendation 
claims, which, in your opinion, could not be successfully 
resisted % 

A. Where my own opinion has been so decided that I 
thought the courts could not possibly disagree with me, 
then I would follow my own judgment; but even though 
it has been my opinion that a claim could not be success- 
fully resisted, yet I have taken into account that the courts 
might not agree with me; in such case I would follow his 
recommendation rather than my own judgment. 


Q. That is your usual course; I want you to answer 
the question whether there is any case in which, after hav- 
ing the decided opinion that it could not be successfully 
resisted, you have, on the recommendation of Mr. Green, 
resisted the payment of that claim ? 

A. Inever have done so; I never have defended a 
claim where I did not believe there was a chance that the 
courts might agree with the Comptroller. 


Q. Have you ever, after giving an opinion that the 


djaim was a proper one and should be paid—having given 


such’ an opinion to any Department —have you then gone on 
and resisted that claim in the courts ? 


A. Certainly, that is my duty; I am first called upon often 


for an opinion whether a claim can be successfully resist- 
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ed; I give my opinion that it cannot be successfully re- 
sisted, but it does not follow from that that I cannot sub- 
’ mit it to the courts and have it fought, because it may be 
that the courts might disagree with me just as Mr. Green 
does. 


Q. Well, sir, you have resisted such claims 4 
_A, [have given my answer. 


Q. I don’t know whether I understand you? 
A. Then I will answer it again; itisan important mat- 
ter, and I want to have it clear. 


Q. Yes, sir? 
A. One of the Departments—— 


Q. Is that your answer ? 
A. Lam perfectly willing —— 


Q. Well, sir, in these cases, after giving your opinion 
that they could not be successfully resisted, you have still 
gone on and resisted them in the courts; who recom- 
mended that action on your part; has Mr. Green ever 
done so ? 

A. Sometimes Mr. Green will recommend and respect- 
fully request that a defense shall be put in, which I, as a 
lawyer, would not think good, but the courts might dis- 
agree with me. 


_ Q. You are stating custom; I want the fact and not 
the custom; this is Mr. Green’s and your custom; you 
answered my question that you have resisted claims which 
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you said could not be successfully resisted ; at whose re- 
commendation was that done ? 

A. Sometimes the Comptroller’s and sometimes the 
Mayor's. 

Q. The present Mayor? 

A. No; I think there has been no case with the present 
Mayor ; but often with Mayor Havemeyer and other De- 
partments. 

Q. Can you state positively whether there has been any 
case with the present Mayor in which he has advised you, 
. after giving your opinion that the claim could not be suc- 
cessfully resisted, to go on and resist it? 

A. The present Mayor has taken no course about that, 
except to remark that the matter was within my own 
judgment. 

_ @. Then, there is no such case ¢ 

A. This present Mayor—his Honor Mayor Wickham— 
has never instructed me to defend a case against my own 
judgment. I do not know that the question had ever 
been submitted to him—I never heard that it has. He 
has made it a matter of charge that I exercise my own 
judgment, which is more than Mayor Havemeyer ever 
did. 

Q. Now, Mr. Smith, can you tell us about how numer- 
ous are the cases in which Comptroller Green has advised 
you to resist claims after you had advised him that they 
could not be successfully resisted ? 

A, Well, I do not believe they would reach twelve.

_—— 
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Q. Do you remember what has been the issue of those 
twelve cases. Were your views found to be correct, or 
was it found that you had been mistaken in giving your 
advice ? 

A. Ihave never had any opinion or judgment of mine 
overruled by the courts, except as to who was the President 
of the Board of Supervisors, which was a tight question ; 
_ I was in great doubt, and Green had nothing to do about 
it. 


Q. In the twelve cases, the courts decided —- 
A. (Interupting.) No; some of them are pending. 


Q. Well, of those that have been decided ? 
A. I guess there has been no such case, except in four 
or five instances which have been tried. 


Q. How came you to state, that none of your opinions 
have been overruled ? 

A, Because I have given a number of opinions, and 
wherever it has come to a decision of the question I have 
always been sustained, except in the one instance of the 
presidency. 


Q. Consequently, Mr. Green was overruled ? 

A. No, sir; I am responsible for it; Mr. Green is not 
responsible. 1 was responsible for defending the suits by 
law. 


Q. That is plain, of course. It does not need any tes- 
timony # 
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A. You say “Of course;” you plainly intimate that 
Green was responsible. I do not care about this matter, . 
one way or the other, except to tell the truth. If I liti- 
gate a case I am responsible for it. 

Q. You are entirely incorrect; I did not state that the 
Comptroller was responsible. 

' A. Green has never overruled me; he never had the 


power to overrule me. 


Q. Is there any other case that you can give the Com- 
mittee in which the Comptroller has interfered with your 
office ? 

A. The Comptroller has never interfered with my office 
in any way or shape, except to write his views, and ask me 
to consider them; sometimes I adopted them, and some- 
times I did not; in the ultimate business of litigation 
there are two men responsible—the Corporation Counsel 
and the Mayor; if the Mayor, in the exercise of his wis- 
dom, and in the exercise of his power, stands by the Cor- 
poration Counsel in resisting unnecessary litigation, 
there won’t be unnecessary litigation; but when the 
Corporation Counsel should be left to himself, which is 
very proper, then there is the naked question to deter- 
mine, whether there should be litigation or not, and, 
of course, the Corporation Counsel, just like a lawyer, 
ought to lean to making no mistakes against the city ; that 
is what I have always done; if I have ever made a mis- 
take it has never been against the city; I litigate when 
there is any doubt; I litigate cases sometimes that I would 
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not defend if I was Comptroller; I think the Corporation 
Counsel is 





Q. It seems to me you are not answering the questions 
at all; you have every latitude possible; you are making 
speeches ¢, 

A, I am happy to hear your speeches; I have listened 
to them with great pleasure in the Board of Aldermen, and 
also here. 


Q. Iam glad you appreciate them, but I do not appre- 
ciate yours at all. 
A, I know you do not. 


Q. Did the Comptroller endeavor to get you to employ 
certain parties in prosecuting what are known as the Ring 
suits ? 

A. Never, sir; no, sir; the employment of men to pro- 
secute those suits was my own notion, and without any in- 
terference of his. 


Q. He never suggested any names ? 

A. No, sir; I employed them because they were asso- 
ciated with Mr. O’Conor, and employed by the original 
Democratic Attorney-General, Mr. Chapman. 

Q. Did you continue to employ throughout the men 
that Mr. O’Conor had employed # 

A. All, except just six days. 

Q. Whom did you employ then? 


‘A. I retained again, and their retainers are continued 
still, Judge Porter and George Ticknor Curtis: 
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@. What have been your relations with Mr. Green 
during the period of your both being in office—friendly 
or unfriendly ? ; 

A. There has never been any intimacy between the 
Comptroller and myself. Our relations have never been 
particularly friendly, and they have never been un- 
friendly. 


@. Have they ever undergone any changes? 

A. Never have undergone qny changes whatever. My 
~course with regard to him has been straightforward and 
undeviating from the commencement. 


QY. Now, in reference to the Uda case? 


A. I would like to state what I know about it, simply 
as a matter of truth. 


Q. Certainly ? 

A. So far as I recollect and believe, the first time I 
ever heard of the Uda claim was when the Comptroller 
wrote me letters asking me legal questions in relation to 
it. The Fire Department had made a contract with Mrs. 
Uda and her husband to purchase for $25,000 the right to 
manufacture an apparatus to be used at fires for the say- 
ing of life. I wrote letters to Mr. Green, which are pub- 
lished in the City Record, advising that the Fire Depart- 
ment, having made the contract for the payment of the 
$25,000, and the Board of Apportionment having appro-. 
priated the money to pay the $25,000, there was no escape 
in law from the payment of the money. After I had 
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given that opinion, I received letters or calls from some 
of the most eminent jurists in the United States testifying 


to her character. 


Q. Will you give their names, please ? 
A. No, sir. 


- Q. You won’t give their names # 

A. The names I would ask to omit, because I suppose 
these jurists came to me confidentially to tell me that the 
woman was a good one, and that she was all right, and I 
do not think they ought to be lugged in. 


Q. I think it is very important; I will put the ques- 
tion 4 

A. Let me get through, and then I will answer your 
question, if you insist upon it. They were confidential 
interviews, and did not influence my legal opinion. 


(The Committee conferred together, and decided that 
if the interviews were confidential, the question would 


not be pressed.) 


A. These communications had no influence on my legal 
opinion, but they satisfied me, or made me believe there 
was no fraud in the matter—no fraud; at the same time, 
I did not interest myself in any way, except as a lawyer 
and Counsel to the Corporation. After I had given my 
decided opinion to Mr. Green, that he must pay the money, 
he refused to pay it, and he asked the judgment of Mr. 
Dickerson, a prominent patent lawyer, and Mr. Dickerson 
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told him (this was unofficial; he didn’t employ him, but 
asked him, and Mr. Dickerson advised him) that the city 
would not have to pay; I advised him that the city would 
have to pay; in spite of that,he refused to pay, and a 
suit was brought against the city; after the suit was 
brought, I wrote him a letter, that, inasmuch as the city 
had to pay that money, and could not, by any means in the 
world, avoid it, I thought it was putting the city to great 
expense to defend the suit, and that I must insist that I 
would not defend the suit, because it was too plain a case 
to make costs and counsel fees against the city. He then 
requested me to employ Mr. Dickerson to investigate the 
matter, and give a formal opinion; I declined to do it, be- 
cause he had already given an opinion; knowing the pe- 
culiar qualifications of Mr. Edward Jordan for just that 
duty, I sent to him and employed him myself; I sent him to 
Washington, and he conferred with some of the best 
patent lawyers in Washington; he went to the Patent Office 
and saw his old friends and acquaintances there; he saw 
another very eminent lawyer in Washington ; he came back 


to this city, and saw one here also; he examined the mat- 


ter thoroughly; he hunted up authorities and judicial de- 
cisions, and, I think that he occupied at least two weeks in 
a most perfect investigation of the whole matter, and he 
came to the conclusion that the city was bound to pay the 
money, and could not avoid it. and he so advised me. I 
certified $2,000 to him; Mr. Green objected to paying him 
anything, and finally kept back his bill; so I reduced it, 
by certifying it to $1,500, which Jordan reluctantly con- 
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sented to, and it was paid. Without wishing to help or 
hurt anybody, that is the reason why -I wanted to state 
that fact; then the suit went on, and I reconsidered the 
whole matter, thoroughly examined it, and I made up my 
mind that I would not be compelled to put the city to an 
expense that was perfectly unjustifiable ; I wrote upon the 
powers of the Counsel to the Corporation; I consulted 
Mayor Havemeyer, and he agreed with me, and I com- 
pelled Mr. Green to pay the money, but he retained it to 
the very last. There has never been such an instance of 
his resisting the Counsel to the Corporation so thoroughly 
as he did in that case. ; 


Q. Until after the opinion of Mr. Jordan ? 
A. Even after that. 


Q. What did he do after that to resist it ? 

A. After the opinion of Mr. Jordan had come in, and I 
had sent it, with mine, thoroughly arguing the matter, to 
him, he said he never would pay it. 


Q. What did he do? 

A. He never did pay it, until he was compelled to, by 
my saying that I would not defend it, but allow judgment 
against the city, and he had to pay it by law. He is bound 
to pay every judgment. He never exercised one voluntary 
act toward the payment of that claim. 


Q. Is that the only case in which you told the Comp- 
troller that you would allow judgment against the city ? 
A. No, sir. 
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. You have done so frequently ? 
. I did not say that. — 


. Have you? 


. L have done so, as I told you before. 


. How often ? 
. Well; I should think in six or seven cases that I 
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had compelled him. A contractor, for instance, had a 
claim, and I went and consulted Mayor Havemeyer, and 
even allowed them to produce testimony before me, and I 
compelled him to pay it. But I consider that the Corpo- 
ration Counsel is not bound to take that course unless, on 
consultation with the Mayor, he is sustained in it. I have 
done it while I have been Corporation Counsel, where I 
thought the case was perfectly clear, and it was a great in- 
‘justice, and the law would compel the city to pay ; 1 thought 
it was my duty to save expense and compel payment. 


Q. You say that Mr. Dickerson was not retained. Are 
you sure of that ? 

A. No, sir; I am notsure. I understood he was not. 
I donot know what Mr. Green did with him. 


Q. Are you sure of all you have said, with the excep- 
tion of that? 

A. All that I have said which, in its nature, is upon my 
knowledge, is true, and all I have stated upon information 
and belief I believe to be true. 1 know that Mr. Dicker- 
son was consulted by Mr. Green in respect to that matter, 
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and he advised him that it could not be paid. Finally, 
after a while, he changed his opinion, and advised that it 
must be paid. He changed his opinion in that way after 
Mr. Jordan’s opinion came in, and, after looking at my 

opinion, Mr. Dickerson made up his mind that the city 
must pay. I never heard of his being retained. One 
minute—I can say that I know he was never retained on 
behalf of the city, because, finally (I forgot that before), 
after Mr. Jordan’s opinion came in, and Green refused to 
pay, even upon that opinion, and very earnestly asked me 
to employ Dickerson, I sent down to retain Dickerson, 
and he refused to be retained, because he had come over 
to my judgment. 


Q. So I thought that you sought to retain him, and he 
would not accept the retainer. He objected to being re- 
tained ? 

A. He told me distinctly that he allowed himself to be 
retained by her. He was retained by her in her general 
interest in that patent. 


Q. Do you know anything about the assignment from 
Mrs. Uda to Mr. White, Secretary of the Fire Depart- 
ment ? 

A. I never heard of it until to-day. 


Q. That is altogether out of your knowledge? : 
A. Yes, sir. That was never stated to me. Who is 
Mr. White ? : 
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Q. I do not know. 
A. I sincerely desire not to be a partisan in this mat- 
ter, and I have been very reluctant to come in at all. 


@. I know. There were three subpcenas served ? 
A. As to this matter of Mrs. Uda, inasmuch as I con- 
sidered that the, original responsibility was with the Fire 
Department for making the contract, and that after it was 
made, under all the circumstances brought to my atten- 
tion, there was no possible way of getting rid of payment, 
Mr. Green resisted it to the very last, and never paid 
until a judgment was absolutely entered. 


Q. Was there a judgment entered ? 
A. I say I think so. 


Q. Please state what you know. If you know a judg- 
ment was entered, say so ¢ 

A. I say ajudgment wasentered. It was either actually 
entered, or Mr. Green was informed that it would be, 
because I would not put in a defense. You observe 
my difficulty, that I would have to advise Mr. Green that 
he had a good defense on the merits, and he would have 
to swearit; and I refused to do it. 


Q. You said a short time ago that judgment was en- 
tered. Do you know whether it was entered or not?, I 


do not want mere suppositions 4 
A. When I said judgment was entered, I believed it 
was. 1 believe so yet. It may be possible that the money 
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was paid because the judgment was about to be entered, 
and Mr. Green was advised by me that it must be paid. 


@. Do you know whether it was entered or not ? 
A. It is easy to refer to the register. 


Q. Do you know! 
A. I think it was. 


— @. But you don’t know ? 
A. I think it was absolutely entered. | 


_ Q. Do you know ? 

A. Well, in the nature of the case I could not know, 
because I should not go and enter it myself. It would be 
entered by one of my clerks. If it was not entered, it was 
the same thing; he paid it on the compulsion of a judg- 
ment. 


@. About what date do you think there was an entry of 
this judgment ? | 
A. I don’t know as to the date. 


@. Can you approximate it at all ? 
A. If it was entered just before the payment—I don’t 
remember the date. 


Q. The date is given as the 12th of September ? 

A. It was just before. You perceive that he paid it 
when judgment would have been entered if he had not. 
I think it was absolutely entered. 


Q. In all you had to do with the Uda claim it was all

done without any knowledge or information on your part 
that the claim had been previously assigned to Mr. White ? 
A. I never heard of sucha thing. If I had heard of 
such a thing I would have wanted the record, and would 
"have had the real parties in interest on the record. If I 
had heard of it I should have regarded it as suspicious. 


Q. Do you know whether the Charter provides that no 
city official shall be interested in a city contract ? 

A. Certainly it does. If I had known it was assigned 
to any officer of the city government I should not have 
permitted them to have judgment until the record had the 
right name on it. 


‘Oscar ZotuicorFer, being duly sworn, testified as follows: 
Examined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. You are President of the Metropolitan Gas Com- 
pany? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Has your company any ciaim against the city 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. State what it is? 

A. The first claim is for gas furnished in 1871 to the 


city for eleven months—from the 14th of February to the 
31st of December. 
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Q. What is the original amount? 
A. The original amount is $196,555.84. This bill is 
now in suit and has been for the last three years. 


Q. How much is the interest on that? 

A. We have never computed the interest. Then there 
is another bill for December, 1873. The bill is undis- 
puted, but the excuse is that there is no appropriation. 


Q. Whose excuse ? 

A. The Commissioner of Publie Works told me there 
was no appropriation. He told me so, that I never could 
get it. I went 100 times. It is $18,157.89. 


Q. Did he tell you that he had been informed so? 

“A. He gave us notice that the appropriation was ex- 
hausted, and we furnished the gas at our risk; I went to 
Mayor Havemeyer at the time, and told him the cireum- 
stances, and he said he would see us paid anyhow ; I wrote 
several letters to that effect, but they had no effect; he 
always forwarded it to the other Department, and that was 
the end of it; this one is not yet in suit, for I always 
thought it could be arranged; the bill is not disputed at 
all; on the contrary, I think the bills are all certified; 
they were certified by the Departments. 


Q. What was the amount of the one in December, 
1873 % 

A. $18,157.89 ; then we have for 1874 $122,714.83; 
these bills were not rendered because the Department of 
Public Works said it was no use for us to get it before we 
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signed the contract; we didn’t sign the contract, because 
things were in the contract which were not in the bids, 
and we insisted that they must be made agreeable to the 
bids, and then we would sign the contract; the contracts 
were, as I saw, all signed by Mayor Havemeyer and Com- 
missioner Van Nort, but we could not sign them; we bid, 
for instance, for a certain park, and they put other parks 
that we didn’t bid for in, and they would not amend it. 


Q. These bills that the company have against the city, 
which are unsettled—have you had any communication 
with the Comptroller in reference to them—has he had 
any part in the resistance to the payment of these bills ? 

A. I don’t know particularly who it was, but I never 
could get the money ; I applied a number of times. 


@. And the reason given was that there was no appro- 
priation ? 

A. That was one reason; the other one was that the 
contract was not signed. 


Q. Was there any Board of Audit to audit these bills? 
A. There was a Board of Audit appointed two or three 
years before. 


@. Has there been any disposition on the part of the 
city to settle these bills ? 

A. Not that I know of; some referees were appointed 
by Judge Donohue, I think ; we employed counsel, and 
it was put in suit; we furnished everything as if the con- 








tract was there; and I think it ought to be paid now; 
but the formality is not gone through with; and we can- 
not sign anything that we could not sign beforehand. 





Cuartzes H. Swan, being duly sworn, testified as follows: 
Euamined by Alderman Purroy: 


Q. Have you been employed in the Finance Depart- 
ment of the City of New York ? 
A. Yes, sir. 


. During what period ? 
. About three years. 


. Are you employed there now ? 
No. 


. When did your services end ? 
. I think in February—the 1st, I believe. 


bho bho BO 


Q. Have you any reason to expect re-employment 
there ? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. Have you been engaged during the present session 
of the Legislature in advocating any measures relating to 
the government of the city of New York? 

A, Well, T would like to ask you a question. 


Q. If it is an answer to my question you can. 
A. Have you? 


Q. Have I? Yes, sir; I have recommended several 
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bills; and, having answered your question, I would like 
to have you answer mine just as truthfully. 
A. Well, as a citizen of the State of New York, and being 
the working Secretary of our State Committee, I have 
worked for good measures affecting the State of New 
York, and worked against bad measures coming from 


Tammany Hall. 


Q. Yes, sir. Will you be kind enough to specify the 
measures which were good in this case for which you 


worked so zealously # 
A, The repealing of the Water Meter Bill of 187i— 


the act. That measure I advocated. 


Q. Any others, sir ? 
A. Not specially. 


Q. Was the Miller charter one of them ? 
A, The Miller charter ? 


Q. The act reorganizing the local government of the 
City of New York, introduced by a pend a named 


Miller? 
A. I think that is a good measure. 


Q. Well, did you advocate it, sir? 
A. I have. ; 
Q. In what way did you advocate its passage—by what 


means ¢ 
A. By my voice. 
16 
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Q. Any other way, sir ? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. With whom did you use your voice ? 
A. All my friends. 


Q. Any of them in the Legislature ? 
A. I have a great many there. 


Q. Were you requested by the Comptroller to use your 
voice with your friends in the Legislature ? 
A. To do what ¢ 


Q. To advocate the passage of this bill? 
A. No, sir. 


Q. Are there any other measures that you can think of 
relating to the City of New York which you have advo- 
cated. 

A. No; I don’t know that I can now. 


Q. What was your position when employed in the 
Finance Department ? 
A. I was clerk. 


Q. What was it called—just “clerk ?” 


A. I was in the cashier’s box, and attended to depositing 
the money in the bank, and kept the bank check slip. 


Q. What was your salary ? 
A. At one time $2,500; afterwards reduced to $2,000, 
and from that reduced to $1,600. 


Q. When did you leave the Department ? 
A, About the 1st of February of this year. 
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Q. What was the occasion of your leaving the Finance 
Department ¢ 
A. Because I wanted to. 


Q. Why did you want to? 
A, The probabilities are that I thought I could do 
better elsewhere. 


@. When you say “ elsewhere,” did you have any par- 
ticular place in mind where you thought you could do 
better # : 

A. No, sir. 


Q. You did not, when you left the Department, have 
the intention of going to Albany ? 
A. I go to Albany every winter, more or less. 


Q. But did you, when you left the Finance Depart- 
ment, have the intention of proceeding to Albany ? 
A. I was at Albany before I left the Finance Depart- 


ment. 


Q. Before you left the Finance Department did you 
advocate any of these measures before the Legislature # 


A, No, sir. 


Q. When you left the Finance Department, did you 
leave it with the intention of going to Albany ? 
A. I went to Albany before I left the Finance Depart- 


ment. 
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Q. But when you did leave it, did you have the inten- 
tion of proceeding to Albany ? 


A, When I left the Finance Department, I proceeded 
to New Jersey ? 


Q. How long did you remain in New Jersey ? 
A. A couple of days. 


@. How long was the interval between your leaving the 
Department and proeeeding to Albany ? 
A. I don’t know about that. 


Q. Was it more than a week ? 
A. I don’t know. I think it was less. 


Q. Then, you proceeded to Albany within a week ager 
leaving the Finance Department ? 
A, Yes, sir. 


Q. Have you been engaged steadily in Albany since 
you left the Finance Department ? 

A. Ihave whiled away my time in Albany since I left 
the Department. 


Q. Do you intend to return there again ? 
A, If I choose toI shall. 


Q. But, have you any such intention ? 
A. I don’t know where I shall go. 1 am going to 
Jersey to-night. 


Q. Have you formed any intention of going to Albany ? 
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A. A man may alter his opinion between this and 
Monday. 


iam @. I want to get at the fact as to whether you have the 

desire and intention of proceeding again to,Albany # 

A, A man may form a will to doa great many things 
and not do them. 


@. Have you formed that will ? 
A. Not yet.

To the Commissioners of Accounts ¢ 


Gunttemen—The Board of Aldermen, by a unanimous 
vote, adopted the following resolution on May 20, 1875: 


“ Resolved, That his Honor the Mayor be and he is 
hereby requested to instruct the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts to report to this Board a statement in detail of the 
several amounts of moneys paid respectively to the several 
Commissioners of the Central Park, or of the Depart- 
ment of Public Parks and the Landscape Architect, or for 
their benefit, for or as salary, or for or as expenses incurred 
or allowed, or for any purpose from the date of the organiza- 
tion of the Department up to and including December 
31, 1874, with references to the laws or to the resolutions 
of the Board authorizing or claimed to authorize the 
same.” 


As required by this resolution, and acting pursuant to 
the authority conferred upon me by the Charter of the 
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city, I have made the investigation directed, and report 
the result thereof as follows: 


First.—The statute, chapter 771 of the Laws of 1857, 
entitled “ An act for the regulation and government of 
the Central Park in the City of New York,” passed April 
17, 1857, provided that the Commissioners of the Central 
Park should consist of a Board of Management of eleven 
(11) persons, three of whom should constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. Section 3 of this statute 
named the tirst Board of Commissioners. 


Another statute, chapter 849 of the Laws of 1859, de- 
clares that the Board of Commissioners of the Park should 
consist of not less than seven nor more than eleven persons 
and that the office of any Commissioner who should not 
attend the meetings of the Board for three successive 
months after being duly notified of said meetings, with- 
out reasons satisfactory to said Board, or without leave 
of absence from said Board, might, by said Board, be 
declared vacant. 


A change in the Park management was affected by the 
Charter of the city, passed April 5, 1870. By this 
statute a Department of Parks was created as part of the 
governmental agency of the city, and to this Department. 
was transferred the control and management of all public 
parks and places of the city. The head of the depart- 
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ment of Parks consisted of a Board of five members, ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. 


The statute, chapter 300, Laws of 1874, reduced the 
number of the Commissioners of Parks to four. 


The following table shows the date of the appointment 
of each of the Commissioners of Parks, the name of each 
Commissioner, the date each resigned or was removed, 
and the period during which each served :

Second.—In and by the statute, chapter 771 of the Laws 
of 1857, which created the first Board of Commissioners 
of the Central Park, it is specially enacted that the Com- 
missioners “shall receive no compensation for their ser- 
vices; each Commissioner shall, nevertheless, be entitled 
to be reimbursed the amount of his personal expenses in 
visiting and superintending the Park, not exceeding the 
sum of three hundred dollars per annum.” 


On May 10, 1858, Andrew H. Green was elected 
President and Treasurer, and continued to hold these 
offices until May 9, 1859. 


On January 14, 1859, a memorial to the Legislature, 
prepared by Mr. Green, was submitted to the Commis- 
sioners at, a meeting of the Board held that day, which 
was adopted and directed to be printed and transmitted 
to the Legislature. This memorial contained the follow- 
ing clause: “None of the Commissioners now receive any 
compensation. It is clearly apparent from the experience 
of the past two years that your memorialists should have 
power to provide a reasonable compensation for its Presi- 
dent and Treasurer somewhat corresponding with the 
labor performed in these offices.” 


The records of the Commission show that there went 
to Albany, at the expense of the Commission, to obtain 
legislative authority giving to the Commission the power 
desired in the memorial, the following Commissioners :

Butterworth, and Andrew H. Green, assisted by Geo. M. 
Van Nort, the Clerk of the Commission, and James B. 
Nicholson. 


The mission of these Commissioners and assistants to 
Albany was successful, for a law was passed April 15, 
1859, being chap. 849, Laws of 1859, by which it was 
enacted, amending the Law of 1857, that no member 
of the Board of Commissioners of the Park “shall re- 
ceive any compensation for his services except the Presi- 
dent or Treasurer; but each Commissioner shall, never- 
theless, be entitled to receive for his personal expenses 
in visiting and superintending the park, a sum not ex- 
ceeding three hundred dollars per annum.” 


This statute contains the only provision as to the pay- 
ment the Commissioners of the Park were entitled to 
receive, until the passage of the Tax Levy Act of 1870, 
being chapter 883 of the Laws of that year, which enacts, 
section 15: “No member of the Board of the Department 
of Public Parks shall receive any salary or other compen- 
sation for his services in any capacity connected with 


said Department.” 


A further change in the law on this subject was effected 
by chapter 290 of the Laws of 1871, which enacted, sec- 
tion 12: “No member of the Board of Commissioners of 
the Department of Public Parks shall be entitled to re- 
ceive any compensation for his services, except that the 
Treasurer of said Board shall, from the date of his ap- 
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pointment as such, be entitled to receive such compensation 
as said Board shall designate and allow, not exceeding the 
amount paid by the late Board of Commissioners of the 
Central Park to the Treasurer thereof.” 


Still another change in the law was enacted by the 
Charter of 1878, section 116 of which provides as a salary, 
“To the President of the Department of Parks, six thou- 
sand five hundred dollars.” 


“To the Commissioners of Parks, other than the Presi- 
dent, nothing.” 


These several statutory provisions divide into five dis- 
tinct periods the rates or allowances which could be law- 
fully paid to the Commissioners : 


Ist. From April 30, 1857,t0 April 15, 1859. 


During this period no Commissioner was entitled to 
any compensation for his services; only, each Commis- 
sioner was entitled to be reimbursed the amount of his 
personal expenses in visiting and superintending the Parks, 
not exceeding three hundred dollars per annum. 


2d. From April 15, 1859, to April 26, 1870. 


During this period the President or Treasurer were en- 
titled to be paid for their services. No other Commis- 
sioner was entitled toa salary; but each Commissioner 
was entitled to receive for his personal services in visiting 
and superintending the Parks, a sum not exceeding three 
hundred dollars per annum. 
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8d. From April 26, 1870, to April 5, 1871. 


During this period no member of the Board was en- 
titled to receive any salary or other compensation for his 
services in any capacity connected with said Department. 


Ath. From April 5, 1871, to Apral 30, 1873. 


During this period the Treasurer, who was required to 
be a member of the Board of Commissioners, was the only 
Commissioner entitled to receive compensation, and he was 
to be paid for his services, from the date of his appoint- 
ment as Treasurer, such sum as the Board should desig- 
nate, not exceeding the amount paid during the period 
second (2d) above specified to the Treasurer of the then 
Commission. 


5th. Krom April 30, 1878. 


Since this date the President of the Board is alone en- 
titled to be paid for his services as Commissioner, $6,500 
per annum. No other Commissioner was ‘entitled to be 


paid any compensation whatever. 


Third.—During the period first above specified, namely, 
from April 30, 1857, to April 15, 1859, no sums were 
drawn by or paid to any of the Commissioners of the 
Parks. This is peculiar. 


The Law of 1857 expressly provided that each Commis- 
sioner was entitled to no compensation, but only to be re- 
imbursed the amount of his personal expenses in visiting 


ee 
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and superintending the Park, not exceeding the sum of 
$300 per annum. ‘There is in the records of the Depart- 
ment no voucher or document showing the amount of the 
personal expenses incurred by any of the Commissioners 
in visiting and superintending the Park, and for which 
they were entitled to be reimbursed. 


According to the law in force during these two (2) 
years, before a Commissioner was entitled to demand or 
receive one cent of the Park funds in the name of per- 
sonal expenses, he was bound to show what these expenses 
were, and when they were incurred; and it is only the 
amount thus sown, the Commissioner, acvording to law, 
was entitled to be reimbursed. He was not entitled to the 
full $300 per annum without refexence to the fact whether 
he had personally superintended the Park, and incurred 
expense in so doing. It was only his expenses which he 
did incur in actual visitation that he was entitled to receive, 
within the limit of $300 perannum. If no expenses were 
incurred there was no claim to reimbursement, and no 
Commissioner was entitled to demand what he had not 
previously incurred. 


As explained, the Commissioners obtained an amend- 
ment of the law as to compensation. This amendment, 
while allowing a salary to be paid to the President or 
Treasurer, altered the law as to the $300 allowance for 
visitations by striking out the words of the Law of 1857, 
as to reimbursing the Commissioners the expenses which 
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they incurred, and declaring, in lieu of this proviso, that 
each Commissioner was “entitled to receive for his per- 
sonal expenses in visiting and ees the Park a 
sum not exceeding ‘$300 per annum.’ 


This enactment was passed April 15,1859. It had no 
retroactive effect, but the Commissioners proceeded to act 
upon it as if this had been the Law from 1857, and without 
any reference to the fact whether they had incurred any 
personal expenses or not in visiting and superintending 
the works, each Commissioner commenced to draw at the 
rate of $300 as from the date of the original enactment of 
1857, and these payments were continued down to the 
close of the period second above specified (April 26, 1870), 
and included payments for the period first above specified, 
commencing April 17, 1857. 


These payments, of three hundred dollars annually to 
each Commissioner, were the only sums paid to any of 
them, except such of the Commissioners as held office as 
President or Treasurer, and for payments made for ab- 
sence from the city, for visiting Albany, and, in one in- 
stance, to Mr. Commissioner Green in visiting Europe. 


Fourth.—When the law authorizing the payment of a 
salary to the President or Treasurer of the Commission 
was passed (April 15, 1859), Mr. Andrew H. Green held 
the oftice of President, and also the office of Treasurer. 


On May 9, 1859, Mr. Green resigned the office of 
Treasurer, when Commissioner Charles W. Elliott was 
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elected, and Mr. Elliott continued to act as Treasurer 
from that date. until October 6, 1859. On this latter date 
(October 6, 1859), Mr. Andrew H. Green was again elected 


Treasurer, and on October 8, 1859, he resigned his posi- 
tion as President of the Commission. 


Mr. Green continued to hold the office of Treasurer, 
from the date of this last election, until the Commission 
was superceded by the Charter of 1870. 


The Board, on October 6, 1859, resolved that the late 
Treasurer, Mr. Elliott, be paid, for the period of his ser- 
vices as such, at the rate of three thousand dollars per 


annum. 


Mr. Elliott received, on November 3, 1859, the sum of 
twelve hundred and thirty-three dollars, being the full. 
amount allowed to him by said resolution. 


At the same meeting of the Board,October 6, 1859, Mr. 
Commissioner Blatchford moved that the salary of the: 
Treasurer elect—Mr. Green—should be fixed at five thon- 
sand dollars per annum. This resolution Mr. Blatchford 
subsequently withdrew, and at that meeting no action 
was taken fixing the salary of Mr. Green as Treasurer. 


On November 17, 1859, Mr. Commissioner Stebbins 
submitted to the Board a resolution as follows: 


“ Resolved, That the Treasurer be paid a salary of five 
thousand dollars from the date of his last election.” 


This resolution was adopted. 
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On April 14, 1860, Mr. Green drew twenty-five hun- 
dred ($2,500) dollars, being his salary as Treasurer from 
October 6, 1859, the date of his last election, to April 6, 
1860. 


This was at the rate of five thousand dollars per annum, 
and in accordance with the resolution of Mr. Commis- 
sioner Stebbins. 


In addition to this sum, so far as appears from the 
records of the Commission, without any authority from 
the Board, Mr. Green paid to himself a salary at the rate 
of $5,000 per annum for the period he held the office as 
Treasurer, from the date of the passage of the statute, 
April 15, 1859, to May 9, 1859, when he resigned as ex- 
plained, and Mr. Elliott was appointed Treasurer in his 
place, while Mr. Elliott, who succeeded him, received only 
a salary from the Board at the rate of $3,000 per annum 
from May 9, 1859, to October 6, 1859. 


Mr. Green continued to draw his salary as Treasurer 
at the rate of $5,000 per annum, down to February 1 
1865. On this latter date, at a meeting of the Board,. 
Commissioner Blatchford offered a resolution, which was. 
adopted, in the following terms: 


“ Resolved, That the salary of the Treasurer of the: 
Board be fixed for the present at $7,500 per annum, to: 
date from the 1st day of January, 1865, and that the con-- 


sideration of a suitable compensation for his past long and: 
2 
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faithful services, and particularly during the period when 
rio compensation could by law be afforded, be referred to 
a Special Committee of three.” 


On May 11, 1865, Commissioner Russell, from the 
Special Committee appointed pursuant to the foregoing 
resolution, reported that the Committee unanimously ‘voted 
an appropriation of $2,500, additional salary for the past 
two years, beginning with January 1, 1863, and ending 
with December 31, 1864, which report was accepted. 


Whatever pretext may be made ‘as to the recommenda- 
tion in this special report, the simple signification and 
legal effect of the same was, that the Special Committee 
recommended that the Board, unauthorized, and in the 
face of the plainest law which could be enacted—the 
statute of 1859—present to Mr. Green, in addition to the 
salary which he received, pursuant to the authority of the 
statute, a gratuity of $5,000 of the public funds, and this 
gratuity Mr. Green, without any authority of the Board, 
other than the simple acceptance of the report of the 
Committee, paid to himself, on May 18, 1865, out of the 
funds belonging to the Commission in his hands, or under 
his control as Treasurer. 


The increased salary allowed by Commissioner Blatch- 
ford’s resolution of February 1, 1865, namely, $7,500 
per annum, Mr. Green received from January 1, 1865, to 
June 1, 1868. 
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On June 19, 1868, on motion of Commissioner Thomas 
C. Fields, the Board resolved that the subject of fixing a 
suitable compensation to Mr. Green, as Treasurer of the 
Board, to date from January 1, 1868 (Mr. Green had al- 
ready been paid his salary as Treasurer to June 1, 1868), | 
be referred to the Auditing Committee, with power. Im- 
mediately upon the adoption of this resolution, Commis- 
sioner Grinnell reported that the Auditing Committee 
unanimously voted to Mr. Green, as Treasurer, a salary 
of $10,000 per annum, from January 1, 1868. Accord- 
ingly, on July 1, 1868, Mr. Green paid to himself the back 
pay thus voted to him, from January 1, 1868, in addition 
to the regular salary paid to him, as explained, during the 
first six months of that year. Apparently not content 
with the gratuity of $5,000 which he received in 1865, 
and the increased pay of $10,000 per annum, voted to 
him June 19, 1868, including the back pay from January 
1, of that year, Mr. Green, with the further assistance of 
Commissioner Thomas ©. Fields, obtained from the 
Auditing Committee of the Board a report, on July 11, 
1868, that he, Mr. Green, be paid for the efficient services 
rendered by him as Treasurer in assisting the Board in 
carrying out the various duties imposed upon it by various 
acts of the Legislature, between January 1, 1865, and 
January 1, 1868, together with his services in compiling a 
history of the Park, the sum of $7,500, in addition to his 
salary of $10,000 per annum, allowed June 19, 1868. 


No person, so far as I have Leen able to ascertain, ever 
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saw or heard of this history of the Park, for which the 
Board thus resolved so liberally to reward Mr. Green. 
The resolution allowing him this gratuity was adopted by 
the Board July 11, 1868, and two days afterwards, namely, 
July 18, 1868, Mr. Green paid to himself this amount and 
filed his voucher for the same. 


When it is recollected that the words of the statute are 
an express prohibition against any Commissioner receiving 
any salary or compensation for services, except for acting 
as President or Treasurer, and for these a regular salary 
was to pe paid, it will be seen how unwarranted was the 
action of paying a Commissioner for writing a history of 
the Park, even if such service had been rendered by him. 


Mr. Green continued to draw his salary as Treasurer at 
the rate of $10,000, until he was removed from‘otfice by 
the Charter of 1870. 


Fifth.—In addition to his salary as Treasurer, paid to 
him as above explained, Mr. Green, on the day he retired 
from office as Treasurer of the Park Board, paid to him- 
self the sum of $2,777.46, which he claimed as statutory 
allowance, at the rate of $300 per annum, for visiting the 
Park. This statutory allowance was in addition to a sum 
of $1,125.00, which he paid himself for a similar purpose 
on January 17, 1863. These two payments make a total 
- of $3,902.46 received by Mr. Green, being the full statu- 
tory allowance from April 17, 1857, to April 20, 1870.

Considering the fact that for eleven years of the latter 
period, Mr. Green was paid as a salaried officer of the 
Commission, it is exceedingly doubtful if, during the 
period he received a salary, he was entitled to the statutory 
allowance of $300 perannum. No voucher has been filed 
by him showing the particulars of the expenses which he 
may have been put to in visiting the Park, and whether 
these outlays amount to $300 per annum during each of 
the thirteen years he received the statutory allowance, I am 
unable to say. There are connected with this matter of the 
statutory allowance paid by Mr. Green to himself, some facts 
which I have obtained from the records of the Depart- 
ment which show that those payments for at least eighteen 
months of this period amounted to an apparent fraud on 
the treasury. These facts are as follows: On November 
21, 1868, Mr. Green purchased, at the expense of the 
Commission, a black mare, wagon, and harness, at a cost 
of $755. This amount was paid out of the public funds. 
From the date of this purchase, until Mr. Green was 
legislated out of the Commission, April 20, 1870, the horse 
and wagon were used by him daily; the Commission 
paid for the keep of the horse, and furnished a driver 
who was paid two dollars per day out of the public funds 
for attending to the horse and driving Mr. Green. ‘Thus, 
Mr. Green, the Treasurer of the Commission, purchases a 
horse, wagon, and harness, pays for the same out of the 
public funds, employs a man as a driver, to whom he pays 
out of the public funds two dollars per day; purchases 
and pays for the feed out of the public funds; the entire 
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cost for the horse, wagon, driver’s services, and keep of 
horse, including the shoeing, being, $2,087.00; and in 
the full knowledge of these facts, he, on the day he retires 
from the Commission, without the authority or approval 
of a single Commissioner, pays himself at the rate of $300 
per annum, on the pretext that he had been put to expense 
personally in visiting and superintending the Park. 


Siath—Upon the day (July 11, 1868) that there was 
passed successfully through the Board the resolution that 
Mr, Green should be paid $7,500 for services for which 
he had already been paid, and for the additional service 
of compiling a history of the Park (which history, so far 
as I can learn, never was compiled), Mr. Commissioner 
Thomas C. Fields submitted a resolution to the Board, 
which was adopted, as follows : 


« Pesolved, That leave of absence is hereby granted to 
A. H. Green, Esq., Treasurer of the Board, for the space 
of not exceeding ninety days, for the purpose of visiting 
Europe, if he so desires.” 


This resolution is the only record on the files of the 
Department as to Mr. Green’s proposed visit to Europe. 


' The resolution does not hint or suggest that the pro- 
posed visit was at the desire of the Commission or for 
any purpose connected with the Commission. There was 
‘no direction to Mr. Green that he should go to Europe, 
and there are no duties assigned to him which he was to 
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perform if he did go. The resolution is a mere permis- 
sion that Mr. Green should have leave of absence, if he 
desired it, for ninety days, and that this period he might 
spend in Europe or elsewhere (that being a question to be 
determined solely by him, and with which, apparently, 
the Commission had no concern whatever). It appears 
Mr. Green did go to Europe, at least I infer so from the 
fact—(1.) That between August 3 and October 8, 1868, 
there was no meeting of the Board held; (2.) That at a 
meeting on January 14, 1869, Commissioner Thomas C. 
Fields submitted a resolution, which was adopted by the 
Board, as follows : 


“ Resolved, That the question of paying the expenses of 
Mr. Green’s visit to Europe be referred to the Auditing 
Committee, with power.” 


The Auditing Committee consisted of Fields himself 
and Mr. Grinnell, and Mr. Fields from this Committee 
reported in April, 1869, in favor of paying Mr. Green’s 
expenses to Europe to the amount of $1,600. 


(3.) On June 19, 1869, Mr. Green drew a check for this 
amount to his own order, and filed a voucher for the 
amount paid to himself. He also drew his salary as 
Treasurer at the rate of $10,000 per annum during the 
period of his absence. 


Seventh.— Although the statutes of 1857 or 1859 pro- 
hibited all compensation under any guise whatever being 
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made to any Commissioner out of the public funds, ex- 
cept a salary to the President or Treasurer, and the stat- 
utory allowance not exceeding $300 per annum to each 
Commissioner for visiting the Park, the Board disregard- 
ing this plain prohibition, at a meeting held February 11, 
1869, adopted the following: 


“ Resolved, That the house on the Great Hill be appro- 
priated to the use of the Comptroller of the Central Park, 
and that the sum of $2,500 be and is hereby appropriated 
for putting the said building in order.” 


The Comptroller of the Central Park was a name given 
in the By-Laws to the Treasurer of the Park, and the res- 
olution therefore refers to Mr. Green, the Treasurer, ea- 
officio Comptroller of the Park. \ 


Immediately on the adoption of this resolution Mr. 
Green commenced operations on the house on Great Hill. 


Under his direction this house was entirely remodeled 
—a new story was added, the roof was reslated, new 
range, boiler and water-pipes were introduced, a new tank 
was put in the attic, and a new piazza was erected in front. 
The house was entirely replastered and newly papered, 
black walnut book-cases purchased and placed in the li- 
brary, and, in Mr. Green’s hands, these various operations 
and purchases exceeded the original appropriation to cover 
the cost by the sum of $11,260.78. The appropriation 
was $2,500, and the cost paid $13,760.73. 
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Highth—During the period of the Commission, from 
1859 to 1870, inclusive, Mr. Green was represented in Al- 
bany each year, obtaining legislation investing himself 
and the Commission with increased powers. The Albany 
expenses of Mr. Green and his representatives during this 
period exceeded $10,000, which were paid out of the 
public funds by Mr. Green. 


Ninth. — After the passage of the Charter of 1870 
Mr. Henry Hilton was appointed Treasurer by the Board 
of the Department of Parks, and continued to act as such 
from the date of his appointment, June 7, 1870, to the 
date of his resignation, November 22, 1871. As author- 
ized by section 12, chapter 290, Laws of 1871, the Board 
fixed the salary as Treasurer of the Department at 
$10,000 per annum, and this sum Mr. Hilton received. On 
Mr. Hilton’s retirement from the Board, Mr. Henry G. 
Stebbins was elected Treasurer, and Mr. Stebbins received 
his salary as such at the rate of $10,000 per annum down 
to June 30, 1872, when he resigned. On Mr. Stebbins’ 
resignation, Mr. Fred. Law Olmsted was elected Treas- 
urer, and a salary was paid to him as such at the rate of 
$10,000 per annum from July 1, 1872, to October 28, 
1872, when he resigned as Commissioner. 


Although it is apparent, from section 12 of chapter 290 of 
the Laws of 1871, that the Treasurer of the Board should 
be a member of the Board of Commissioners, Mr. Green, _ 
who was a member of the Board, and at the same time 
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Comptroller of the City, on November 2, 1872, secured 
the election of F. W. Whittemore, one of the employees 
-of the Department of Finance, to be Treasurer of the 
Park Board, at a salary of $7,500 per annum, to date 
from October 24, 1872. This salary Mr. Whittemore 
continued to receive until he was legislated out of office 
by the Charter of 1873. Pursuant to the authority of section 
116 of the Charter of 1873, Henry G. Stebbins was paid a 
salary as President of the Department, from the passage 
of the Charter to July 31, 1878, at the rate of $6,500 per 
annum, Mr, Stebbins having resigned the Presidency, 
Mr. Salem H. Wales was elected his successor. Mr- 
Wales was paid as President at the rate of $6,500, from 
August 31, 1873, to May 9, 1874, when he resigned, and 
Mr. Stebbins was re-elected, and has received his salary 
as such at the same rate, from May 9, 1874, to present 
date. 


In violation of the provisions in the Charter of 1878, 
which declares specially that no Commissioner of the 
Parks, other than the President, was entitled to any salary 
or compensation for his services, the Board authorized, 
and the Comptroller paid to D. B. Williamson a salary as 
Treasurer, for the months of September, October, No- 
yember, and December, 1873, at the rate of $4,000 per 


annum. 


Tenth.—The Landscape Architects of the Park have 
“been Mr. F. L. Olmsted and Mr. Calvert Vaux. 
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Eleventh.—The sums paid to or for the benefit of each 
Commissioner, and to each of the said Landscape Archi- 
tects, as salary, or for any other purpose, from the date of 


the organization of the first Commission, April 17, 1857, 
to December 31, 1874, are as follows:

Str—The Commissioners of Accounts are in receipt of 
a resolution adopted by the Board of Aldermen on June 
17, 1875, which resolution, and the preamble relative 
thereto, are in the following terms : 


“ Whereas, On the 10th September, 1874, a resolution 
was adopted by the Board directing the Commissioners of 
Accounts to examine the accounts and manner of tran- 
sacting the business of the Fire Department, particularly 
in the purchase of material and supplies, and the making 
of contracts; and report with such suggestions and recom- 
mendations as might be deemed conducive to the interests 
of the city—which said report, after such examination 
had been made, was deposited with the Mayor on or about 
16th December last, but was never transmitted to this 
Board; be it therefore 


“ Resolved, That the Commissioners of Accounts be 
and they are hereby respectfully requested to transmit to 
this Board, at the next regular meeting thereof, the origi- 








————d 
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nal or a copy of the report, and the result of the examina- 
tion then made by the Commissioners of Accounts into 
the affairs of the Fire Department, as ordered by said 
resolution of September 10, 1874.” 


In transmitting to you a copy of this report, for such 
action as you in your discretion may deem proper, I desire 
to add a supplementary report of some matters not fully 
treated therein; and also of some other matters upon 
which I could not then obtain full information. 


First.—IN RELATION TO THE PALLETT VALVE. 


Section 115 of the Charter of 1870, and section 101 of 
the Charter of 1878, provide that “No member of the 
Common Council, head of Department, chief of Bureau, 
deputy thereof, or clerk therein, or other officer of the 
Corporation, shall be, directly or indirectly, interested in 
any contract, work, or business, or the sale of any article, 
the expense, price, or consideration of which is paid from 
the city treasury ;” and section 109 of the Charter of 
1870, and section 95 of the Charter of 1873, still further 
provide that “ Any officer of the city government, or other 
person employed in its service, who shall willfully violate 
or evade any of the provisions of this act, or commit any 
fraud upon the city, or convert any of the public property 
tohisownuse * .* * _ ghall be deemed guilty 


of a misdemeanor, and, in addition to the penalties im- 
posed by law, shall forfeit his office.” In violation of 


these provisions of the law, Joseph L. Perley, who, prior 
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to the passage of the Charter of 1873, was Chief Engineer 
of the Department, made an, arrangement with the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company that they were to pay 
him $50 on each valve they made for the New York Fire 
Department. The first receipt for the payment of the 
first installment of this royalty or percentage is signed by 
Perley & Orr (the latter then and now an Engineer in the 
Department), but the understanding or original agreement 
was made with Mr. Perley. 


I submit herewith copies of the receipts for money paid 
on these valves, and the correspondence between the 
Amoskeag Company and their agent in this city (hereunto 
annexed, marked “ A ”). 


As stated in the original report, when Pallett made a 
claim for damages, the Department discarded all these 
valves upon which a royalty or percentage had been paid, 
and adopted a valve, patented by Gilbert J. Orr, Engineer 
and Superintendent of the Fire Department Repair Shops. 
I learn that one-half interest in this valve has been 
assigned to one H. ©. Perley, a brother of the President 
of the Department, and such assignment is on file in the 
Patent Office. 


SEcoND.—AS TO EMPLOYEES. 


In the report of December 26, 1874, reference is made 
as to the character of several of the employees of the 
Department. Since then Ihave been furnished with an

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official report from the Police Records, which bears out 
fully any statements previously made, and a copy of which 
report is herewith transmitted for such action as you in 
your judgment may deem proper (hereto annexed, and 
marked .“ B”). 


THIRD.—IN THE MATTER OF THE PURCHASE OF THE PATENT 


* AERIAL FIRE LADDER. 


I hereby annex a copy of a communication, which, as I 
am informed, was heretofore and since the date of my 
previous report made to the Board by Wm. B. White 
(then and now Secretary of the Board), with a memoran- 
dum of subsequent proceedings of the Board with refer- 
ence to that matter (hereto annexed, and marked “C”). 


I venture to remark that the confessed unwillingness of 
the members uf the Board to proceed against Mr. White, 
by declaring his office forfeited, as by law required, sug- 
gests a personal and unsatisfactory motive in the indi- 
vidual members of the Board for their course.

Joseph Sommers,holds a position in the Fire Department. 
He is a notorious gambling character, and was formerly 
associated with one “Colonel Edward M. Carr,” as a part- 
ner, and together they “steered” men into the skin faro 
bank kept by “ Tom Shedd,” at 689 Broadway. Sommers 
was alsoa partner in the “ banco game,” formerly kept by 
Backus and Furley, down town, and furnished the money 
($60) to purchase the tools with which the game was first 
started. Backus is now in , and Sommers furnished 
the money to pay his lawyers, in endeavoring to get him 
acquitted. He has a very bad reputation, and is a constant 
frequenter of No. 2 Amity street, and corner of Amity 
street and South Fifth avenue. 
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Joseph Wallace also holds a position in the Fire De- 
partment. He, too, is a notorious “steerer” for a skin 
faro bank, and formerly run for “'Tom Shedd’s” game, 
689 Broadway. He plied his vocation as “ roper in” while 
holding his position in the Fire Department. He can be 
found at No. 2 Amity street. 


Albert Osborne, but whose correct name is Albert 
Gereau, was born in Brooklyn, and holds a position in the 
Fire Department. During the war he received an ap- 
pointment as paymaster’s clerk, in the army, and in that 
position was a“ defaulter” toa large amount of money, was 
arrested for the offense, and confined for a long time in 
the jail at Norfolk, Va. He is alsoa skin game steerer, 
and ean be found at No. 2 Amity street. 


Henry Lippencott is another party who is or was in 
the Fire Department. He is a notorious “steerer” for 
“skin faro games,” and formerly steered for Tom Shedd’s 
game (skin), 689 Broadway ; Charley Oatman’s skin game, 
698 Broadway ; John Haley’s skin game, 698 Broadway ; 
and was the “cue-keeper” in the former skin game 
of Dick Marsh, at the corner of Broadway and Prince 
street. : reole. 


He has a very unenviable reputation, even among 
gamblers, and was formerly engaged in “steering” for 
“banco and skin games” while holding his position in 
the Fire Department. He also is a constant visitor at 
No. 2 Amity street. 
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Nathan J. Bennett held a position in the Fire Depart- 
ment, and during such time followed his vocation of. 
“capper,” “roper-in,” and “steerer” for a “skin faro 
bank.” He also is a daily visitor at No. 2 Amity street. 


The above parties compose one “gang,” and are noted 
for their hard reputations—Osborne, probably, having the 
worst. The saloon at No, 2 Amity street, kept by “ Garry 
Keating,” is the headquarters of them all.

GxntLemen—In reply to your resolution, directing me 
to make a return to you, in writing, of “ all the particulars 
in the purchase of a certain patent for aerial, flying, and 
bridge ladders, without the knowledge or consent of the 
Commissioners, and of the part taken by me in said pur- 
chase of such claim or patent,” I beg, respectfully, to 
submit the following statement: 


On the 12th of September, 1874, I entered .into an 
agreement to purchase from Mrs. Scott Uda the letters 
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patent of the United States and Great Britain on the 
aerial, flying, and bridge ladders. 


On September 12, 1874, I paid Mrs. Scott Uda the sum 
of five thousand dollars, and on September 17 the sum 
of ten thousand dollars, as required by the provisions of 
said contract, and on the next day an agreement was 
delivered to me by her. 


On September 25, eight days after the final payment 
above mentioned, the warrant for the City of New York, 
in payment of the right to manufacture and use, for 
municipal purposes only, the said invention, was delivered 
by Mrs. Scott Uda, by her attorneys. Three days there- 
after—that is, on September 28—I received from Mrs. Scott 
Uda the sum of $15,000, and on October 10 the additional 
sum of $6,124.89, in full for all moneys remaining in her 
possession after payment of outstanding obligations (by her 
made dependent upon the collection of the claim against 
the city), accompanied by the following statement :

MARY BELLE SCOTT UDA. 
New York, October 10, 1874. 


It having been further verbaily agreed that I should 
purchase the ladder trucks brought to this country for 
exhibition, in case such sale met the approval of certain 
interested parties abroad, on November 20 I paid Mrs. 
Scott Uda, as per such agreement, one thousand dollars. 
On December 14, 1874, I also paid her five hundred dol- 
jars for a certain improvement made by her after the is- 
sue of the original patents. From the above accounts it 
therefore results that the total profits derived by me from 
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the purchase of the above patents was four thousand six 
hundred and twenty-four dollars and eighty-nine cents. 


You will perceive by this statement that the above was 
the purchase of the invention, together with all the patents 
on it in the two countries mentioned, and not the simple 
purchase of the claim against the City of New York. 


I do not feel called upon by your resolution to refute 
the charges made against the Commission or myself by a 
portion of the public press, yet I will recall to your re- 
collection the fact. that the contract on which this claim 
against the city was based was concluded, as you are 
aware, in the meeting of your Honorable Board of Feb- 
ruary 11, 1874, and the hill transmitted to the Finance 
Department by your order for payment on February 12— 
that is to say, seven months before this project of sale on 
the part of Mrs. Scott Uda—which fact of itself excludes 
any intention to unduly influence in my own favor or in 
that of the Commission the payment by the city of this 
claim. A warrant for payment had, indeed, been drawn 
by the Comptroller, and was countersigned by the Mayor 
some time in the month of May; but it was withheld from 
the claimant for reasons not assigned. Some months later, 
the Comptroller, still strenuously opposing the payment, 
suit was instituted, with every prospect of an indefinite 
prolongation. Under these circumstances, Mrs Scott Uda, 
desiring to sell, the purchase was made by me with a view 
to obtaining possession of a patent I believed to be of 
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value, The then pending and unsettled claim against the 
city, as you will see by referring to the agreement (agree- 
ment, assignments, and receipts were submitted to the, 
Commissioners) was not made the subject of any special 
mention or arrangement, but, like various other negotia- 
tions more or less advanced in other cities, naturally and 
inevitably came into my possession with the patents. Sub- 
sequent to my purchase I carefully refrained from at- 
tempting, directly or indirectly, to influence the payment. 
of the same. The claimant had closed her negotiations. 
with the Fire Department; the contract had been stipu- 
lated at the exact figures afterwards paid, and had received 
every official audit and formality which the Commission 
or I, as its Secretary, could give seven months before my 
official relations with her were ended. She was, at the 
time of my purchase, engaged in a litigation with the Fi- 
nance Department, which precluded any interference on 


my part, officially or otherwise. 


I knew and know of no law forbidding my entering as 
a private citizen into a transaction in which my official in- 
fluence and duty were no longer concerned, and I did not, 
therefore, feel that I was violating any official obligation 
to the Commissioners in entering into the above business 
contract “ without their knowledge or consent.” 


Conscious that the city has not lost one dollar by my 
action in the premises, and feeling that your Honorable 
Commission has been in no way compromised by the same, 
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I do not feel called upon to offer any apologies for a step 
taken, to the best of my belief, in the entirely legitimate 
exercise of my rights as a private citizen.

Str—Upon the 16th instant the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts received from you a communication in which you 
request, if the report of the Commissioners on the inves- 
tigation made by them relating to the Fire Department 
was completed, that the same be transmitted to you. The 
investigation referred to in this communication was pro- 
ceeded with in compliance with a resolution unanimously 
adopted by the Board of Aldermen on the 10th of Sep- 
tember last, which resolution and relative preamble was 
in the following terms : 


“ Whereas, It is alleged that grave irregularities exist 
in the management of the business of the Fire Depart- 
ment; that favored persons, relatives of some of the Com- 
missioners and others, are engaged in furnishing materials 
and supplies without an opportunity being given for com- 
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petition as provided by law, and that the expenses of the 
Department are in consequence increased enormously 
from year to year; be it therefore 


“ Resolved, That the Commissioners of Accounts be 
and are hereby directed to examine the accounts and 
manner of transacting the business of the Fire Depart- 
ment of this city, particularly in the purchase of materials 
and supplies, the making of contracts, and report thereon 
to this Board at their earliest convenience, together with 
such suggestions and recommendations as they may deem 
conducive to the interests of this city.” 


The duty of making the investigation required by this 
resolution was devolved by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts on the undersigned. The examination has been a 
protracted one, owing principally to the difficulty expe- 
rienced in tracing some of the matters upon which I con- 
sidered it necessary to have full information. 


First.—As TO THE PURCHASE OF SUPPLIES. 


The practice of the Department is for each of the en- 
gine companies and bureaus of the Department to make 
requisition upon the Commissioners for three months’ 
supplies required by such company or bureau, which 
requisition, after passing through the hands of the Com: 
missioners, is transmitted by them to the Superintendent 
of Supplies, and, in so far as the same is approved by the 
Commissioners, the Superintendent makes the purchase 


22 


‘desired. On an examination of the duplicate bills on file 
‘with the General Bookkeeper of the Department, it would 
appear as if the purchases were made in compliance with 
law, but the fact really is that, in making these purchases, 
no regard was paid to the prohibitions and restrictions of 
the Charter. These provisions have been persistently 
evaded in the purchases made by the Department. Since 
the present Commissioners entered upon the duties of their 
office, on the 19th day of May, 1878, all the supplies of 
the Department of feed, hay, oats, and straw have been 
purchased of R. J. Wright, of Forty-ninth street and 
Second avenue. Mr. Wright is a brother-in-law of the 
President of the Department, Mr. Perley. The supplies 
of feed, oats, hay, and straw required for the 200 horses 
in that Department has been extensive, but no contract 
-was made by the Department with Mr. Wright, as the Char- 
ter provides and requires. The feed, oats, hay, and straw 
is ordered by the Superintendent of Supplies, by written 
order, which specifies the quantity of each to be furnished 
during the month ensuing to each engine company or 
bureau. 


The Superintendent represents, although none of his 
written orders that I have seen in the possession of Mr. 
Wright bear so upon their face, that the feed, hay, oats, 
and straw, to be supplied, were to be of the best quality and 
standard weight and measure. The feed, hay, oats, and 
straw ordered is delivered at the various engine-houses, 
etc., by Mr. Wright on such day and hour as he may 
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charged and paid to Mr. Wright are upon an average (15 
per cent.) fifteen per cent. in excess of the ruling market 
rates for the period stated. 

Other supplies, such as telegraph wire, poles, fire-hose, 
etc., were purchased by the Department in large quanti- 
ties greatly in excess in value of the amount allowed by 
law, and the bills for the same were subdivided in amounts 
so as to represent the purchases as less in value than one 
thousand dollars. 

Great irregularities exist in the matter of repairs in the 
engine-houses, etc. 

In this, that from February 18, 1874, down to the 
present time, all the painting for;the Department has been 
done by a person who is not now nor ever has been a 
painter. He is a man of unenviable notoriety in this 
community. 

The monopoly of the painting business of the De- 
partment has been secured to him, and his bills contain 
charges for the raw material alone to twenty-five per cent. 
higher than the market rates, while the quantities charged 
are largely in excess of what was required for any 
specific work. With so many men in the employment of 
the Department who have leisure sufficient upon their 
hands, and capacity certainly equal to this favored monop- 
olist, there is no justification in the Commissioners of 
the Department employing this individual at all. 

The repair shops in Elizabeth street are managed by a 
chief of battalion, called Superintendent Mr. Gilbert J. 
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of the men, led to their taking the oats and‘{feed, in the 
absence of the foreman, to where it was weighed, and 
found to fall considerably short. The 10 bags of oats. 
ought to have contained 80 lbs.'to each bag, and when it 
was weighed it was found to fall short about 160 lbs., 
equal to two bags on a delivery of ten bags. 

The eight bags of feed ought to have contained sixty 
pounds each, and the deficiency was found to be equal to. 
two bags on this delivery also. The matter became a sub- 
ject, the talk in reference to which reached the officials of 
the Department, and the result was that Mr. Wright, 
within twenty days, sent two bags of oats and two bags of 
feed to supply the deficiency. 

This single illustration is sufficient to suggest what, ~ 
through a period of eighteen months, may have been suf- 
fered by the city in the purchase of this contractor of 
feed, oats, hay, and straw. 

No check is permitted at}any of the engine-houses. No 
measure taken to test the quality and weight of the goods 
delivered, and, upon Mr. Wright’s representation alone, 
these bills are certified by the Commissioners and trans- 
mitted on such certificate to the Finance Department. 

In addition to the opportunity thus afforded to and 
taken advantage of by Mr. Wright as to the supplies 
furnished by'him, I have found, after a careful inquiry, 
not only among feed merchants in the city, but also one 
of our most prominent mercantile firms, who require in 
their business nearly one hundred ‘horses, that the prices. 
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select. The feed and oats is delivered in bags, and the hay 
and straw in bales. The person who receives the delivery 
signs a ticket for so many bags of feed and oats, and so 
many pounds of hay and straw. The number of bags of 
feed and oats, and of pounds of hay and straw, are written 
in the ticket by Mr. Wright, and this is the ticket which 
is signed by the person to whom the delivery is made at 
the engine-house or bureau. 


There are no facilities provided at any of the engine- 
houses to enable any person there in charge to test the ac- 
curacy of the weight, and no person is instructed with the 
duty of seeing that the feed delivered is of the quality or 
standard required, or that the hay and straw are of the 
quality and weight represented. This, certainly, is a sys-: 
tem of management of the furnishing of supplies not 
creditable to the Department; it leaves an opportunity for 
the contractor to deliver inferior goods, and of less weight 
and measure than required ; and when it is considered that 
the contractor in this case was a near relative of the pre- 
siding officer of the Department, it would be easily seen 
how effectually the subordinates were silenced as to what 
they might see or suspect in relation to those supplies. 
That the system has been prejudicial to the interests of 
the city is evidenced by the action of the men in charge of 
one engine company to which Mr. Wright, on the 10th of 
September last, sent, in the usual manner, on the order of 
the Superintendent of Supplies, 10 bags of oats and 8 
bags of feed. The suspicion which prevailed on the part 
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Orr, and he has under him about sixty men, including 
foreman and clerk. 

The majority of the supplies used by the Fire Depart- 
ment, except feed, coal, telegraph supplies, badges, etc., 
are either consumed by or pass through this bureau. These 
supplies are entered in a book for that purpose, but only 
as regards the quantity received, not the cost. No means 
are taken to ascertain, and no books are kept showing the 
actual cost of repairs on any specific work. 


It is impossible to see how the Department can arrive 
at any satisfactory result as to the proper conduct of this 
branch of the Department. 


In the course of my investigation I learned that, some 
time in the early part of 1872, Joseph L. Perley, then 
Chief Engineer, and now President of the Department, and 
Gilbert J. Orr, then Engineer, and now Superintendent 
of the Repair Yard in Elizabeth street, filed a caveat in 
the Patent Office for a patent for a relief valve for a 
steam fire engine, and one Robert Pallett, then and now 
an engineer in the Fire Department, two months later 
filed an application for the same valve, claiming it as his 
original invention. This led to a protracted contest 
before the Patent Office. The matter was brought up 
before the preliminary examiner, and upon his decision 
appealed to the Board of Examiners-in-Chief by Messrs. 
Perley and Orr, and, upon their decision, appealed to the 
Commissioner of Patents, who, on the 24th of March,. 
1874, in deciding the matter, concluded his opinion as 
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follows: “ Pallett was first in the office with a caveat, and 
“he first constructed the invention and applied it to use, 
“and its operation was witnessed with commendation by 
“the other parties. Perley saw it in July, 1870, on En- 
“pine No. 14. The Board remark there is nothing to 
“ show that Perley had any part in the work of invention, 
“ and in argument I am asked to ignore the claim to joint 
“ inventionship by Perley and Orr. But I am constrained 
“by the testimony to go still further and ignore the 
“ claims of Orr, even as a sole inventor.” 


During this controversy before the Patent Office, the 
Amoskeag Manufacturing Company, of Manchester, N. 
H., made and furnished to the Fire Department several 
of these valves. These valves are not in use by the De- 
partment, but a valve is now used patented by Gilbert J. 
Orr, one of these parties, under date of May 19, 1874, 
and the valves in controversy have been discarded. 


I deemed it essential to make a full and thorough inves- 
tigation of this matter, and I learned that, pending this 
litigation before the Patent Office, and while the matter 
was undecided, Mr. Perley made an arrangement with the 
Amoskeag Company, by which he was to receive $50 each 
for every valve sold to the Fire Department, claiming it as 
his invention. 


I learned that forty of these valves had been delivered 
to the New York Fire Department, but not stamped as 
being the invention of any person, and upon these valves, 
April 30, 1873, Messrs. Perley and Orr were paid eight 
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hundred dollars. On June 7, 1878, Orr was paid five 
hundred dollars, and on July 16, 1874, Orr was paid seven 
hundred dollars, claiming that Perley had assigned his in- 
terest to him, making a total payment of two thousand 
dollars by the Amoskeag Company on forty valves, the 
whole cost of which, including the royalty, amounted to 
three thousand four hundred and forty dollars, leaving 
fourteen hundred and forty dollars the amount the Amos- 
keag Company received. In April, 1874, Pallett made 
a claim, under, as he claims, bad advice, for excessive 
damages. ‘The Department then abolished all the valves 
that had been paid for, and on May 19, 1874, Gilbert J. 
Orr was awarded a patent for a relief valve of similar 
nature, and the one now in use by the Department. It 
will be noticed that the last payment by the Amoskeag 
Company was two months after the Department had 
abolished the valves,and about four months after the 
Patent Office had decided that Messrs. Perley and Orr 
had no claim in the original valve. Upon the adoption 
of the Orr valve, Pallett then commenced a suit in the — 
United States Cireuit Court, for infringement of his 
patent, and claiming damages. ‘This suit is now pending, 
and special counsel has been retained to defend it on be- 
half of the city. It will appear, therefore, that the city 
has paid for the forty valves heretofore referred to, and 
to which Messrs. Perley and Orr had no claim as inven- 
tors, and has involved itself in litigation, the result of 
which is yet to be determined. 


The price paid for the Orr valves, now in use by the 
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Department, is excessive, they costing the Department 
about $50 each, and can be furnished for less than one 
half the cost. Gilbert J, Orr has also another patent in 
use by the Department, called the Empire Distributing 
Nozzle, and sold to the Department for one hundred dol- 
lars each by E. G. Hilton of this city. 

The models for this invention, I am informed, were 
made in the repair shop; and without entering into the 
merits of this invention, for which a great deal is claimed 
by the inventor, I am constrained to say that, from in- 
formation received, these nozzles can be manufactured, 
giving a good profit, for one half the price paid by the 
Department. 

These valves and nozzles, I am informed by the Super- . 
intendent of Supplies, are not purchased by him, the cer- 
tificate on the bills on file in the Department as to the 
correctness of cost being made by the inventor. 

One of the Orr valves was placed on an engine in 
Hartford, Conn., by the foreman of the Repair Shops, 
who was granted leave of absence for this purpose by the 
inventor (the Superintendent), drawing his salary from 
the city while he was away. I have also ascertained that 
one of these valves has been sent to Chicago and applied 
to an engine, and its adoption recommended by one of the 
Fire Commissioners. 


SEcoND.—AS TO EMPLOYEES. 


In compliance with section 106, chapter 335, Laws of 
1873, I have made an examination into the duties of the 
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employees of the Department. Several of those appoint- 
ees hold mere sinecures, other appointees are well-known 
characters, in a calling the reverse of honest and honor- 
able. I shall be glad to communicate to you personally 
all the facts I have ascertained in reference to this matter. 
Another very improper appointment was that of the Watch- 
man Burke, in the Eldridge street paint shop, who was 
convicted some ten days since in the Court of General . 
Sessions of this city, and sentenced to fifteen years’ im- 
prisonment in the State Prison. This man had previously 
been convicted, and was a terror to all who knew him. 
He was allowed to retain his position of trust, while his 
character was well known and after he had been indicted 
for manslaughter. The character of these and other ap- 
pointments are so well known that it is to be hoped, with 
a view to the public interests, that the notoriety thus given 
them in an official manner, and the attention thus directed 
to the general conduct of the Department, some radical 
improvement will be adopted before the entire force be- 
comes demoralized, as it seems must be the result if this 
state of. affairs continues. 


THIRD.—AS TO PROPERTY. 

At the central office in Mercer street there is a Property 
Clerk, whose duty it is to keep a record of all property 
returns—in other words, stock on hand—showing the dis- 

*position of the property, whether condemned, used, or on 
hand, every three months, as returned to him from the 
different engine companies and bureaus. These returns 
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are made only as regards quantities on hand, and not the 
cost. The clerk condenses these property returns into a 
book for this purpose, showing in appropriate columns the 
gross quantity of any article on hand in the Department 
every three months. Upon an examination of the prop- 
erty book as used by the present Department, I learned 
that D. D. Murphy, who was their Property Clerk during 
my examination, and since removed, October 17, had 
made up the books from the quarter ending June 30, 1873, 
to the last quarter of this year, for which he had returns. 

Mr. Murphy was only appointed on December 19, 1878, 
and therefore had to go back seven months, being a period 
when he was not employed by the Department, to make up 
this account, if he had commenced the account then, but 
I learned also that this book was not ordered to be made 
until March, 1874, and was not delivered to the Fire De- 
partment until the 21st of May, 1874, so that the Property 
Clerk had to wait until twelve months after the book 
should have been commenced to write itup. I also learned 
that the Property Book of the preceding Board is missing, 
and no explanation can be given for its absence. As this 
book was the only record of the stock on hand, giving 
the disposition of the property at every quarter, except the 
several returns heretofore spoken of as made in detail by 
the companies and bureaus, its absence from the Depart- 
ment is a matter of some importance. 

It will be seen from the foregoing that no complete 
property record was kept by the Department for one year 
after they came into office, and it is difficult to see how any 
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correct return could be kept in the absence of the old 
books. 

On February 11, 1878, the old Board purchased thirty- 
four National Fire Extinguishers at $60 each, amounting 
to $1,920, which, together with those already in the De- 
partment, made about ninety Extinguishers. At as late a 
period as July, 1878, charges were purchased by the pres- 
ent Department for these Extinguishers, and in January, 
1874, fifty-four were condemned and sold at auction for 
about $2 each. These fifty-four were purchased either in 
1869 or 1870; but it would appear that about the latter 
part of§1873, or early part of 1874, the thirty-four that 
had been purchased during the year were also condemned 
and turned into the Repair Yard, where seventeen of them 
now are, and six are said to be in Winchester, used as 
fresh-water tanks on the engines, and the balance have 
been cut up for trimmings on the poles of the hook and 
ladder wagons. 

If the fifty-four that were condemned and sold lasted 
from 1868 and 1870, it would seem as if the thirty-four 
purchased in 1873 should have lasted as long. These last 
Extinguishers were all nickel-plated, and, 1 am informed, 
were got up with great care for the Department, but in 
place of all these Extinguishers, the Department were 
supplied with the Babcock Extinguisher—a prominent of- 
ficial of the company which supplies them being a brother 
to the President of the Department.

To the Commissioners of Accounts : 


Genttemen—Upon the 25th day of March, 1875, the 
following resolution was unanimously adopted by the 
Board of Aldermen, which resolution and relative pre- 
amble are in the following terms: : 


“ Whereas, It is reported that grave irregularities exist 
in the manner of keeping the accounts in the Department 
of Public Parks, and that in consequence of such irregu- 
larities, by which, it is alleged, appropriations for specific 
purposes have been used for other purposes without 
authority, the Department has found it necessary to cur- 
tail the working force in the Bureau of Construction, and 
nearly half of the workmen employed therein were yester- 
day dismissed from the employment of the Commission ; 
be it therefore 


“ Pesolved, That the Commissioners of Accounts be 
and aré hereby directed to investigate the books and 
accounts of the Department of Public Parks, paying par- 
ticular attention to the uses of and expenditures under 
the appropriation for Construction Account, and the ac- 
counts of Maintenance and Government, and report the 
result of their examination to this Board at the earliest 
possible time, and the Committee of Finance, now or 
lately engaged in an examination of a like character, be 


~ 
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requested to co-operate with the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts in such investigation.” 


The examination has been a protracted one, owing, 
principally, to the difficulty experienced in tracing some 
of the matters which were not explicitly stated in the 
entries in the books of the Department. ; 


AS TO MAINTENANCE AND CONSTRUCTION ACCOUNTS. 


The moneys appropriated for maintenance raised by 
taxation and for construction purposes are the moneys 
that have been raised from the sale of bonds specially 
authorized by successive acts of the Legislature. 


It appears from the books of the Department that, from 


January 1, 1873, to January 1, 1875, a period of two 
years, no account, such as an appropriation account, have 
been kept in the books, showing the amounts specially set 
apart for any particular purpose; nor have accounts been 
kept of the amount available for the completion of works 
of construction, the moneys for which were to be derived 
from the sale of bonds. The absence of this account is 4 
defect which makes a complete exhibit of the state of 
affairs in the books impossible. 


From January 1, 1873, to May 1, 1873, the Commis- 
sioners, through the Treasurer, F. W. Whittemore, dis- 


—— 
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bursed all moneys of the Department, receiving the 
amounts in large sums from the Comptroller upon requi- 
sitions made by the Commissioners of Parks. 


They also received certain other moneys from the several 
towns of West Farms, Yonkers, Kingsbridge, etc., being 
a portion of a proportionate amount these towns were to 
pay for certain improvements in that territory. During 
this period, January 1 to May 1, 1873, they received from 
Comptroller Green $160,000 on account of Maintenance 
and Government of Parks and Places, of which sum only 
$122,946.94 was expended on Maintenance Account. 
They also received from the same source $230,000 on 
account of Construction, which amount was entirely ex- 
pended, together with the balance of the Maintenance 
money and such other sums as are set forth in the follow- 
ing schedule, showing receipts and disbursements during 
this period :

On May 1, 1878, the system in the Department. was 
changed by the Charter of 1873, and all payments. were 
made by the Comptroller, with the exception that the De- 
partment claimed and exercised the right to disburse 
moneys received from the several towns heretofore referred 
to. No change was made in the system of accounts, and 
no discovery was apparently made that they had misap- 
plied the funds specifically set apart for Maintenance, 
until the 17th of October, 1873. 


Upon this discovery the President, under advice from 
the Comptroller, reported to the Board that, as the appro- 
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priation for maintenance was nearly exhausted, they must 
purchase supplies moderately, and, if necessary, have the 
bills made payable in 1874, so as to come out of the ap- 
propriation for that year. 


This plan, however, was not adhered to, but at a meet- 
ing of the Commissioners, held October 27, 1873, on mo- 
tion of Commissioner Williamson, the following preamble 
and resolution were adopted : 


“ Whereas, The following expenditures, during the year 
1878, have been charged to Maintenance of Parks and 
Places, which might properly have been charged to the 
Construction and Improvement of Parks and Places, to 
wit: 

“The sum of $9,359.88, which was expended for the pro- 
pagating department, and which has been charged to 
Maintenance in consequence of the limit created by reso- 
lution of the Board, November 20, 1872. 


“The sum of one thousand dollars, which was expend- 
ded for the construction of the new system of walks and 
seats on the Mall and charged to Maintenance, in pursu- 
ance of a resolution of the Board of 26th May, 1873; 
therefore 


“ Resolved, That the bookkeeper is hereby directed to 
transfer upon the books of this Department the said several 
sums, amounting in the aggregate to $10,359.88, from the 
debit of the Maintenance Account to the debit of the 
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Construction Account; and in order that the books may 
agree with those of the Finance Department, the secre- 
tary is hereby directed to certify to the Comptroller upon 
the pay-rolls for the remainder of the year an amount 
equal to said amount of $10,359.88, as Construction out 


of the Maintenance Account.” 


The Department had made the error of using Mainte- 
nance money for Construction purposes, and they under- 
took to correct. it by charging Construction pay-rolls to 
Maintenance Account. In compliance with this resolution 
the bookkeeper made such an entry as it authorized him 
to do, and this entry, under the resolution, virtually added 
the sum of $10,359.88 to Maintenance Account. The 
Maintenance moneys had been already reduced by the 
action of the Department during the first four months of 
1878, by using part of it for Construction purposes. 


The Commissioners, however, only certified, in pursu- 
ance of the above resolution, to three pay-rolls, amounting 
to $7,823.36; and on December 30, 1873, the bookkeeper 
makes a closing entry in Maintenance of Central Park 
whereby he charges that account with $43,383.69, being 
just the amount of moneys misapplied out of Maintenance 
Account for Construction purposes. 


The confusion created by this irregular system of con- 
ducting the affairs of the Department renders it impossi- 
ble to accurately determine from its accounts its true posi- 
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tion. I find that the bills and purchases made in the 
latter part of 1873 by the Department were found to be 
in excess of the amount of appropriations for that year, 
and such of them as were transmitted to the Finance De- 
partment, as applicable to 1873, were returned to the 
Department of Parks, and at this time remain unpaid, to 
an amount slightly exceeding $14,000. This is not in 
accordance with section 89 of the Charter, which provides 
that “no expense shall be incurred by any of the Depart- 
ments, Boards, or officers thereof, unless an appropriation 
shall have been previously made, covering such expense.” 


AS TO CONSTRUCTION ACCOUNT. 


On the-1st of May, 1873, when the Finance Department 
commenced paying the accounts of this Department, there 
was then remaining in the hands of the Comptroller an 
unexpended balance of $70,000, applicable to Construc- 
tion. The Legislature of 1873 authorized the issue of 
bonds to the extent of $1,000,000 for this purpose, and 
the Legislature of 1874 appropriated $250,000 more, 
making the tetal amount available for construction, down 
to the present date, $1,320,000. This account has also 
been exhausted, and on the 23d of March, 1875, it was 
discovered that, in consequence of an error of the book- 
keeper, the balance of this account was $70,000 less than 
he had been representing to the Board, and thereupon all 
works in process of completion payable from this account 
were stopped, and all employees thus engaged were sus- 
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pended or discharged. Upon this second discovery the 
old bookkeeper, who had been discharged in June, 1874, 
was called upon to examine the accounts, and with the 
present bookkeeper prepared a report to the Commission- 
ers. It appears from this report that the record-book 
(which it was claimed was ordered to be kept by the Fi- 
nance Department) was not correct; and even if it had 
been, would not represent the affairs of the Department 
correctly, and that also through the incorrectness of this 
book this difficulty has arisen. 


This radical defect in the system of accounts is fully ad- 
mitted in the language of the report. This book was inno 
wise a book of record, was not made up from any figures 
obtained from the general books, and is another evidence 
that the accounts in use by the Commissioners is a mere 
record of transactions, but is not kept on any correct or 
comprehensive system, so that a balance drawn from it 
will show a true exhibit of the affairs of the Department, 
and that the accounts are susceptible of a radical change 
for a better conduct of its business. 


In June, 1874, a new bookkeeper took charge of the 
books, and at the close of 1874, made no balance-sheet 
for December, or for the year, as he claims that all the 
accounts balanced and it was unnecessary ; while the books 
of the Department show that there are a number of un- 
balanced accounts, dating back to 1871, still open, and 
having debit or credit balances, in some cases to a large 


amount.

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Chapter 319, Laws of 1864, annexed Manhattan 
square to the Central Park, and made it the duty 
of the Commissioners of the Central Park to lay out, 
grade, regulate, drain and improve said square, and con- 
nect it with the Central Park. By chapter 290, Laws of 
1871, the Commissioners of the Department of Parks 
were authorized to erect two buildings on Manhattan 
square, to be called the Metropolitan Museum of Art and 
the American Museum of Natural History, and in the 
same law it was provided that a fund or stock should be 
created, the annual interest of which should not exceed 
$35,000 on each building. 


On May 8, 1871, the Department of Parks, at a meet- 
ing held that day, adopted the following: 

« Resolved, That Manhattan square be forthwith graded 
and prepared for the erection thereon of the buildings 
authorized by law to be erected by this Department for 
the purposes of the Museum of Natural History, and also 
for the Metropolitan Museum of Art.” 


By chapter 756, Laws of 1873, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art was authorized to be erected in Central 
Park, and is now in process of erection at street 
and Fifth avenue. The American Museum of Natural 
History is being erected on Manhattan square, at Seventy- 
seventh street and Eighth avenue. 


The statute of 1871, authorizing the issue of a public. 
fund or stock (which was to be designated as the Museum 
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of Art and Natural History Stock), provided that such 
fund or stock was for the purposes simply of constructing, 
erecting, and maintaining such buildings. The moneys to 
be expended for the purposes of regulating, grading, and 
draining, etc., of Manhattan square, or such places as the De- 
partment might designate, for the erection of these build- 
ings, was to be derived from the issue of a public fund or 
stock, authorized to be issued by successive acts of. the 
Legislature, and “such moneys so expended are charged 
on the books of the Department to General Construction 
Account. 


On April 18, 1874, the question of making an ek- 
amination as to the amounts of moneys expended on these 
two buildings was referred to the President (Mr. Stebbins) 
and the Treasurer (Mr. Williamson), to report, and on Oct. 
9, 1874, these gentlemen made a report to the Board at 
some length, giving a statement in detail of all moneys 
already expended, and an estimated amount due on all 
contracts pending. On Nov. 6, 1874, at a meeting of the 
Board, the following resolutions were adopted : 


“ Resolved, That a statement of the facts contained in 
said report relative to the erroneous charges made against 
the fund for the Construction, Erection, and Maintenance 
of the Building for a Museum of Natural History, be 
transmitted to the Comptroller of the City of New York, 
and that he be and is hereby respectfully requested to 
transfer, on the books of the Finance Department, the 
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sum. of $38,106.52, erroneously charged to that fund, to 
the fund provided by chapter 645, Laws of 1874, for the 
Construction and Improvement of the Public Parks, 
Squares, and Places. 


“ Resolved, That the said sum of $38,106.52 be and the 
same is hereby directed to be reserved out of the fund 
provided by said chapter 645, Laws of 1874, to reimburse 
said fund for the construction, erection, and maintenance 
of said building for a Museum of Natural History.” 


Whatever pretext may be made as to the recom- 
mendations contained in these resolutions, as spread upon 
the minutes of the Board, the simple signification of the 
same was that the Department of Parks had expended out 
of the moneys specially set apart by the statute of 1871 
for the purposes of erection, construction, and maintenance 
of this building, an amount exceeding $38,000, and thereby 
reduced the amount available for that purpose, and ex- 
pended the moneys upon works of construction outside the 
building proper, and which expenditures should have been 
provided for out of the proceeds of bonds issued for the 
purposes of general construction. An amount exceeding 
$10,000 has also been spent on works adjoining the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art, and charged to the fund 
authorized only for the purposes of the erection of that 
building, which should have been charged up against the 
fund authorized to be issued for general construction, as 
heretofore explained. Thus the Department of Parks

have misapplied moneys authorized only for the purposes 
of erection, construction, and maintenance of these two 
buildings, to an amount exceeding $48,000 in addition to 
other moneys misapplied, and which have been already 
referred to. A portion of the $38,106.52 was expended 
in excavations for the foundations of the Museum of 
Natural History, and was properly charged against the | 
fund for its erection, and the remainder of it was expended 
in construction work on the square, and should have been 
charged against the Construction moneys, but the accounts 
were not kept separate, nor can there now be a discrimina- 
tion made without great labor and uncertainty of result. 


IN RELATION TO SUPPLIES. 


Section 91, chapter 335, Laws of 1873, provides that 
‘‘ Whenever any work is necessary to be done to complete: 
or perfect a particular job, or any supply is needed for 
any particular purpose, which work or job is to be under- 
taken, or supply furnished for the Corporation, and the 
several parts of the said work or supply shall together 
involve the expenditure of more than one thousand dollars, 
the same shall be done by contract * * * * * 
unless otherwise ordered by a vote of three-fourths of the 
members elected to the Common Council * * * * *” 
This provision of law has been evaded by the Commis- 
sioners, the bills for which were rendered for an amount 
within the prohibitions and restrictions of the Charter, 
but were continual and successive purchases of the same 
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parties, for the same purposes, and the several parts of 
which together involved the expenditure of more than one 
thousand dollars. The prominent instance of this is, that 
on the 19th day of January, 1874, the Commissioners, at a 
meeting held that day, adopted the following. The 
Chairman of the Executive Committee presented a report 
of the proceedings of that Committee, recommending 
that the following action be taken by the Board, viz. : 


“That the ten brick urinals now in Central Park be 
replaced by structures for a similar purpose made of iron, 
of the most approved plan, and that they be of a size suf- 
ficient to accommodate six persons.” 


Adopted. 


This report by the Executive Committee was in conse- 
quence, first, of a report having been made by the Land- 
seape Architect recommending a change of urinals; and 
second, to arise from an application made by M. Bucka- 
rack, patentee of a certain iron urinal, for an order for 
his manufacture, and upon his application being received, 
it was referred to the Executive Committee, who made 
the above report. To evade the prohibitions and restric- 
tions of the Charter above referred to, these urinals were 
ordered separately one after another, and the Department 
have now received eight, at a cost of one thousand dollars 
each, being exclusive of the cost of building foundations, 
which costs about four hundred dollars additional for 
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each urinal. The nature of this work made it particu- 
larly proper that it should be done by contract, and the 
price determined by competition. 


The Department also purchased considerable quantities 
of filling, etc.,on successive orders given by the Treasurer 
to same parties, as follows:

AS TO SALARIES AND DUTIES. 


It is claimed by the Department of Parks—and in this 
claim the Comptroller and Corporation Counsel evidently 
‘concur—that the salaries of the President and all their 
clerks, the rent of their offices, must be provided for 
partially out of the Construction money, the proceeds of 
bonds, and also out of the amount set apart by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment as applicable to salaries 
out of maintenance which is raised from taxation. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, in revising 
the Budget on June 29, 1874, designated the amount of 
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$450,000 as “applicable to Maintenance and Government 
of Parks and Places,” and including the sum of $30,000 
for the keeping, preservation, and exhibitions of the col- 
lection in the American Museum of Natural History and 
the Metropolitan Museum of Art, and including the 
entire salaries of the President, clerks, officers, and em- 
ployees, other than foremen of laborers.” 


Notwithstanding this restriction of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment, which was concurred in by all 
its members, including the Comptroller, both in this meet- 
ing above referred to and also at a meeting held Decem- 
ber 24, 1874, to make up the Budget for 1875, in which 
there was a similar restriction, the Department of Parks 
has continued, down to March 23, 1875, when it was 
ascertained the Construction Fund was exhausted, to pay 
the salaries of the President, clerks, and other officers, a 
divided amount charged up against both funds. It being 
admitted that this division is an arbitrary one, that neither 
the duties nor the pay of these officers can be apportioned 
with precision between maintenance and construction, and 
that these matters are regulated as near as possible as to 
construction and maintenance by the amount of work in 


progress at the time. 


Section 116 of the Charter, chapter 335, Laws of 1873, 
provides that the “annual salaries to be paid to persons 
herein named shall be as follows, and such salaries shall . 


~ county in any capacity whatever.” 


. 
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be in full for all services rendered by them to the city or 
* * * * 
“To the President of the Department of Parks, six thou- 
sand five hundred dollars; to the Commissioners of Parks, 
other than the President, nothing.” 


On the 29th of August, 1873, D. B. Williamson, one of 
the Commissioners, was elected Treasurer of the Board, 
and on October 29, 1873, at a meeting of the Board, a 
resolution was offered and adopted, that the “ Treasurer’s 
salary be fixed at the sum of four thousand dollars per 
annum, the same to be paid to said Treasurer from the 
date of his appointment.” 


- The Treasurer, in accordance with this resolution, drew 
his salary for September, October, November, and Decem- 
ber, 1878, in violation of the provisions of the law above 
referred to. At a meeting of the Commissioners held 
December 30, 1873, the following is entered upon the 
minutes: “Communication from the Treasurer stating 
that, in view of the fact that the Annexation Act will 
materially lessen the duties of the Treasurer of this 
Department, after the first day of January, 1874, he 
waives all claim after that date to a salary as such Treas- 
urer under existing laws.” 


Mr. Bissinger moyed that said communication be ac- 
cepted and entered upon the minutes. 


Adopted. 
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At a meeting held May 25, 1874, the President moved 


that the salary of the Treasurer be fixed at the sum, of: 


three thousand dollars per annum, to commence from and 
after June 1, 1874, which resolution was declared in the 
affirmative by the vote of three of the Commissioners, the 
Treasurer, as one of the three, voting for the resolution. 
The pay-rolls for June and July had the Treasurer’s name 
and. amount of money inserted, but it was apparently 
erased, and no payment was made. 


On the 29th of July, 1874, the Treasurer, in a long com- 
munication to the Board, and spread upon the minutes, 
waived his claim for salary, admitting that it was a ques- 
tion open to objection as to his right to take it. 


The Department has a bureau presided over by an offi- 
cer called a disbursing clerk, who also has three clerks and 
two messengers in his department whose united salaries 
cost $10,000 per annum. This officer superintends the 
making up of all pay-rolls made up from time-books, pre- 
sented daily by the foremen, including officers, clerks, and 
all employees, whether laborers or police, and certifies to 
the Commissioners the correctness of the rolls. There is, 
apparently, no check on this bureau under the system now 
adopted, to prevent any overstating of time by the several 
foremen of laborers on the pay-rolls, as rendered by the 
disbursing clerk. 


The disbursing clerk informs me that he has given bonds 
for the faithful performance of his duty to the Commis- 
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sioners, but no such bond is on file in the Department that 
IT can learn upon inquiry at the central office; but I find 
a bond was given to the first Board of Commissioners of 
the Department of Parks, on February 1, 1871, which is 
now filed with the Comptroller, and is of no legal force 
or validity. 


Section 29, chapter 335, Laws of 1873, provides that 
“All payments by or on behalf of the Corporation shall 
be made through the proper disbursing officer of the De- 
partment of Finance, on vouchers to be filed in said De- 
partment, by meansof warrants drawn on the Chamberlain 
by the Comptroller, and countersigned by the Mayor.” 
The disbursing clerk of the Department of Parks receives 
the money for the police and labor pay-rolls in bulk from 
the Finance Department, and disburses it to the several 
employees of the Department, and is not in any manner. 
an employee of the Department of Finance. His. dis- 
bursements the past year exceeded nine hundred thou- 
sand ($900,000) dollars. 

In compliance with section 106 of the Charter of 1873, 
I have made an examination into the duties of the several 
employees of the Department, and would respectfully sug- 
gest that the clerical force of the Department could be 
materially reduced without in any way impairing the 
efficiency of the Department.

of the securities held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. 


Fourth.—Schedule ‘‘D,” a statement of judgments obtained 
against the city between December 12, 1871, and January 1, 1875. 


Fifth.—Schedule 4“ E,” statement showing amounts appropriated 
and expended for interest for three years ending December 31, 1874. 


Sixth.—Schedule ‘‘F,” a statement of unexpended -balances of 
appropriations for three years ending December 31, 1874, with the 
expenditures for the same period.

Acting pursuant to the Charter of 1873, the undersigned, Com- 
missioners of Accounts, would respectfully report that they have 
made an examination of the books and accounts of the Finance De- 
partment, and as the result of this examination have the honor to 


report: 


First.—That we have carefully examined all warrants drawn by 
the Comptroller on the Chamberlain, with the vouchers appertaining 
to @re same, and herewith submit Schedule ‘‘ A,” showing the 
amount for which warrants were drawn against the several appropri- 
ations—Special and Trust Accounts—for the twelve months ending 
November 30, 1874. 


Second.—That we have also examined the accounts and vouchers 
of all moneys received into and paid out of the City Treasury during - 
the year ending November 30, 1874, and submit herewith Sche- 
ule j= Bae 


Third.—That we have examined all the bonds canceled during the 
year ending December 31, 1874, and submit herewith a statement 
(Schedule ‘‘C”’) of the Bonded Debt, as at the close of business on 
that day, classified under the title of each separate issue, and rate per 
cent. of interest; together with a statement of the stocks and bonds 
held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund. We are also pre- 
paring a statement of the Bonded Debt to June 30, 1875, which will 
be published in a few days. 


Fourth.—We have prepared a statement (Schedule ‘‘ D’’), showing 
the amount of judgments obtained against the city from December 
12, 1871, down to January 1, 1875. This statement is based upon 
an examination of the judgments docketed (1) in the County Clerk’s 
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office, and (2) the amount docketed in the several courts, of which no 
transcripts were filed with the County Clerk, and a comparison of the 
present condition of these judgments as appear on the records in the 
office of the Counsel to the Corporation, so far as these matters could 
be traced through the books or records examined. 

We are unable to find, from any record in the office of the Coun- 
sel to the Corporation, any evidence of the payment of these judg- 
ments, and are informed that the Comptroller has never notified this 
office when such judgments have been satisfied, although repeatedly 
requested to do so. 

We also find that in many instances judgments have been paid or 
satisfied in the respective courts in which they were obtained, and no 
transcript of such satisfaction has been filed in the County Cleérk’s 
office, although the original judgment is still unsatisfied on its record. 

The practice of the Finance Department is, that when a judgment 
is obtained against the city, such portion of said judgment as repre- 
sented the original sum of the claim is taken out of any unexpended 
balance of appropriation, applicable in the first instance for this pur- 
pose, and the costs and interest are charged against Judgment Account 
only; but provided there is no unexpended balance, in the estimation 
of the Finance Department, such judgment is paid entirely out of 
Judgment Account. In one instance that has been brought to our 
attention, the books of the Finance Department show that there was 
and is now an unexpended balance to the credit of an Appropriation 
Account. That the claimants were refused payment on the ground 
of the want of an appropriation, and that they sued and recovered 
judgments, and their claims when paid were charged up against Judg- 
ment Account. This schedule of judgments is made up exclusive of 
any mandamuses that have been obtained against the county, which 
operate virtually as judgments carrying costs ; and is also independent 
of a large number of suits that have been settled, after an action has 
been commenced against the city. 


Fifth.—By section 91, of the Charter of 1873, it is provided that 
‘«« Whenever any work is necessary to be done to complete or perfect 
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a particular job, or any supply is needed for any particular purpose, 
which work or job is to be undertaken or supply furnished for the 
Corporation, and the several parts of the said work or supply shall to- 
gether involve the expenditure of more than one thousand dollars, the 
same shall be by contract ie * i * if * f * 
unless otherwise ordered by a three-fourths vote of the Common 
Council vi a e and all such contracts, when given, shall 
be given to the lowest bidder si * - * #3 ss * 
and who shall give security for the faithful performance of his contract 
in the manner prescribed and required by ordinance, and the ade- 
quacy and sufficiency of this security shall, in addition to the justifi- 
cation and acknowledgment, be approved by the Comptroller.” 
These provisions and restrictions of the Charter have been continu- 
ously evaded or set aside by the Department of Charities and Cor- 
rection, Docks, Parks, and Fire Departments, prior to January 1, 
1875, in that these Departments made large purchases of supplies in 
excess in value of one thousand dollars, and these bills for supplies, 
so purchased, have been transmitted to the Finance Department and 
paid. 


Sixth.—The Board of Apportionment and Audit, as organized in 
the year 1872, consisted of the Mayor, Comptroller, Commissioner 
of Public Works, President of the Department of Parks, and, on May 

1, 1872, met and passed upon the estimate for the expenses of con- 
ducting the City and County government for that year ; in which esti- 
mate they authorized, and by two transfers appropriated for interest 
on the City and County Debt, $8,678,259.58, of which amount there 
was only required and expended for that year, $6,913,498. 38—leav- 
ing an unexpended balance of $1,764,761.20. On the 30th day of 
November, 1872, the same gentlemen, comprising a Board especially 
designated by an act to amend an act entitled ‘‘ An act to reorganize 
the local government of the City of New York,” passed April 5, 1870, 
being chapter 574 of the Laws of 1871, met and agreed upon an esti- . 
mate for the year 1873, of the various sums of money to defray all the 
various expenses necessary for conducting the various Boards, Com- 
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missions, and Departments, whether executive, judicial, legislative, or 
administrative, of the City government, and also for paying the interest 
on the City Debt, and the principal of said debt falling due, in which 
estimate was appropriated $6,072,637.74 for interest on the City 
Debt. 

On November 23, 1872, the Mayor, Comptroller, and County 
Treasurer, comprising another Board, organized under chapter 573, 
Laws of 1871, met and agreed upon an estimate, for the purpose of 
defraying all necessary expenses for the County government for the 
year 1873, and appropriated $2,412,670 for interest on the County 
Debt, thus making the entire amount appropriated by the two Boards 
for interest $8,485,307.74, as being the amount required for the year 
1873. At a meeting of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, as 
appointed or created in pursuance of chapter 335, Laws of 1873, and, 
with the exception of the present Comptroller, comprised of new 
members, there was appropriated, on the 26th of June, 1873, for the 
year 1873, $6,500,000, for interest on the City and County Debt, 
being a revision of the estimates previously made (by the preceding 
Boards heretofore referred to, in 1872), and an amount much less than 
was required by the Comptroller for interest for that year. 

At the close of 1873 the Comptroller had paid as interest 
$1,246,109.44 in excess of the amount authorized by the revision of 
the estimates by the Board of Estimate and Apportionment. The same 
Board, on June 29, 1874, in revising the estimate previously made in 
December, 1873, for 1874, appropriated $8,300,000 for interest on 
the City Debt, including all accrued interest on the debt heretofore 
designated as County Debt, to April 30, 1874, and interest on the 
debt of annexed territory of Westchester County ; and at a meeting 
held October 15, 1874, the said Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment, on the request of the Comptroller, authorized the transfer of 
$90,000 from various appropriations to the credit of ‘‘ Interest on the 
City Debt for 1874,” as in the resolution offered by the Comptroller 
asking for this transfer it was stated that the amount previously ap- 
propriated ($8, 300,000) was insufficient, and at the close of 1874 the 
Comptroller had paid on account of interest $479,345.84 in excess of 
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the amount as authorized by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

Hereto annexed you will find Schedule ‘‘ E,” showing the amounts 
appropriated for interest, by transfer or otherwise, and the payments 
on account of the same, from January 1, 1872, to January 1, 1875. 

Prior to the accession of the present Comptroller (as shown by the 
published reports and also by the several accounts in the ledgers of 
the Finance Department) it was the custom in calculating the interest 
for the coming year to stipulate the amount required on each specific 
kind of stock and upon revenue bonds, and such stock as might be 
issued, or was supposed would be issued, an amount was appropri- 
ated under the head of Interest Generally. 

There can be no question that the majority of the stocks and bonds 
have a long period to run, and that on making up the estimate for the 
interest required for each year an amount can be estimated at a sum 
more specific than any amount heretofore appropriated by the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment, if they only have the necessary in- 
formation placed before them for action. 


Seventh.—On June 29, 1874, the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment authorized in the revised estimate an appropriation of 
$250,000 for ‘‘ Salaries—Department of Finance,” and $20,000 for 
special services of accountant in ‘‘ relation to claims at the instance 
of and against the city, arising out of frauds of late officers and 
others.” This was intended as a special account, separate from the 
‘‘ Salaries—Department of Finance,” but in the ledger of the depart- 
ment is merged into that account, while in the ledger of the Chamber- 
lain’s office it is a separate account, as it was evidently intended it 
should be. The warrants drawn by the Comptroller were drawn 
against it as a special account, and are charged as so drawn in the 
Chamberlain’s books, and from August 8, 1874, to December 19, the 
amount so drawn was $7,883,30. Upon December 30, 1874, the 
Comptroller, by a letter addressed to the Chamberlain recognizing 
therein that it was a separate account, authorized him to transfer 
$5,450,04 of the unexpended balance from this account to ‘‘ Salaries— 





ea ae aaa: TO ”tC 
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- Department of Finance,” onthe pretext that this amount had been 
paid out for these special services, and charged to “ Salaries—Depart- 
ment of Finance,” prior to August 1, 1874. The Chamberlain made 
the entry as requested without any resolution of the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, and the letter authorizing this transfer cannot 
be found in the Chamberlain’s office, the entry made in the Chamber- 
lain’s books being based upon the existence of such letter, properly 
numbered, but now absent from the files and not there accounted 
for. 


Eighth.—The Board of Estimate and Apportionment, in revising the 
estimates of 1873, appropriated $140,000 for election expenses for that 
year. It would appear, from the records of the Department, that the 
Finance Department paid claims in the aggregate exceeding the 
amount appropriated, and that, in 1874, at several meetings of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment, by a series of resolutions 
offered by the Comptroller, several transfers, amounting in the aggre- 
gate to alarge sum, was transferred to the credit of other exhausted 
appropriation accounts from ‘‘ Election Expenses of 1873,” which, the 
records show, was exhausted by the legitimate expenses of that year. 


Ninth.—The same Board, in revising the estimates of 1873, also 
appropriated $100,000 for ‘‘Armories and Drill-rooms.”” It would 
appear from the records that this appropriation was exceeded in the 
payment of claims of 1873, and without any resolution of the Board of 
Estimate and Apportionment authorizing the transfer to this account 
of unexpended balances from other appropriations. 


Tenth.—We submit Schedule ‘‘F,” showing the unexpended 
balances at the close of 1871, 1872, 1873, and 1874, with the total 
appropriations each year, including the unexpended balances and the 
expenditures for the same period. By the present system, when the 
appropriations are made, the amount of the appropriations are 
credited to the several appropriation accounts as they stand on the 
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ledger, or, in other words, are credited to one continuous account. 
under the same title. These yearly appropriations are added to the 
old balances, and when payments are made (of whatever year they 
may be chargeable to), they are charged to said appropriation account, 
so that it is not possible to tell the balance of any of the appropria- 
tions for any particular year by the accounts in the Appropriation 
Ledger. An examination into the condition of the various appropria- 
tions would be an extremely laborious undertaking, and would have 
to extend over a period of years, without arriving at any very satis- 
factory result. 

The appropriation accounts for each year should be kept separate, 
and the payments made should be charged to the appropriation 
accounts to which the payments relate. Then the Appropriation 
Ledger would show the balances of each appropriation for each year. 


Eleventh.—Section 29 of the charter of 1873, provides that all 
payments by or on behalf of the Corporation shall be made through 
the proper disbursing officer of the Department of Finance, by means 
of warrants drawn on the Chamberlain by the Comptroller, and counter- 
signed by the Mayor. A distinction appears to be made in the 
manner of paying the salaries of the Department of Parks, in that the 
Comptroller disburses all moneys for labor and police pay-rolls through 
an officer styled “ Disbursing Clerk,” in the Department of Parks. 
This officer is in no manner an officer of the Department of Finance, 
and has given bonds to the Mayor, Aldermen, and Commonalty, 
under date of February 1, 1871, for the faithful performance of his 
duty. This bond was called for and given to the old Board, com- 
prising the Department of Parks, for their protection, they then dis- 
bursing their own money ; and inthe reorganization of the Department, 
on the retirement from office of that Board, the employees, including 
Disbursing Clerk, were reappointed, and under the law this bond 
should have been renewed. 


Twelfth.—\t is provided by chapter 757 of the Laws of 1873 
(being an act passed June 13, 1873, to amend chapter 335, of the 
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_ Laws of that year), that any balances of appropriations remaining 
unexpended, after allowing sufficient to satisfy all claims payable 
therefrom, may, at any time after the expiration of the year for 
which they were made, be transferred by the Comptroller, with the 
approval of the Board of Estimate and Apportionment, to the General 
Fund of the city and applied to the reduction of taxation. 

Upon May 19, 1874, the Comptroller, in a communication to the 
Chamberlain, notified him that he had canceled, on May 1, 1874, 
warrants amounting in the aggregate to $18,806.24, and credited the 
same to the General Fund, in which communication he makes the 
following explanation: ‘‘As the amount of said warrants were 
credited when canceled to General Fund and not to the several 
accounts to which they were originally charged, it is necessary, in 
order. that our balances may agree, that an entry be made on your 
books charging the several accounts with the several amounts as 
stated above and crediting General Fund with the aggregate.” 

By the terms of instructions contained in the above letter, the 
several appropriations accounts which went towards making up this 
aggregate still remained charged as drawn against, and thereby the 
several appropriations were reduced. The warrants so drawn and 
charged had been duly registered in the Finance Department, and 
were signed by the Mayor and Comptroller, and published in 
quarterly reports to the Supervisors as having been paid to the 
respective claimants. It is exceedingly doubtful if, under the terms of 
the law above quoted, this cancellation of these warrants was legal 
except by a vote of authorization from the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment, as the effect of this cancellation was virtually trans- 
ferring unexpended balances of appropriation to the General Fund. 

In numerous instances, other than that above referred to, the 
Finance Department has issued warrants for claims that have been 
duly audited. The warrants have been signed by the Mayor and 
Comptroller, and duly registered on the books of the Finance Depart- 
ment, published likewise in the official quarterly reports as having 
been paid to the respective claimants, and then finally canceled by 
orders of the Comptroller. 
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We submit herewith a statement, showing taxes and assessments

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It would seem that by proper management a large portion of 
these securities, issued during the last few years, might have been 
marketed at a much lower rate of interest, particularly those for the 
State Sinking Fund Deficiency, issued about one year since, to an 
amount of $3,899,494.86, and which are all at seven per cent. 

Section 106 of the charter of 1873, in defining the duties of the 
Commissioners of Accounts, provides that ‘‘they shall, from time to 
time, make an examination of the expenses of the several Depart- 
ments and officers, and make such recommendations to the Board of 
Apportionment and other officers, with reference thereto, and partic- 
ularly with reference to salaries and duties, as they deem advisable. 

Pursuant to the above section, the undersigned would respect- 
fully submit that the labors of the Finance Department have been 
unnecessarily magnified by additional forms or style of managing the 
accounts; and that by returning to more simple methods the work- 
ing force of the Department can be materially reduced, and the 
expenses for salaries materially lessened.

This aggregate is, of course, exclusive of “ Work by Days’ Work” 
on the “Big Pipes,” so called, Additional Alterations of Aqueduct, 
etce., amounting, in the year 1874, to $1,265,769.38. 


That class of works, now several years in progress, denominated 
“Street Improvements above Fifty-ninth street,” etc., embraced in 








one general ledger account, the details of which are not embodied in 
this report, properly belongs, nevertheless, to this branch of the public 
expenditures. They are provided for from the same fund, which is 
reimbursed by the same means. 


They are also carried on mainly by “‘ Agreements” with the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, or by Days’ Work under his supposed 
supervision. 


The Assessment Bonds outstanding on account of, and representing 
the Advances on these improvements—the larger proportion drawing 
interest at seven per cent. per annum—already amount to $8,245,900.00. 


Assessments on this class of works up to the present date have 
been confirmed for only $721,307.56, of which the meagre sum of 
$84,935.88 has been collected; while the remaining $636,371.68 con- 
tinues to resist the ordinary processes and methods for collection. 


In a similar communication one year ago, I submitted to the 
Common Council, whether these modes of prosecuting extensive improve 
ments, by private agreements, and by Days’ Work, so-called, which, 
ignoring the usual forms, guarantees, and safeguards that the laws 
have wisely provided, and long usuage sanctioned, delegate vast, 
unrestricted, and irresponsible power to a single official, to be used as 
convenience, caprice, or ambition may dictate or suggest, are in accord- 
ance with the general public welfare or the best interests of the mass 
of the taxpayers of the city, for whom there is no refuge or escape 
from the consequent wastefulness. 


I shall not omit this, or any other fitting opportunity, to renew that 
appeal, and to make it more effective, if possible, by a comparison of 
the prices paid under these special contracts, with the rates at which 
the same work has been, and would continue to be, done, as well or 
better, by respectable and responsible contractors, in compliance with 
advertised proposals for public lettings to the lowest bidders. 


The following, representing a fair average of the list, will be suffi- 
cient to illustrate the abuses of which the systemis capable, and from 
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which it is practically inseparable; and to justify the objections herein 
submitted, and the remonstrances which come up from every quarter 
against it, by those most familiar with its workings, and most directly 


affected by its results. 


These observations apply with greater force to improvements car- 
ried on by Days’ Work, whether authorized by statute, or by a vote of 
three-fourths of the members of the Common Council.

This schedule could be extended, with similar results, were it 
required, to demonstrate more conclusively the objectionable and inde- 
fensible character of the system. 


The expensive and almost limitless improvements now going for- 
ward, under the same irresponsible control by “ Day’s Work,” if care- 
fully analyzed, would reveal even greater abuses and a more reckless 


disregard of official obligation than “agreements” of the class above 
enumerated, 
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The taxpayers along the lines and in the vicinity of these works, 
upon whom the heaviest assessments will be laid for their cost, are not 
unobservant of the manner in which they are conducted. 


They take daily note, and are fully cognizant of the extravagance, 
waste, and utter want of skill and system by which they are prose- 
cuted. 


They are numerously heard from in tones of indignant protest. 


There is much complaint of such recent action of the Common 
Council as indicates their purpose to extend and perpetuate these 
objectionable methods of prosecuting this branch of the public service, 
in spite of the remonstrances of large classes of citizens. 


The large number of street improvements, involving the addition 
of millions to the debt, which have been projected and legalized by 
ordinance, during the last few weeks, and turned over to the exclusive 
supervision of a single official, can hardly fail in the end to be 
regarded as unjust to the taxpayers and property-owners affected. 


Having demonstrated that the cost of improvements of the character 
under consideration is enormously, and without just reason or pretext, 
increased by “Special Contracts,” it is left for me only to renew my 
objections and my earnest remonstrance on behalf, as I believe, of an 
immense majority of the taxpayers of the city and of all others con- 
cerned, for its credit and good name. 


The laws under which these things are done, and attempted to be 
justified, belong to the worst class of legislation. 


Some two years since, in response to a resolution of inquiry, I took 
occasion to urge upon the Legislature the enactment of such statutes 
as were necessary for the regulation and restriction of the business of 
“Vacating Assessments ;” for an equitable mode of re-assessment to 
recover amounts which had been “ vacated” through tricks and tech- 
nicalities ; and for the general protection of the interests of the city in 
this particular. 
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The bills which were prepared and submitted for these purposes 
became laws in 1874 (chapters 812 and 318), and, as the result, attacks or 
raids upon the treasury in this form have since been much less frequent 
and much less successful.

The necessity and value of these enactments are thus, within a 
single year, most substantially demonstrated. 


While the business of vacating assessments has been seriously 
impaired, the holders of real estate, benefited by improvements, though 
protesting in many cases against their excessive cost, are responding 
more promptly to the requirements of the Corporation. 


The growth of this startling enormity of “ Assessments Vacated,” 
during the last few years, and its sudden check in a single year by a 
little timely and judicious legislation, are made apparent by the fol- 
lowing table:

I am reminded, in this connection, that a large number of contracts 
for the repaving of streets and avenues, were made prior to the Charter 
of 1873, the payments for which have been made from the treasury, 
from the proceeds of Assessment Bonds, and on which, under the 
provisions of the Laws of 1872, chapter 580, no assessments can be 
legally levied. 


To meet the assessment bonds now outstanding, which have been 
issued from time to time, to meet these payments, provision will be 
required to be made, by the issuance of long bonds for the total of 
such advances, or by taxation. 


The amount required for this purpose will be found in the following 
detailed list of this class of works. 


Under the present Charter, all improvements of this character, when 
petitioned for by the property-owners immediately concerned, are 
subject to assessments upon the same bases as works de novo. 
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Amounts paid on Contracts for Repaving Streets and Avenues, on which no Assessment 
can be legally imposed.

the character under consideration, shall be such only as are deemed 
indispensable, and are unmistakably called for by the owners of prop- 
erty, who are directly concerned, and who are required and are willing 
to reimburse the city for their construction ; and thatstreet improve- 
ments involving an outlay of over one thousand dollars, shall be dis- 
posed of by advertised proposals and public lettings, only.

Extracts {rom the New Charter, 1873: Relating to Contracts made by the Corporation of the City of New York, 


—_—__+—__——_. 


The Act (Chap. 335) entitled an Act to Reorganize the Local Government of the City 
of New York, provides as follows : 


© Szorron 14,—Any ordinance or resolution may originate in either board, and when it shall 
have passed one board, may be rejected or amended in the other; but no ordinance or resolution 
shall be passed except by a vote of the majority of all the members elected to the board. In 
case any ordinance or resolution involves the expenditure of money, or the laying of an assess- 
ment, the lease of real estate or franchises, the votes of three-fourths of all the members elected 
to each board shall become necessary to its passage. No ordinance or resolution shall be valid 
unless it shall receive the assent of both boards, within the term fixed by law to such boards. 
* ES * No additional allowance beyond the legal claim which shall exist under any 
contract with the Corporation, or with any department or officer thereof, or for any services on 
its account, or in its employment, shall ever be passed by the common council, except by the 
unanimous vote thereof.” 


“Src, 91.—All contracts to be made or let, for work to be done or supplies to be furnished, 
except as herein otherwise provided, and all sales of personal property in the custody of the 
several departments or bureaus, shall be made by the appropriate heads of departments, under 
such regulations as now exist, or shall be established by ordinances of the common council. 
Whenever any work is necessary to be done to complete or perfect a particular job, or any 
supply is needful for any particular purpose, which work and job is to be undertaken or supply 
furnished for the corporation, and the several parts of the said work or supply shall together 
involve the expenditure of more than one thousand dollars, the same shall be by contract, under 
such regulations concerning it as shall be established by ordinance of the common council, 
excepting such works now in progress as are authorized by law or ordinance to be done other- 
wise than by contract, and unless otherwise ordered by a vote of three-fourths of the mem- 
bers elected to the common council; and all contracts shall be entered into by the appro- 
priate heads of departments, and shall, except as herein otherwise provided, be founded on 
sealed bids or proposals made in compliance with public notice, duly advertised in the City 
Record, said notice tv be published at least ten days; and all said contracts when given shall 
be given to the lowest bidder, the terms of whose contracts shall be settled by the gounsel to 
the corporation, as an act of preliminary specification to the bid or proposal, and who shall give 
security for the faithful performance of his contract in the manner prescribed and required by 
ordinance, and the adequacy and sufficiency of this security shall, in addition to the justification 
and acknowledgment, be approved by the comptroller. All bids or proposals shall be publicly 
opened by the officers advertising for the same, and in the presence of the comptroller, but the 
opening of the bids shall not be postponed if the comptroller shall after due notice fail to 
attend. If the lowest bidder shall neglect or refuse to accept to contract within forty-eight 
hours after written notice that the same has been awarded to his bid or proposal, or if he accepts, 
but does not execute the contract and give the proper security, it shall be readvertised and relet 
as above provided. In case any work shall be abandoned by any contractor, it shall be readver- 
tised and relet by the head of the appropriate department in the manner in this section 
provided.” 


‘“Suo. 99.—No bid shall be accepted from, or contract awarded to, any person who is in 
arrears to the corporation, upon debt or contract, or who is a defaulter as surety or otherwise, 
upon any obligation to the corporation.”
